WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The threaten- 
fing words of Senator Morgan (Dem., Ala.) 
uttered in the Senate last night, and indi- 
cating what appeared to be a determination 
to defeat the Philippine and Cuban amend- 
ments to the Army Appropriation bill, seem 
to have been taken too literally when first | 
heard. The Democrats, while objecting to 
some features of the Philippine amend- 
ments, were substantially agreed with the 
Republicans on the Cuban declarations, and 
advances made to-day in the direction of 
meeting the objections to the Philippine 
amendment are believed to have cleared 
the way for the adoption of both and the 
avoidance an extra session. A large j 
majority of the Senators agreed to support 
as an amendment to the Army Appropria- | 
tion bill a modification of the amendment 
Suggested yesterday by Mr. Hoar (Rep., 
Mass.) As agreed on the amendment reads: | 
“* Provided, That no sale or lease or other 
disposition of the public lands or the timber 
thereon or the mining rights therein shall 
be made, and provided, further, that no 
franchise shall be granted which is not ap- 
proved by the President of the United 
States ana is not in his judgment clearly 
necessary for the immediate government of 
the islands and indispensable for the inter- 
est of the people thereof and which cannot, 
without great public mischief, be postponed 
until the establishment of permanent civil 
government, and all such franchises shall 
terminate one year after the establishment 
of such permanent civil government.” 
Senators Morgan, Rawlins, (Dem., Utah.) 
Tillman, (Dem., S. C.,) and Bacon, (Dem., 
Ga.,) who had been among the most deter- 
mined opponents of the original provision, 
were all consulted concerning the amend- 
ment, and all of them, except Mr. Morgan, 
indicated a willingness to let the amend- 
ment go through after reasonable debate. 
Senator Morgan did not commit himself. 
The Democratic acquiescence does not go 
to the extent of agreeing to support the en- 
tire Philippine provision, but only to the 
point of allowing it to reach the voting 
stage. The Republicans, without exception, 
accept the modification of the amendment 
As a matter of course, the Republicans 
will not be quite comfortable until the bill 
is passed with the amendments added. 
Until the vote has been taken the uncer- 
tainty about what Mr. Pettigrew (Sil., S.

The temper of the Senate was good to- | 
day, and there was a disposition to urge | 
action which showed some concern for the | 
untouched appropriation bills, like the Sun- 
dry Civil, with its important items threat- 
ening to crowd the last hours of the ses- | 
sion hard, and to keep the River and Har- | 
bor bill out of the way of prolonged dis- 
cussion. But that bill could be passed 
without discussion in an hour if the neces- | 
sity for disposing of it in short order be- !

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THE DEBATE IN THE SENATE. 


Mr. Morgan Declares Cubans Will Re- 
fuse to Accept the Terms of the 
Cuban Amendment, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Both the Cuban 
and Philippine questions figured in to- 
day’s Senate debate on the Army Appro- 
priation bill. When the bill came up for 
consideration, Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.,) 
took the floor to continue his speech begun 
yesterday. Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.,) asked | 
Mr. Morgan to yield briefly to him that 
he might present the redraft of the amend- 
ment he had offered relating to the restric- 
tion upon the sale of public lands in the ! 
Philippines and the granting of franchises 
that were not indispensable to the proper 
development of the islands. He said that 
the amendment had found favor on both 
sides of the chamber, and if it could be 
adopted now it would facilitate materially } 

the consideration of the measure. 

Mr. Lodge, (Rep., Mass.,) Chairman of 
the Philippine Committee, on behalf of the 
committee, accepted it. 

Mr. Becon (Dem., Ga.,) said*he could see 
no reason why the Senate should not go as 
far as it went in the Porto Rican bill, and 
provide that all franchises should be rati- 
fied by Congress. 

Mr. Morgan, after the amendment had 
been read, insisted upon proceeding with } 
his speech, saying it was evident that the 
Senators disagreed as to the wisdom of the | 
adoption of the amendment at present. He |! 
said his attention had been directed to a 
statement in a morning newspaper to the ; 


effect that the Democratic members of the 
Senate had reached an agreement that no | 
vote should be had on the pending propo- 
sition before the 4th of March. This state- ' 
ment he denied emphatically. Personally } 
he would not occupy a minute’s time that 
he did not deem necessary to a proper elu- 
cidation of the question. He then asked | 
Mr. Platt, (Rep., Conn.,) Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Relations with Cuba, 
whether it was the intention of the com- 
mittee to press the amendment it had pro- 
posed to the bill 

“TIT had hoped,” Mr. Platt replied, “ that 
the amendment would meet with practical! 
unanimity and that it would be piaced 
upon this bill.” 

“There cannot be unanimity with respect 
to it,”’ said Mr. Morgan, ‘“ without some ef- 
fort to amend it. I do not think the Senate

Mr. Platt said that an unofficial transla- 
tion of the Cuban Constitution was being 
made, but it might be several days before 
It was available. However, he thought the 
draft ot the Constitution already printed 
was sufficient for the Senate to act upon 
so far as the pending amendment was con- 
cerned. After protesting against being 
forced to pass upon questions the facts 
concerning which were obscure, Mr. Mor- 
gan resumed his discussion of the Philip- 
pine question, urging the Senate and Con- 
gress not to corfer such extraordinary 
power upon the President as was contem- 
plated by the Philippine amendment 

Continuing his address Mr. Morgan } 
reached the Cuban amendment, which he ; 
declared was ‘a legislative ultimatum.” 

“We are saying to the Cubans,”’ he in- 
sisted, “‘take this or die. Take this or 
abandon your hopes of an independent, au- 
tonomous Government. Take this and lay 
your national and race pride beneath the 
feet of the Anglo-Saxon and let him rule 
over you. You must stand and deliver. We 
make this exaction upon you by solemn act | 
of Congress of the United States. We leave 
nothing to be adjusted in the future except | 
the terminology of the arrangement. All of 
these provisions which we here lay down ; 
to your right to 
demand any sort of independence, of au- 
tonomy, or of sovereignty.”’ 

Mr. Morgan protested against thus im- |! 


| posing the views and demands of this Gov- } 


ernment upon Cuba. Under such an ar- | 


| rangement, he said, we had no right to ex- | 


pect that the Cubans would remain quiet. 
He insisted that Cuba never could and 
never would accept the terms imposed by 


| the Government, and this Government had 


no right to demand that she should accept 


“What is the use, then, of putting these 
demands in the form of an ultimatum,’ he 
inquired, ‘*‘ when it is perfectly obvious that 
Cuba cannot accept them and preserve at 
the same time her dignity as a sovereign 
independent nation? 

Mr. Morgan referred to what he said was ; 
the popular feeling in Cuba against the 
United States. He had communications | 
from Cuban officials as early as February, 
1899, indicating a feeling, against the Gov- 
ernment and people of the United States, 
of absolute irreconcilability, unless. this 
Government should withdraw from the isl- 
and and its people all sovereignty and 
suzerainty. 

He said he had in his possession papers | 
which he would be glad to present to the 
Senate at some time in secret legislative | 
session. He desired ta preserve the se- | 
crecy of the documents because he did not ! 
think the time ripe for their publication. | 
They showed the situation to be as he 
had indicated it We were deceiving our- ;} 
selves, he said, if we should expect to find 
in Cuba a set of men not determined upon ; 
having their own way and their own in- ; 
dependence. 

In conclusion, Mr. Morgan said the solu- | 
tion of the present difficulties was to ar- 
range for absolute free trade between the 
United States and Cuba and enable the} 
Cubans to establish a free and independ- 
ent Government unhampered by anybody 
After a trial of such a Government, he 
said, he believed they would realize that 
their best home for liberty and independ- 
ence, after all, was in the United States. 
Mr. Morgan concluded with these words: ; 

“Gentlemen, lay aside these amendments 
and let us pass the Army Dill.” 

At 5 o'clock Mr. Gallinger (Rep.. N. H..)

Consideration of the Army Appropria- ; 
tion bill was resumed at the evening ses- 
sion, the pending auestion being Mr. Vest's 
(Dem.. Mo.,) amendment to the Philippine 
amendment. providing that ‘‘ No tudgment, |; 
order. or act. by anv of said officials. so 
appointed. shall conflict with the Constl- 
tution and laws of the United States.” 

At the close of the night session the in- 
dications were that a vote might be 
reached unon the pending bill and amend- 
ments perhaps to-morrow. It seemed like- 
ly that no further serious opposition would 


| be encountered, although no definite agree- 


ment for a vote had been reached. During

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EXECUTIONS IN PEKING! SENATE AGAINST SAMPSON. 


Chi-Hsin and Hsu-Cheng-Yu Are 
Publicly Beheaded. 


German Report Says Great Britain, 
France, and America Demand Lives 
of Still More Chinamen. 


PEKING, Feb. 26.—Chi-Hsin (ex-Grand 


| Secretary) and Hsu-Cheng-Yu (son of the 


notorious Hsu-Tung) were publicly behead- 
ed to-day. 

The street in which the execution took 
place was guarded by French, German, and 
American troops. The condemned officials 
were taken to the ground in carts, escorted 
by a company of Japanese infantry. 

Chi-Hsin met his fate in a dignified man- 
ner, walking from the cart calmly and 
Hsu-Cheng-Yu was stupefied 
with opium. They were both dressed in 
their Chinese official costumes, without the 
insignia of their rank. 


BERLIN, Feb. 26,—It is learned from a 
reliable source that Great Britain, France, 
and the United States are demanding the 
execution of a dozen Chinamen involved in 


i the murders of missionaries in the prov- 


inces,.in addition to the ringleaders already 
mentioned. 

Germany, it is understood, has nothing 
whatever to do with this demand, no Ger- 
man missionaries having been killed. 

Emperor William will give a special audli- 
ence to Herr Cordes, the interpreter of the 
German Legation in Peking, who was 
wounded at the time Baron von Ketteler 
was killed, in order to hear his account of 
the troubles in China. 

LONDON, Feb. 27.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette’s correspondent at Peking, wiring on 
Feb. 25, says: 

‘United States Minister Conger’s recall, 
which is practically a rebuff, is very gen- 
erally regretted. It is feared that his un- 
will be exchanged 
for a policy that will prove unnecessarily 
benevolent. 

“To-day’s meeting of Ministers was con- 
cerned in drawing up a list of the provin- 
cial officials implicated in the Boxer move- 
ment whose punishment it is intended to 
demand. 

“The remaining clauses of the powers’ 
demands will take six months to settle. 

“The Germans’ continue to punish 
Chinese troops guilty of brigandage and 
bloodshed, They have gained a magnificent 
reputation for military efficiency.’ 


Chi-Hsin was indicted by the foreign Min- 
isters in Peking for being one of the 
Chinese officials most hostile to foreigners, 
and for using his office in order to en- 
courage the Boxers. 

Hsu-Cheng-You, it was claimed, was also 
one of the officials most hostile to for- 
eigners, and it was added in the indict- 
ment that he “ praised the Boxers, of whom 
he was an accomplice, and used against 
foreigners all his influence with the high 
persons of the empire.”’

ton, one of the Addicks members from 
Sussex County, who offered him $2,000 if 
he would absent himself and induce an- 
other Democrat to leave the joint session 
on Thursday, Feb. 21. He said Layton also 
offered him $800 if he would never vote 
for the regular Republican candidate for 
United States Senator. 

Representative Layton swore that Mr. 


| Hearn’s testimony was absolutely false in 


every particular. He said that Hearn was 
drunk when the alleged conversation took 
place, while the two members were on 
their way to the German ball Feb. 18. 

The committee sat until nearly 10 o'clock 
to-night and examined twenty-three wit- 
nesses. The testimony was pencpaily re- 
garding the character of epresentative 
Hearn and of the witnesses against him. 
Robert Blakeiy swore that while on a gun- 
ning trip at Seaford he was approached by 
Hearn, who asked him if he was a brother 
of Senator Blakely. The witness said he 
gave Hearn a negative reply, and added 
that he was a Democrat. Hearn then said, 
according to the witness, that he was going 
to the Legislature ‘‘to do business, and 
not for his health."”” Blakely said he 
warned Hearn to be careful.

CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—According to reports 
received by clothing manufacturers here 
ihe American Woolen Company owns mill- 
ions of pounds of raw woo? purchased at 
prices ranging from 15 to 20 cents a pound 
two years ago, the market price to-day 
being only 11 cents a pound, The amount 
of surplus wool on hand at the last annual 
meeting was valued at $3,424,000. The cloth- 
ing manufacturers are finding it to. their 
advantage to buy cloth of the independent 
factories. 

A leading clothing manufacturer of Chi- 
cago, who returned from New York to- 
day, declared that the backbone of the 
trust already had be@n broken, and that 
it was only a question of a few months 
when natural conditions would bring the 
combination to an end.

THREE CHILDREN PERISH. 


Burned to Death at Cold Spring Harbor 
While Their Mother Is Absent. 


COLD SPRING HARBOR, L. I., Feb. 
26.—Three children, locked in the home of 
tneir parents here this afternoon, while 
their mother ran out on an errand, were 
burned to death. One of them was taken 
out alive, but died in a few minutes in 


| the arms of the fireman who dragged her 


from the house. It will never be known 
how the fire started. It is believed one 
of the older girls began to play with the 
fire and dragged a live coal upon the 
kitchen floor, and that they stood watch- 
ing the fire until it spread about the room 
and overcame them. 

The children were those of Daniel Ire- 
land, coachman for Louis C. Tiffany of 
Manhattan, at Mr. Tiffany's Summer 
home here. The father was away at his 
work when the children met their deaths. 
The little ones were Nina, five years old; 
Grace Mary, four years old, and Etta 
Elizabeth, three months. 

The family consisted of the 
mother, and the three children. Shortly 
after 12 o’clock this afternoon Mrs. Ire- 
land had occasion to visit the home of 
a neighbor, Mrs. Philo Jarvis, a _ short 
distance on the road from her own home. 
She had just rocked the baby to sleep 
and placed it in bed. 

She was absent but a short 
a neighbor saw the house on 
gave the alarm. The mother, 
the house of her friend 


away, knew nothing of the fire until the 
firemen ran past the house on their way 
to her home. She ran out to see where 
the fire was, and saw the whole side of 
her home in flames. She ran screaming 
down the road toward the house, and 
reached it at the moment the firemen did. 
She attempted to rush in, but was re- 
strained. 

Several of the firemen ran in 
the flames and smoke, and, although 
scorched and almost overcome in their 
effort to save the children, brought out 
only one alive. The other two were fear- 
fully burned. The third child was still 
alive, but unconscious. The little one’s 
death occurred within a minute of the time 
. a emerged from the building 
wit ie 

When the burned and charred bodies of 
the little ones were borne out into view 
the mother became Cemgoreesy insane. 
She ran toward the Sound screaming and 
raving, and would have thrown herself 
in had she not been overtaken and re- 
strained. She is now being guarded to 
prevent her ending her life.

CHICAGO USES GASOLINE.

CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—A new system of 
street lighting has been installed in Dear- 
born Avenue, which, if extended, will make 
the city independent of gas companies.

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FIRE PANIC IN BIG 
APARTMENT HOUSE 


Tenants of the Strathmore Take 
to Fire-Escapes. 


REV. ROBERTCOLLYER’S PLIGHT 


Many Birds, Dogs, and Cats Left Be- 
hind—Firemen Hampered by Low 


Water Pressure. 


The Strathmore Apartments, on 
northeast corner of Broadway and Fifty- 
second Street, were badly damaged by fire 
and water early last evening. Three alarms 
were turned in, and the blaze illuminated 
the neighborhood for blocks around. A 
tremendous crowd collected, and the police 
reserves from the West Forty-seventh 
Street Station had great difficulty for a 
time in keeping the throngs back of the 
fire lines. Broadway cars above. Fiftieth 
Street were blockaded for more than an 
hour, 

The damage done to the apartments 
amounted, in the estimation of Fire Chief 
Croker, to $40,000. The valuable library 
of the Rev. Robert Collyer of the Church 
of the Messiah, at Thirty-fourth Street 
and Park Avenue, was probably ruined. 
He lived on the eighth floor of the building, 
and had to hurry away without even a 
volume under his arm, the spread of the 
blaze was so rapid. Mr. Collyer said aft- 
erward that two minutes of delay might 


| have cut off all escape for him. 


A queer feature of the fire was the un- 
usual number of parrots, canary birds, 
dogs, and cats it revealed to be owned by 
women tenants of the building. It 
seemed that in almost every apartment 
some pet of this kind was treasured, and 
most anxious inquiries were made of the 


firemen as to whether or not they had ef- | 
j at 


fected any rescues of these precious pos- 


away from the building. 

The Stratnmore is a brownstone-front, 
brick building. It is one of the best of the 
old-style, non-fire-prooft apartment houses. 
It fronts 100 feet_on Broadway and runs 
back 100 feet on Fifty-second Street. The 
fire started on the seventh floor in the 
apartment occupied by Mrs. C. D, Gould, 
her daughter, Mrs. J. W. Fisk, and two of 
Mrs. Fisk's children. This apartment was 
at the northwest corner of the building, 
overlooking Broadway. The family was ab- 
sent at the time. 

At 5:40 Clara Carroll, a servant, lit a 
lamp in the front room. She says it was 
near a curtain, though she did not notice it 
at the time. A few minutes later Mary 
another’ servant, smelled 
smoke, and rushed into the room to find it 
all ablaze. She ran to the elevator, and 
the elevator boy, Willlam Saunders, sent 
in an alarm. The whole house was aroused 
by the ringing of bells and other demon- 
strations, and most of the tenants were 


; taken down by the elevator. 


The family of ex-Judge Bankson T. Mor- 
gan, who lived with his wife and son on the 
third floor, were the last to leave the build- 
ing. They had to go down a fire escape as- 
sisted by firemen, although none of them 
was injured. 

Mrs. Randolph Balyn, a singer, known on

The firemen found great difficulty 
getting at the fire, owing to 
above ground.

Most of the tenants 
took refuge in the Lincoln Hotel while 
the firemen were struggling with the blaze. 
Dr, Allen found that he had left behind a 
quantity of valuable jewels and some 
money. He appealed to Bernard Connelly 
of the District Attorney's Office and De- 
tective Lyon, to help him recover them. 
They went into the apartment, on the first 
floor, and recovered the property, 

After the third alarm was responded to 
the firemen quickly got control of 
blaze, but it was fully two hours before all 
traces of it had disappeared. The water, 
meanwhile, had poured down all through 
the building. though the bulk of it went 
down through the hall. The fire itself did 
not get below the seventh floor. The police, 
after the fire, recovered considerable jew- 
elry, and returned it to its owners. 

Fire Commissioner Scannell responded to 
the first alarm. When asked concerning 
the low water pressure the Commissioner 
said: 

“The ground here is high. The appa- 
ratus is in perfect working order, but at 
this time in the evening the pressure is al- 
wavs low, especially where the ground is 

The firemen did good work.” 
also said the firemen did 
unusually effective work. 

The Strathmore is owned by the Hobart 
estate of California. Horace S. Ely is the 
local representative. C. A. Lockerell is the 
superintendent of the building. He was 
on the third floor when the blaze started, 
and assisted in getting the tenants out.

DRESS MAKE TEN RAIDS 


Committee of Fifteen Causes Sen- 
sation in Two Precincts. 


City, and Newark. 


GAMBLING MATERIAL SEIZED 


The “Tip,” However, Had Gone Forth 
from Somewhere and Only a Few 
Arrests Were Made. 


The Committee of Fifteen, close upon the 
announcement of the cessation of the la- 
bors of the Tammany Committee of Five, 
descended last night upon ten alleged gam- 
bling houses in the Tenderloin, and two in 
the West Forty-seventh Street Precinct, 
with detachments of Capt. Thomas's police- 
men, capturing in this, the first of their 
raids, a few look-outs, doormen, and any 
quantity of gambling paraphernalia. 

Dress-suited and silk-hatted, Committee- 
man Austen G. Fox and his associates en- 
tered the West Thirtieth Street Station, 
and to the surprised Sergeant at the desk 
Mr. Fox explained his mission, produced 
warrants for the arrests of the proprietors 
of eight houses, and asked that they be 
served at once. 

The houses visited were the Victoria 
Club, at 15 West Thirty-second Street; the 
premises 116 West Forty-second Street, 
118 West Thirty-fifth Street, 24 West Thir- 
ty-first Street, 104 West Thirty-eighth 
Street, 128 West Thirty-first Street, 12S 
West Thirty-sixth Street, and 172 West 
Thirty-second Street, 104 West Forty-third 
Street, and 148 West Forty-third Street. 

Five minutes before the arrival in the 
Tenderloin of the fashionably dressed raid- 
ers all was quiet and undisturbed around 
the station house. Mr. Fox's advent with 
his companions immediately precipitated in- 
tense excitement. 

A crowd gathered around the station and 
followed each detachment of police ac- 
companied by its silk-hatted committeeman, 
In the streets in front of the gambling 
houses loiterers and late passersby, at- 
tracted by the little knot of policemen, 
gathered about the place, stopped, and 
looked on in wonder. 

The alleged gambling houses, however, 
were apparently not doing business. Shadcs 
were drawn tightly. Lights burned dimly 
for some time previous to the arrival of 
the raiders. No persons were seen to enter 
any of the houses. 

Sergt. Churchill was just about ta sum- 
mon the 12 o'clock squad to relieve their 
comrades on post since 6 o'clock when Mr. 
Fox pushed open the door and walked in 
with his companions. Sergt. Churchill looked 
surprised, and Mr. Fox, introducing him- 
self, held a short whispered conversation 
with him, showing his warrants and ex- 
plaining that it was his purpose to raid the 
ist of places named in the warrants. The 
Sergeant at once summoned the doorman 
and instructed him to allow no one to leave 
the station house. 

The 12 o’clock squad was marched out 
and detailed in posses of five to accompany 
each of the committeemen. 

The busy clang of patrol wagon. bells 
waked the nighthawk cabmen and caused 
the late pedestrians to pause and in many 
instances to follow the wagon. Drawing up 
before high-stoop houses with stained-glass 
doors, with little wickets therein, policemen 
staggered out, bearing roulette tables, po- 
ker tables, boxes of chips, and other gam- 
bling implements. 

Mr. Fox said that he was simply in 
charge of the Tenderloin raiders, and that 
detachments of his colleagues were en- 
gineering descents upon other resorts in 
other precincts. He said that the men in 
charge of the policemen were not all mem- 
bers of the Committee of Fifteen. 

No resistance was encountered at any of 
the places visited. The shuffling feet of the 
policemen aroused the lookout inside in 
each case, and the wicket was quickly with- 
drawn and as quickly closed. 

In response to repeated knocks the doors 
were unbarred, and the warrant served on 
the person admitting the officers, by the 
committeeman in charge. The elegantly 
furnished rooms were empty in every case 
save for an occasional loiterer. The com- 
mitteeeman immediately directed the re- 
moval of the paraphernalia found. The 
doors were barred again, and no one al- 
lowed to enter. 

All information was refused. Prisoners 
taken awaited the arrival of a patrol wag- 
on, except when the place raided was in 
the neighborhood of the station house. The 
policemen on posts for six hours gruffly 
kept back the increasing crowds who 
pressed around the doors. 

One of the first places visited was 108 
West Thirty-first Street. The place was 
dark. Entrance was gained without diffi- 
culty. Two roulette wheels and a lot of 
other gambling apparantus were seized and 
earted to the station house in the patrol 
wagon. 

At 116 West Forty-second Street more 
stuff was found, but no prisoners were 
taken, 

The tip, it seems, had gone: forth early in 
the day to lie low, but that raids by the 
Committee of Fifteen were anticipated is 
not believed. 

Old gamblers congregating on Broadway 
being barred from their usual haunts, said 
that the tip to do no business for a while 
came from Mulberry Street. Tips from this 
source are virtual commands and are never 
disregarded. To this fact the knowing ones 
attribute the general closing movement of 
the gambling houses, rather than to any 
foreknowledge of contemplated raids. 

Simultaneously with the visit of the com- 
mitteemen to the West Thirtieth Street 
Station, representatives of the committee 
went tc tne West Forty-seventh Street 
Station, and a squad of men under Rounds- 
man Rohrig sent out with the raiders to 
104 West Forty-third Street. It is a small 
dwelling house operated. it is alleged, by 
a man named George Clark. The doors 
were battered in. The place was empty. 

No. 148 West Forty-third Street was en- 
tered in the same manner and more gam- 
bling paraphernalia confiscated. No pris- 
oners were taken. 

Among the first prisoners taken to the 
West Thirtieth Street Station were John 
West Twenty-fourth Street 
and Henry Degerman of 323 West Forty- 
eighth Street. These men were from the 
house 108 West Thirty-first Street, next to 
Walcott’s saloon. Closely following them 
into the station came Assistant District 
Attorney Schurman and Justice Jerome of 
the Court of Special Sessions. 

They shook hands with Mr. Fox. Justice 
Jerome admitted that he was on hand to 
hold court, if necessary, and continue the 
District Attorney’s investigations into the 
identity of ‘‘ John Doe.”’ 

At about 1 o’clock Mr. Fox returned .9 
the West Thirtieth Street Station. He said 
that the raids had been planned to show 
the citizens of New York and the police 
that poolrooms could be found and raided, 
too. 

‘*Mr. Baldwin and I acted as a sub-com- 
mittee of the Committee of Fifteen alone, 
for what was to be done fn this precinct.”’ 
he continued. ‘‘ There are eight lawyers 
assisting us with their advice. I do not 
sare to mention their names."’ 

The complainant against the men_who 
vere locked up at the West Thirtieth Street 
Station was George G. Hammond Jr., who 
said that he represented the’ Committee of 
Fifteen. 

By 2 o’dlock this morning the sidewalk in 
front of the West Thirtleth Street Station 
was piled up high with the paraphernalia 
which had been confiscated in the various 
places. Cards and poker chips literally cov- 
ered the stones of the sidewalk. The crowd 
was momentarily growing and became dif- 
ficult to manage. Meanwhile one patrol 
wagon after ancther was arriving at the 
police station, some with prisoners and 
others with roulette wheels and other rich- 
ly finished gambling implements. 

Justice Jerome took a seat behind the 
Sergeant’s desk and questioned prisoners 
as they were brought in. 

In several instances he found that the 
persons who had been taken Into custody 
had a valid excuse for their presence in the

The best-known place raided was the Vic- 
toria Club, 15 West Thirty-second Street. 
This is a brownstone house close to the Im- 

erial Hotel. The police themselves say 
hat some one tipped off this house, for 
when the squad got there it was dark. 
There was no one in the rooms save a negro 
waiter and a man to look after the door. 
They were not arrested, One of the Com- 
rnittee of Fiftcen’s men said the house Is 
conducted by a man named Lichtenstein 
under the patrcnage of Frank Farrell, the 
* Poolroom King.” 

In the place at 24 West Thirty-first Street 
four men who said they were James D. 
Howard, Providence, R. I.; David Hudson, 
of Framingham, Mass.; James W. Hill, of 
Boston, Andrew G. Andrews of Boston, and 
John Williams were captured. Only How- 
ard and Hudson were held by the police, 
The others were questioned by Justice 
Jerome and allowed to go. 


THREW VITRIOL ON POLICEMAN 


William Hardick, twenty-seven years old, 
living at 119 East Eighty-eighth Street, and 
attached to the Oak Street Station as a 
patrolman, was blinded by vitriol last night 
and it is expected will lose the sight of his 
right Hardick was appointed to the 
Police Department on Nov. 18, 1897. He 
came to this city from Albany. About six 
weeks Hardick went to Albany and 
was married. 

It is said that for time Hardick 
has been paying attention to Sadie Regan 
of 208 Henry Street, who employed in 
Gardiner’s mailing room, 216 William 
Street, and was thought to be engaged to 
the woman. Hardick was on duty on the 
Peck Slip post last evening when the Re- 
gan woman, it is alleged, approached him 
and threw a quantity of vitriol in the po- 
liceman’s face. The woman then disap- 
peared 

Hardick was found on his post by 
Roundsman Shattuck, who took him to the 
station house and then telephoned to Hud- 
son Street Hospital for an ambulance, Be- 
fore one arrived, however, Dr. Bradner of 
Gouverneur Hospital reached the station 
after an insane patient. He attended the 
policeman, and later was assisted by the 
ambulance surgeon from Hudson Street 
Hospital Policeman Lyons and some de- 
tectives were sent to look for the Regan 
woman, but were unable to find her. 


BAIL FOR RICE’S LAWYER. 
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Sudden Deposit of $10,000 for His Re. 
lease in Mr. Osborne’s Absence— 
District Attorney Interferes. 

Albert T. Patrick, a prisoner in the 
Tombs since Oct. 4 last, charged with forg- 
ing W.-M. Rice's name to checks aggregat- 
ing several hundred thousand dollars, came 
within an ace of being released on bail yes- 
terday in the absence of Assistant District 
Attorney Osborne, who may charge Patrick 
with the murder of the old millionaire. Mr. 
Osborne was in Albany yesterday to oppose 
the repeal of the special jury law. Patrick 
was held by Magistrate Brann in the Centre 
Street Police Court in $10,000 for the action 

the Grand Jury. 

John T. Milliken, a wealthy manufacturer 
of St. Louis, Patrick’s brother-in-law, with 
his lawyer, Charles W. Webster of Kansas 
City, called at the City Chamberlain's office 
yesterday and deposited $10,000 in cash as 
security for Patrick's appearance at any 
time. Mr. Webster had previously seen 
Lond Clerk Pooie at the District Attorney’s 
office, and latter had made out the bail 
form. This must be signed by some Assist- 
ant District Attorney. Mr. Osborne, who 
has charge of Patrick's case, being absent, 
the form was sent to First Assistant Le 
Parbier. The latter indorsed it ‘‘ Correct as 
to form” and returned it. It 
duty to notify the District Attorney; 
did not do so, and the District 
learned of the proceedings from 
sider. 

Mr. Webster went before Judge McMahon 
and asked that Patrick be released, Judge 
McMahon had already acquiesced Verbally, 
when District Attorney Philbin entered the 
courtroom and requested the Judge to de- 
fer action on the motion until to-day. Mr. 
Philbin stated that he was not familiar 
with the case and that none of his assist- 
ants except Mr. Osborne was. Judge Mc- 
Mahon immediately put the matter over un- 
til to-day. 

Patrick was brought over from the Tombs 
in charge of a Deputy Sheriff. He seemed 
highly elated over his prospective release, 
and laughingly said that he had gained 
fifteen pounds since his imprisonment. 
Messrs. Webster and Milliken seemed dis- 
appointed over the failure to secure the 
prisoner's release. Patrick merely laughed 
and went back to his cell with a smile on 
his face. 

District Attorney Philbin said that it was 
peculiar, to say the least, that efforts to 
bail Patrick should be made on the very 
day that Mr. Osborne was out of town. He 
said that the latter might not oppose the 
motion to-day, but that no action would be 
taken until the circumstances attendant 
upon the effort to obtain bail were fully 


investigated and Mr. Osborne had conferred 
with him. 
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TEACHER ILL WITH. SMALLPOX. 


Miss Guinne of Public School No. 109 
Removed to North Brother Island— 


Other Cases and Two Deaths. 

Delia Guinne, twenty-eight years old, a 
teacher in Public School No. 109, at Nine- 
ty-ninth Street and Second Avenue, was 
removed from her home at 740 East One 
Hundred and Forty-third Street, to North 
Brother Island, yesterday morning, suffer- 
ing from smallpox. Her case is the latest 
of a dozen or more that have been found 
in the five-story double flathouse in which 
with her parents and a brother and 
sister, lives. 

Owing to the prevalence of smallpox in 
the neighborhood Miss Guinne a week ago 
went to live with a sister who has a home 
on University Heights and who is also a 
school teacher. Monday morning Delia be- 
came ill and returned to her home. Her 
complaint was found to be smallpox. On 
Friday last Cornelius Guinne, a brother of 
Delia, was removed to North Brother Isl- 
and a smallpox patient. 

Other cases reported to the Board of 
Jiealth were Frank Dorsch, twenty-seven 
years old; Pasqualla Bicotsa, two years 
old; Philomena Ipalioca, forty years old, 
and Josephine Tunis, seven years old, of 
351 East One Hundred and Twenty-seventh 
Street; Grauben Noon, thirty-seven years 
old, of St. Ann’s Avenue; Annie 
Schmidt, five vears old, of 2,286 Second 
Avenue; Claude Bishop, twenty-two years 
old, of 257 Seventh Street, and Michael 
Marchette, forty years old, of 2 East One 
Hundred and Thirty-third Street. 

Deaths reported were William McVeigh, 
thirty years old, of 306 West One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-sixth Street, and Frank 
Dunlap, twenty-four years old, of 740 East 
One Hundred and Forty-third Street. 


BELATED SHIPS IN PORT. 


Storms and Coal Famine Delay Vessels 
Bound In—The Britannia Burns 
Her Woodwork. 


Among the vessels that arrived from Ber- 
inuda yesterday, where several had been 
compelled to call to replenish their coal 
bunkers, was the Fabre liner Britannia, 
from Marseilles. On the 4th of this month 
the Britannia ran short of coal, and for 
twenty-four hours was compelled to burn 
her woodwork. On the morning of the 7th 
the British steamship Knight Commander 
was sighted, and, in response to Britannia’s 
appeal for assistance, managed to get a line 
to her. 

The hawsers held for 190 miles, when 
they broke. Another. connection was made, 
but it also broke after holding for a few 
hours, The next connection that was made 


held until the 9th, Then attempts at towin 
were abandoned. The Britannia made sail, 
and, accompanied by the Knight Command- 
er, arrived at Bermuda on the 12th, where 
her coal bunkers were filled, and the voy- 
age to this port resumed. 

Other vessels arriving yesterday that had 
been compelled to pay a visit to the coal 
dealers of Bermuda were the Amsinck steam- 
ship Fernfield and the British steamship 
Adra. The Fernfield was within 160 miles 
of Sandy Hook, when the terrific = rag- 
ing at that time buffeted her. until she was 
so far out of her course that no alterna- 
tive was left but to make the Bermudas 
and take on a new supply of coal. When 
she started for New York the second time 
the Fernfield ran into another fierce north- 
wester, and at the end of three days was 
compelled once more to make Bermuda and 
take on her third supply of coal, which this 
time held out for the rest Of the voyage. 
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PREVAILING WAGES 
LAW UNGONSTITUTIONAL 


Court of Appeals So Decides by a 
Vote of Five to Two. 


Chief Justice Parker Writes a Dissent- 
ing Opinion—Amount Involved Is 
Said to be $6,000,000, 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 26.—The Court of 
Appeals to-day decided that the law pro- 
viding that contractors performing work 
on municipal or other public contracts 
shall pay the rate of wages prevailing in 
the locality where the work is performed, 
is unconstitutional, and in disposing of the 
question settled a numberof disputes which 
have arisen between contractors and the 
authorities of New York City, involving 
thee payment of $6,000,000. The decision 
of the Court affects every part of the 
State where public contract work is per- 
formed. It was rendered in the case of 
William J. Rogers, a contractor, vs. Bird 
5S. Coler, Controller of New York City, 
and involved the sum of $2,868, which the 
Controiler withheld from the contractor on 


a contract he performed for New York 
City because he had failed to comply with 
the " prevailing rate of wages”’ law. 

The law was passed in 18v7, and provided 
that a contractor performing public work 
shall pay his workmen at a rate which 
“shall not be less than th: prevailing rate 
for a day’s work in the same trade or oc- 
cupation in the iocality." 

the Court of Appeals is divided on the 
yuestion, but declares the law unconstitu- 
tional by a vote of 5 to 2 Justice O'Brien 
Wrote the prevailing,* and Chief Justice 
Parker the dissenting opinion. Justice 
Landon also wrote an opinion on the un- 
constitutionality of the law. Justice 
O'Brien holds that the law is unconstitu- 
tional; 


1. Because in its actual operation it permits 
and requires the expenditure of the money of 
he city or that of the local property owner for 
ther than city purposes. 
2. Because it invades rights of liberty and 
property in that it denies to the city and the 
contractor the right to agree with their em- 
ployes upon the measure of their compensation, 
and compels them in all cases to pay an arbi- 
trary and uniform rate which is expressed in 
vague language, difficult to define or ascer- 
tain, and subject to constant change from arti- 
ficial causes. 

3. Because it virtually confiscates all prop- 
erty rights of the contractor under his contract 
for breach of his engagement to obey the stat- 
ute, and it attempts to make acts and omissions 
penal which, in themselves, are innocent and 
harmless. It, in effect, imposes a penalty upon 
the exercise by the city or by the contractor of 
the right to agree with the employes upon the 
terms and conditions of the employment. 


Judge Landon, in concurring in Judge 
O'Brien's findings, goes into these details 
of the unconstitutionality of a law compel- 
ling city or State contractors to pay a cer- 
tain rate of wages: 

I concur in the opinion of Judge O’Brien. I 
think it proper to state some gonsiderations 
a I suppose to be pertinent and well set- 

1. The city has a governmental capacity, and 
the business capacity incidental to it. Its gov- 
ernmental capacity does not’ extend to the 
wages private persons shall pay their servants, 
and hence it cannot in its business capacity fix 
such wages 

2. The relator, in taking care of his part of 
the contract, is exclusively engaged in minding 
his private business. The city cannot interfere 
with him except upon his fallure to render 
proper performance of the work or of some con- 
nected requirement affecting the public service 
or safety. Hence he is an independent con- 
tractor, and thus free to hire his own work- 
men, aS any other person may. 

3. In its business contracts with a person, the 
State or city is on one side of the contract and 
the person on the other, the promised equivalent. 
Here the contractor has rendered to the city all 
the equivalent that it has capacity to receive. 
It cannot ask for more in behalf of itself, but it 
assumes a grievance in behalf of others, of 
whom it is neither guardian nor trustee. They 
are free men It will be timely to hear them 
when they ask a hearing. The city thus asks 
for more than the equivalent promised to it. 
The vice of its position is that it seeks to thrust 
into a business contract, in addition to its sub- 
ject matter, control over the contractor’s inde- 
pendent relations with other people. It does 
not hire his servants, and therefore cannot fix 
their wages. 

4. The State, like an 
tract for the kind and quality of materials to 
be furnished in a given construction. Otherwise 
it may not get what it wants. It is, I submit, false 
analogy to assume that it has the like right to 
dictate to the contractor the wafes he shall pay 
his workmen. They are not parties to the con- 
tract; it is not made for their benefit; the State 
cannot directly give them gratuities, and there- 
fore cannot indirectly do so through the con- 
tractor, much less by extortion masked under 
the power to contract. Conceding that the State 
has a benevolent sentiment of concern in the 
matter of workmen’s wages, that sentiment has 
no relation to the subject matter the contractor 
has agreed to deliver and because it has none 
the contrary claim of the State has no just basis. 
The contract calls for a certain kind of work by 
Rogers, the relator. If he furnishes it, it is of 
no more business concern to the State than to 
the individual whether he has meantime fur- 
nished his workmen with toothbrushes or paid 
them extra wages. 

5. The State can fix the salaries it will pay 
its officers, but no more than the individual, can 
fix the wages it will pay emploves: it can fix 
the wages it will offer~and its pol.cy is to fix 
them high enough to secure acceptance by the 
workmen—but without such acceptance, the 
wages cannot be fixed. This must remain a 
matter of contract; the power to fix the rate 
as distinguished from offering it includes a low 
rate as well as a high one, and thus becomes 
despotic in substance, however dormant in ex- 
ercise. 

6. When an independent contractor with the 
State or city has performed his work on time, 
complete in every detail, according to the con- 
tract, free from every lien and incumbrance, 
then, if the State or city can escape paying him 
because he has not voted a certain ticket, made 
contribution to a certain political party, or paid 
his workmen any more than they agreed to work 
for, the State can compel him to choose between 
losing his earnings or his natural liberty to 
make such honest contracts with his fellow- 
men for their services as they are willing to 
make with him. To deny aff independent con- 
tractor such liberty and protect others in it is 
to deny him the equal protection of the laws. 

7. To enact that no less than the prevailing 
rate of wages shall be paid by such contractor 
is an indirect method of excluding from his 
employment those who can earn something, but 
not so much, since he will not hire those who 
cannot do the work of an able-bodied man. 

Judge Parker writes a long dissenting 
opinion, on which he claims that the State 
or municipality as a proprietor has a right 
to pay such wages as it chooses or dictate 
that its agent, the contractor, must do so. 

Judge O’Brien, in the prevailing opinion, 
says that the claim that the contractor did 
not pay high enough wages would mean, if 
approved, that the taxpayers would find the 
cost of every public improvement made 
greater. He also contends that the law 
would operate against unskilled workmen, 
or else give them the same pay as skilled 
workmen get, and compel the taxpayer to 
pay for ft.

COUNSEL FOR ROGERS PLEASED. 


Save the City Thousands of Dollars. 


L. Laflin Kellogg, who argued the case 
of William J. Rogers, the contractor, 
against Controller Coler, growing out of 
the prevailing rate of wages law, and de- 
cided by the Court of Appeals yesterday, 
expressed himself as well pleased last night 
at the outcome of his work. Mr. Kellogg 
was asked if the case affected, and if so 
to what extent, the several millions of 
dollars in claims filed against the city 
under the prevailing rate of wages law. 
He replied that he didnot know the effect 
of the decision, as he had not yet seen it, 
and added that the question as to the em- 


ployment by the city direct was not in- 
volved in the Rogers case. 

‘‘The Rogers decision,” said Mr. Kellogg, 
“is a very important one, and the outcome 
will result in a saving to the city of many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. The only 
question we had to deal with was as to the 
employment of laborers by contractors, The 
decision simply means that contractors on 
city work may make the same terms with 
labor as private contractors on private 
work. 

“In the Rogers case the contract in- 
volved $50,000, and was one of the assess- 
ment contracts for grading streets. The 
question at issue was on one of the pay- 
ments due under it. The contract required 
that the city should pay the contractor 70 
per cent. of the value of the work, and 
provisions were made for monthly pay- 
ments on the certificate of the city engi- 
neer in charge of the work, and in turn 
the Commissioner in charge of the depart- 
ment certified that the contract to that 
extent was properly performed, and that 
the sum was due as a monthly paement, 

“The certificate was sent to the Con- 
troller, and when it reached there a com- 
plaint was filed by a walking delegate of 
a labor union to the effect that Rogers 
was paying certain of the omreree ess 
than the prevailing rate. Then . Coler 
notified him that, inasmuch as he would 
be guilty of a misdemeanor if he paid, and 
as Rogers was guilty of a violation of the 
labor law, no money would be paid under 
his contract. 

“The contractor acknowledged that He 
was not paying the labor union rates, but 
said he was paying a price for which any 
number of men could be hired and refused 
to increase his price to his men. At this time 
complaints were being made against many 
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contractors, and tMeir money was. beld 
back. Much distress and inconvenience fol- 
lowed Mr. Coler's decision in the matter, 
and Mr. Rogers stepped forward and de- 
cided upon a test case, 

“Phe case first came _ before 
Leventritt upon the application of Mr, 
Rogers for a mandamus to compel the 
Controller to issue 4 warrant for the pay- 
ment of the amount claimed. 

“Justice Leventritt denied. the motion for 
a mandamus and refused a writ on the 
ground that the contractor having agreed 
by his contract to obey the provisions of 
the labor law was estopped from complain- 
ing of the law and must obey it. The Ap- 
pellate Division reversed Justice Leven- 
tritt, and a peremptory writ of mandamus 
was granted on the ground that the city 
could not accept the work of the contractor, 
and after it was fully performed. claim 
rights to confiscate it, and that, having 
done the work, the contractor was entitled 
to his meney, and that the statute so far 
as it prevented the payment under the cir- 
cumstances in this case was unconstitu- 
tional. 

‘Tl have not seen the decision,’’ said Mr. 
Kellogg, ‘‘but I am informed that the 
prevailing opinion of the court declares 
the statute known as the labor law, so 
far as it affects the rights of the con- 
tractors with the city, or prevents them 
from contracting for their labor without 
restriction and upon the same footing as 
private parties and under private con- 
tracts, is unconstitutional and void. 

“Briefly speaking, the idea of the law 
was.to make the contractors pay any wages 
the labor unions might fix. y this law the 
city joined forces with the labor unions to 
make the contractors pay whatever rate the 
unions determine upon and call it the * pre- 
vailing rate.’ It placed the contractors at a 
sharp disadvantage. Considerable money 
was paid through compromise, as this be- 
came absolutely necessary, in order that 
the contractor might get along at all and 
be able to live up to his contract and pay 
his men.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Whalen refused to 
discuss yesterday the effect of the decision 
wherein it affects or may affect pending 
claims, saying that he would wait until he 
receives a copy of the decision. Mr. Wha- 
len called attention to decisions in two oth- 
er cases, the McCann and McAvoy cases, 
both against the city. 

These cases likewise involve the legal 
construction of the labor laws of 1894 and 
1897, as amended in 1899. Thomas Mc- 
Avoy and Hugh McCann, Jr., as adminis- 
trator, each brought suit against the City 
of New York to recover a difference be- 
tween the amount paid in each case by the 
municipality, and the ‘prevailing rate of 
wages.'’ The two cases first came before 
Justice Bischoff upon demurrers_inter- 
posed to the complaint by the Corporation 
Counsel. 

McAvoy was employed by the city as a 
rammer on the streets at $ while 
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$3 a day, 
he claimed the prevailing rate during that 
time for other laborers here was $3.50 a 
day. Justice Bischoff sustained the demur- 
rer in this case because the employment 
had been after the passage of the act of 
1899, following former decisions that this 
statute operated as a repeal of the earlier 
provisions of the law on the subject. 

In McCann's suit, where the labor sued 
upon was performed when the law of 1894 
was in foree, the demurrer was overruled 
and judgment given for the plaintiff. That 
decision was unanimously affirmed by the 
Appellate Division last June, in an opinion 
by Justice Patterson. The court held that, 
assuming, without deciding, that the law of 
1899 repealed the prior statutes securing to 
workmen employed by the State or muni- 
cipalities the right to payment for their 
labor at the prevailing rate of wages in 
their respective trades or callings, such re- 
peal did not deprive a workman employed 
by a municipal corporation at daily wages 
of his right to recover, the difference be- 
tween the wages actually received by him 
and the prevailing rate of wages for the 
time that he was employed prior to the 
passage of the amendment of 1899, although 
he had not commenced his action at that 
time. His right to the prevailing rate of 
wages was held to be a vested contract 
right, which could net be impaired by sub- 
sequent legislation, and was, moreover, ex- 
pressly preserved by Section 31 of the stat- 
utory construction law. 

In the McAvoy case the Appellate Di- 
vision, in an opinion by Justice Rumsey, 
unanimously ordered a reversal, holding 
that the term ‘“ public work” used in 
Section 8 of the Labor law, as amended 
by Chapter 567 of the Laws of 1899, 
providing that the wages to be paid for 
a legal day’s work to all classes of labor- 
ers, workmen, and mechanics upon all 
such public work should not be less than 
the prevailing rate paid in the same call- 
ing in the locality in which the work was 
performed, included work done by a 
municipal corporation itself as well as 
that done for a municipal corporation by 
a contractor; the amendment of 1899 ef- 
fected no change in the law in this re- 
spect. ' 


COURT RULING ON UNIONS. 


TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 26.—The Supreme 
Court to-day, in the case of The Paterson 
Chronicle Company against the City of 
Paterson, set aside a resclution of the 
Council of Paterson, instructing its Print- 
ing Committee, in ordering printing and 


advertising, to ignore all concerns that did 
not recognize typographical unions. 

The court in its order said that such a 
regulation excluded open competition and 
tended toward monopoly and was illegal. 


THIRTY-FIVE LOST iN A MINE. 


KEMMERER, Wyoming, Feb. 26.—Thir- 
ty-five men have undoubtedly perished in 
the fire which was discovered last evening 
in No. 6 Level of the Diamondville Coai 
Mine No. 1. Only one man in this level, 
John Anderson, was able to reach the main 
shaft and make his escape, so quickly did 
the fire spread through the ievel. 

Fire was discovered in the sixth level of 
the mine late last evening. No one knows 
how it started. The night shift of thirty- 
six men, all foreigners except two, had 
been at work severa! hours, and for a time 
were unaware of their danger. They were 
scattered along the workings, some dis- 
tance back from the main lead. John An- 
derson was the nearest man to the opening 
of the level into the shaft. He gave an 
alarm, which was passed down the tun- 
nel, and then, placing a heavy overcoat 
over his head, began a desperate battle with 
the smoke, fire, and deadly fumes of gas, 
to reach the main lead, where escape might 
be possible. 

By this time the outside men of the 
colliery had learned of the fire and several 
went down in the hope of rescuing the im- 
yrisoned miners. At the opening of the 
evel where the flames were at work they 
found Anderson completely exhausted. He 
was carried to the open air and soon re- 
vived, although he was severely burned 
about’ the body. Anderson explained the 
situation in which his companions were 
placed, and every effort was made to reach 
the imprisoned men. 

The level was “ plugged"' at its opening 
in order to check the draught throughout 
the workings and thus kill the fire. Bands 
of men went down the shaft repeatedly 
and tried to face the flames, which were 
eating their way through the level, but 
were invariably compelled to retreat. 

There was no let-up in the efforts to get 
into the level, however, and this despite 
the almost absolute certainty that none of 
the imprisoned men can now be alive. 

Nearly all the mines at Diamondville are 
owned by the Oregon Short Line Railroad. 
The output of Mine No. 1 is. about 175,000 
tons of coal per year. More than 700 miners 
are employed. 

Although Anderson sounded an alarm to 
his fellow-workmen, he was not the first 
to discover the fire, a boy driver, James 
Hetson, being the first to realize that the 
mine was burning. He was on another 
level. He bravely ran and told many men 
who were inside. Richard Fern, fifteen 
years old, also ran through levels 7 and 8 
and notified the men, and many were saved 
through his courageous action. 

It was just fourteen months ago to-day 
since a fire occurred in this same mine. 
It was desperately fought and overcome by 
brave men, headed by Superintendent 
Thomas Sneddon. That fire was far great- 
er than this, but this one has cost'a great 
many more lives. 

The scenes at the mouth of the mine dur- 
ing the night and to-day were heartrending. 
Relatives and friends of the entombed 
miners rushed to the mine, frantically wav- 
ing their hands and crying to the mine offi- 
cials and miners to save their dear ones. 
Many of the women and children were 
slightly injured in the crowd and by fall- 
ing over obstecles in the darkness. 


Death of Two Ministers. 


LONG MEADOW, Mass., Feb. 26.—The 
Rev. Charles R. Bliss, formerly engaged in 
educational work in Utah, died at Long 
Meadow, Mass., yesterday, aged seventy- 
three years. Mr. Bliss came here from 
Fanwood, N. J., on Feb. 10, bringing the 
body of his wife for burial. The shock of 
her sudden death is supposed to have has- 
tened his own. He was graduated from 
Williams College in 1854. 


AMHERST, Mass., Feb. 26.—The Rev, 
Warren H. Beaman died at Amherst, Mass, 
yesterday. He was born in Wendell eigh- 
ty-eight years ago, and _was graduated 
from Amherst College. He studied the- 
ology with Dr. Samuel Worcester of Salem, 
in 1840 and was installed as pastor of the 
Congregational Church at North Hadley, 
where he remained for thirty-three years.

The Fourteenth Annual Function 
Held at the Hotel Savoy. 


President Schurman of Cornell Speaks 
of the Earth Hunger of the 
Various Nations. 


President J. G. Schurman of Cornell Uni- 
versity was down on the programme of the 
fourteenth annual banquet of the Life 
Underwriters’ Association, which was held 
at the Hotel Savoy last evening, for a 
speech on ‘The Insurance of Nations.” 
He embraced the opportunity for ventilat- 
ing his views on the proper attitude of the 
United States toward the Philippines. 

He began by alluding to the recent big 
steel combine, and said that with a begin- 
ning like that in the way of the consolida- 
tion of interests at the commencement of 
the Twentieth Century, it was difficult to 
calculate what would happen in the way of 
combination during the remainder of the 
hundred years. 

‘That's a characteristic of our time,’’ he 
continued. ‘ Everywhere about us there 
are evidences of combination and co-opera- 
tlon, increasing products and a reduction 
of prices. What the end is to be we can 
searcely foretell. Whether through these 
consolidations the dreams of the Socialist 
are to be realized—that the Government 
will take the management of large con- 
cerns into its own hands—we must leave 
to the future to determine. 

‘We are reaching out in all directions. 
It is within the memory of men still living 
that our Republic has ceased to be known 


as an Atlantic Coast republic, and has be- 
come a continental republic. There are 
many who believe that this development 
leads to felicity; that the more prosperous 
a nation is, the greater is the proportion of 
happiness which comes to its citizens, 

‘TI suppose there are few of us who when 
asked should we annex China but would 
answer no, and yet I have met mission- 
aries who entertained the view that the 
United States might be benefited by own- 
ing certain portions of China. 

‘What is the goal we wish to reach? Is 
the dream of expansion to bring us sub- 
stantial good, or is it a chimera that will 
end in privations or disaster? There has 
been during the last half century a verita- 
ble earth-scramble—nations seem to be 
earth-hungry. What is to be the result? 

“For my part I question whether the 
eraze of nations for spreading their sov- 
ereignty over foreign nations will bring 
beneficial results. It is an hallucination 
which is attended by enormous dangers 
and disadvantages. 

‘We are a Nation distinguished for tall 
talk. We talk high, and struggle to bring 
about big things. But with these big things 
come also big responsibilities, which it will 
do well for us to estimate on. 

‘I do not mean by this to indicate that 
we should not have annexed the Ph.lip- 
= I believe that there was no other 
10norable way for us to act than the one 
we adopted, but I do not believe that the 
Philippine Islands, with their wealth of 
coal, copper, sugar. rice, &c., properly be- 
long to the United States. These belong 
to the Filipinos, who discovered and are 
developing them. 

“If I know the sentiment of the people 
of this country it is to hold the land of the 
Philippine Islands merely in trust for the 
people who inhabit them. They are at 
the present incapable of managing their 
possessions, and as we took away from 
them their rulers, it is our duty to replace 
them with our own. 

“Judging by the recent report of Gen. 
MacArthur, the end of hostilities in the 
Philippines is in view. I believe that the 
relations between this Government and 
the Philippines will be greatly benefited 
by the passage of the Spooner bill.’’ 

Besides Prof. Schurman, Layton Regis- 
ter, from Philadelphia, a member of the 
National Underwriters’ Association; the 
Rev. Dr. Donald Sage Mackay, and Angus 
Thomas spoke. 

The dinner was attended by 150 men. Be-

WHITE RATS INVOKE LAW. 


Actors Take Legal Steps to Stop Sun- 
day Concerts—Summonses for 


Managers. 

The scene of action in the controversy be- 
tween the vaudeville managers and the 
White Rats’ Association was transferred 
yesterday from the headquarters of the 
rival factions to the Harlem and Jefferson 
Market Police Courts, where the actors 
took legal steps to stop the so-called sacred 
concerts that have been going on in this 
city for a long time in the vaudeville 
houses. 

Through their counsel the White Rats 
secured summonses for the appearance of 


F. F. Proctor, the proprietor of various 
vaudeville houses; J. Austin Fynes, his 
general manager, and several of the actors 
and actresses who appeared at his con- 
certs last Sunday night. The summonses 
were made returnable to-morrow morning, 
the defendants to show cause why- they 
should not be punished for violating the 
Sunday law, Section 277 of the Penal Code 
and Section 1,481 of the charter, the pen- 
alty being a forfeiture of $500 to be given 
to the Juvenile Asylum and a revocation of 
each theatre's license. 

President B. F. Keith of the Association 
of Vaudeville Managers, stated yesterday 
that they were more determined than ever 
in the —o which they have taken, and 
that all members, both in this and other 
cities, have agreed to stand by the associa- 
tion’s action. 

In_a long typewritten statement issued 
by Mr. Keith yesterday, he says, among 
other things, that many of the accusations 
made by the White Rats against the man- 
agers are erroneous and misleading, and 
in self-defense and in justice to the general 
public, and the patrons of vaudeville, he 
declares that the managers are at a loss 
to know just what the actors are striking 
for. 

“As to the continuance of the strike,” 
says Mr. Keith, ‘‘ we are personally indif- 
ferent. We have been enabled to place 
many new and meritorious acts through the 
vacancies created by the striking perform- 
ers, and the public has in consequence 
benefited.”’ 

At the headquarters of the White Rats, 
in the Gramercy Lyceum, activity prevailed 
during the afternoon and evening, where 
largely attended meetings were held with a 
brief recess for dinner. The actors ‘an- 
nounced that arrangements have been 
made definitely to give another Sunday 
matinée and evening performance at the 
Academy of Music instead of at the Grand 
Central Palace, which will be accepted by 
the committee for the following Sunday. 
The withdrawal from the association of 
members who have renounced their alle- 
giance to the order has not dismayed the 
Rats in the least, they said yesterday, and 
in return for those who have withdrawn 
seventy-seven were initiated at yesterday's 
meeting, including thirty-five women, 

It is proposed to accept the offers of 
managers who have given their theatres 
for use next week. These theatres in- 
clude Koster & Bial’s, Grand Opera House, 
Philadelphia; Academy of Music, Brook- 
lyn; Empire, Rochester; Dunfee, Syracuse, 
and the Auditorium, Springfield, Mass. 

It was stated that the Twenty-second 
Regiment Armory had been offered for use 
next Saturday night. This offer was ac- 
captor. and an elaborate programme is 
being arranged.

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FIFTY YEARS OF BANKING 


Bank of North America’s Founda- 
tion Celebrated at a Dinner. 


Warner Van Norden Presides at Met- 
ropolitan Club—Mr. Claflin’s Trib- 
ute to Mr. Morgan. 


About one hundred men last night attend- 
ed a dinner at the Metropolitan Club, given 
to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of 
the founding of the National Bank of 
North America. The bank's President, 
Warner Van Norden, presided. Among the 
prominent financiers present were the fol- 
lowing: William F. Havemeyer, John H. 
Flagler, Alvah Trowbridge, M. D. Thatcher, 
H. H. Cook, H. F. Dimock, D. H. Hough- 
taling, and Salem H. Wales. 

At the speakers’ table sat Edward D. 
Adams, Chancellor MacCracken, Henry 
Budge, John Crosby Brown, John Claflin, 
John J. Donaldson, H. Dowd, Charles R. 
Flint, Ashbel P Fitch, Hart Lyman, Col. 
John J. McCook, and Henry Parish, 

The dinner was served in the Red Room, 
which was handsomely decorated with 
tropical plants and American flags. Let- 


ters of regret were read from ex-President. 


Grover Cleveland, Secretary of War Elihu 
Root, and a telegram of congratulation 
from Jacob H. Schiff. 

In opening the speechmaking President 
Van Norden said in part: 

“The fifty years passed since the bank 
was chartered have been of greater moment 
to the world, perhaps, than any other like 
period. 

“The thought I would like to leave you, 
however, is that of all the banks in the 
world, there are none more stable than 
those of this city. I do not say they are 
the argent, but they are the best man- 
aged. Ve have not had a failure since 
that of the Metropolitan Bank in 1884 

“All the gold and silver mined in 
past year would not Pz the balance of 
trade in our favor, and we have lent mill- 
ions to foreign Governments. 

‘We will not be here at the next semi- 
centennial anniversary of the Bank of 
North America, but I believe the bank will 
be here.”’ 

A. B, Hepburn, Vice President of the 
Chase National Bank and an ex-Controller 
of the Currency, was the first speaker in- 
troduced, 

‘The barrier which this country has had 
for years surrounding itself,"’ he said, ‘‘ has 
been broken down, and we are ready to 
enter the sisterhood of the great nations of 
the world. The markets of the world are 
opening to our merchants. As a conse- 
quence, there must be a material change in 
the policy of the banks. We must give our 
merchants credit while they are bringing 
their merchandise to the foreign market 
and receive our pay in drafts on the barter 
that is brought to our shores in exchange.” 

President Tappen of the Gallatin Nation- 
al Bank was introduced as the Nestor of 
American bankers. He made a brief speech, 
congratulating the bank and its officials 
on their success. President Joseph C. Hen- 
drix of the Bank of Commerce and Stephen 
V. White of Brooklyn, also spoke. 

Mr. White referred to a geopneey made 
by him in 1865 that Wall Street and not 
London would one day become the Clear- 
ing House of the world. He said that«he 
had not pupeones that the prediction would 
be verified in his lifetime, but declared 
that this had been done. He referred to 
several recent loans of magnitude to prove 
his statement. 

John Claflin then made an address. He 
aid a tribute to J. Pierpont Morgan, say- 
ng he had ‘“‘ done more for the commercial 
world than any man who ever lived.”’ 

This sentiment was indorsed by hearty 
cheers by all the bankers present. Mr. 
Claflin spoke of the benefits to be derived 
through Mr. Morgan’s organization of in- 
dustry. He said that he was not one of 
those who fear the effect of consolidation 
of industries and the elimination of the 
small producer. He declared that he could 
see in this only an unmixed blessing. With 
a man like Mr. Morgan at the head of a 
great industry, as against the old plan of 
many diverse interests in it, production 
would become more regular, labor would 
be more steadily employed at better wages, 
and the panic caused by overproduction 
would become a thing of the past. He said 
that the world is now tn a period of com- 
bination and organization of its forces, and 
for the great good of the great majority 
of mankind. 

J. Nelson Cromwell was the last speaker. 
He referred to the power wielded in. mod- 
ern times by the great European bankers, 
and declared that of late years they had 
to be consulted by the nations before they 
dared go to war. He said the balances of 
trade have grown in favor of this coun- 
try. and that that will make the United 
States in a short time the creditor and 
banking nation of the world. This Gov- 
eernment, he said, will then be able to 
dictate terms of war and peace to the 
other nations, and be a -~— agent for 
good, conserving peace and prosperity for 
all, This was applauded.

HACKENSACK ARMORY BURNED. 


National Guard Dance Was in Progress 
When Fire Started—Building 


Also the Opera House. 


HACKENSACK, N. J., Feb. 26.—The 
Hackensack Armory, which was also the 
Opera House, was destroyed by fire to- 
night, and shortly after midnight the side 
walls began to tumble in. The building had 


been Hackensack’s pride for a number of 
years, and when it was sold under fore- 
closure proceedings a couple of years ago, 
Company M of the Fourth Regiment was 
enabled to buy it through the liberality of 
the residents of the village. 

Within an hour to-night the building, 
which was of brick, with two floors, but 
more than three stories in height, was 
swept away. The only property saved con- 
sisted of the rifles and the piano which 
belonged to the company. The scenery in 
My pore House and the furnishings were 
a ost. 

Company M held a drill to-night and a 
dance afterward. There were about seven- 
ty-five couples on the floor of the drill- 
room dancing when the flames started. 

The ground floor was used as the drill 
room and ballroom. The auditortum was 
on the second floor. The stage was at the 
east end of the auditorium. The dressing 
rooms back of the stage were dropped sev- 
eral feet below the auditorium floor and 
hung down into the drill hall. It was in 
these dressing rooms the fire started. The 
cause fs not known. There was no one in 
the auditorium to-night, and the place had 
been locked up all day. 

The first the dancers knew of the fire 
was when the glass and wood which formed 
a side wal! of the dressing room burst into 
flames and a great rush of fire and smoke 
filled the drillroom. 

All the women screamed and some faint- 
ed. Their escorts hurried them out of the 
building and then set about saving what 
they could. The rifles and other equipment 
which belonged to the State were taken out 
o7 the building and a rope was procured, 
ard although the flames were already play- 
ing about the piano, the rope was passed 
about it and the instrument was dragged 
ovt. 

The firemen arrived within a short time, 
but could do little or nothing. The only 
State property destroyed, as far as known, 
was 1, rounds of ammunition, which was 
stored near the point where the fire broke 
out. and for which no one cared to risk his 
life. 

The building and its contents are estimated 
to have been worth $27,000. Company M 
carried an insurance of $10,000.

Sheriff Matthis quickly gathered a posse 
and started in pursuit. This morning they 
located the negro in a wood near here. 
He saw the party coming, and getting into 
a thicket, fired at them, shooting the Sher- 
iff. The men fired back, but without re- 
sult. T Sheriff cried out: ‘“ Ha’s got 
me, boys,”’ and fell to the ground. 

Seeing the nego in the bushes, the brave 
officer, suffering though he was, raised 
himself to his knees, and, taking careful 
aim, fired, killing the negro. Sheriff Mat- 
this was brought here, but died this after- 
noon. He was a very popular officer, and 
the people are wild over his death. It was 
feared at one time that his relatives would 
take revenge upon the négroes living near 
the scene of the crime, but all is quiet now, 
though the negroes keep at home as much 
as ssible.

BLASTING DAMAGES 
APARTMENT HOUSE 


Causes Women to Faint and Ruins 
Much Expensive Furniture. 


- Contractor Patrick Reddy and His Fore- 
man Arrested for Reckless Work 
on East 117th Street. 


Patrick Reddy, a contractor, of 78 West 
Twenty-eighth Street, and his foreman, 
Patrick Martin of 2,019 Lexington Avenue, 
Were pnrroled by Magistrate Crane, in the 
Harlem Police Court, yesterday, when they 
were haled thither on the charge of reck- 
less blasting. Later in the day there came 
to light for the first time the story of an 
exciting episode that took place as a result 
of the blasting for which they were ar- 
rested. 

Mr. Reddy and his workmen had been ex- 
cavating in the vacant lot at 4, 6, 8, and 
10 East One Hundred and Seventeenth 
Street for some days, and the neighbors 
made several complaints that they feared 
for their safety. On Monday afternoon 
there was an explosion that shook from top 


to bottom the apartment house at 2 


East One Hundred and Seventeenth Street, 
next door to the vacant lot; entirely 
wrecked two rooms, ruined several hundred 
dollars’ worth of furniture, and caused two 
Women to faint. One of the women is now 
critically ill. and two physicians who have 
been attending her she has nervous 
prostration as result of the shock and 
that her hearing nas been seriously dam- 
aged 

According to the people~of the vicinity, 
the blasters have been accustomed to save 
their greatest blast for late in the after- 
noon, and they made no exception on this 
occasion. For a few minutes before the 
explosion the workmen were shouting to 
people in the windows to “ look out,’ as 
if they expected that their blast for the 
day might do some damage. When the 
powder went off, the apartment house, 
which is five stories in height, rocked on 
its foundations, according to the occupants. 

On the first floor Mrs. A. Heideman Was 
preparing her dinner. She had just left 
the front window, when two or three rocks, 
one of them weighing 1€0 pounds. were 
hurled past the spot on which she had 
stood. The crash was terrific. The wo- 
man fainted. The rocks smashed the dining 
table into bits, tore to pieces a chair and 
couch, burst through the panel of a door 
at the further side of the room from the 
window through which they came, and 
shattered nearly all the crockery and glass- 
Ware on the table and in the china closet. 

On the ground floor was Mrs. M. Scher- 
man, whose husband is a ladies’ tailor. 
He was there, too, but he had moved his 
seat from in front of the window because 
of the warning shouts of the workmen 
outside and the admonitions of his wife. 
Through that window, as in the 
the one on the floor above, came some big 
rocks. thrown by the blasting powder. The 
window sash fell in, torn to bits, One 
rock hic the ceiling and wrecked it entirely, 
the piastering falling down and covering 
up the man and woman.

HARRY VAN SCHAICK’S DEATH. 


Family -Did Not Know He Was Mar- 
ried Until He Killed Himself. 
Harry Van Schaick. who shot himself 
through the head with a revolver at ‘his 
home near Red Bank, N. J., Sunday night, 
will be buried from his father’s home, 40 
West Thirty-fourth Street, this morn- 
ing, and after the service the body will 
be taken to Albany for interment in the 

family plot in Rural Cemetery. 

The tragedy was the means of bringing 
to the knowledge of his relatives the fact 
that he was a married man. They be- 
lieved he was single, for they knew he 
had. been divorced from his first wife, 
who was a Miss Ferguson, about five 
years ago, and she has stnce remarried: 
It is said that he was married to the 
woman before whose eyes he killed him- 
seif in Jersey City on Jan. 24, and they 
haye since been living in his new home 
at Red Bank. She was a Miss Borden, a 
distant relative of the well-known family 
of manufacturers of Fall River, Mass.. 
but has also been married and divorced. 

Dr. George G. Van Schaick of 23 West 
. Thirty-seventh Street, a brother of the 
dead man, said last night that neither he 
nor his father had known of the second 
marriage until they went to the house on 
the day after the shooting. The second 
wife, he said, had gone upstairs and re- 
mained there while her father-in-law was 
in the house, and they had not met. Dr. 
Van Schaick still clings to the accident 
theory, although he says there is no doubt 


that his brother put the revoiver to his 
temple and deliberately pulled the trigger. 
He bases his belief that he did not mean 
to die on the fact that just before the 
act he had been to his stables making ar- 
Trangements to be driven to the railway 
station early Monday morning, when he 
Was coming to this city and had made 
other plans for the near future. He had 
also left no letter or farewell message for 
his father, whose name he bore, and with 
whom ine had always been a favorite, nor 
for any of his other relatives. 

‘“‘He was always fond of frightening 
people,’ said Dr. Van Schaick. ‘‘ Tne same 
evening he had driven over from Red Bank 
with his cousin, Henry Blake, who was 
visiting him, when he galloped over the 
bridges and roughest parts of the road 
in order to startle him.” He said, how- 
ever, that his brother had _ received a 
severe sunstroke while in Cuba with the 
Rough Riders and that he had never been 
exactly in his right mind since. 

Harry Van Schaick was the eldest son 
of Henry Van Schaick. an aged lawyer, 
whose office is at 141 Broadway; 
also a brother of Lawyer Eugene Van 
Schaick of 135 Broadway. He was born 
in this city forty-one years ago, and was 
educated at Harvard, after a course in 
several foreign schools, and was 
short time in the real estate busines in 
this ony. though his principal interest had 
been a large ranch which he owned in Col- 
orado. He was by the side of 
ton Fish when the latter was 
battle.

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Paterson Workmen Leave Their Looms 
and March Out on the Street. 
PATERSON, N. J., Feb. 26.—The first 
strike in the general move for an advance 
in wages amorg the silk ‘ibbon weavers, 
who met in Feist’s Hall on Saturday after- 
noon last, was made at 8:30 this morn- 
ing, when the 128 weavers employed in the 
mill of the Meding Manufacturing Company

Shortly. after 8 o'clock the committee ap- 
pointed waited upon the Superintendent 
with’ the wage scale of 1894 and the in- 
crease of wages they demanded. They re- 
quested that their wages be increased to 
within 15 per cent. of the scale of 1894 on 
German looms, 20 per cent. less on German 
change looms, and 35 per cent. less on 
hknowles looms, 

About 8:30 they got the following answer 
back, presumabiy trom Mr. Meding: 

“Tell the men that I am very sorry, but 
I will be unable at present to grant them 
the increase they ask for, as | do not think 
it advisable to be the first manufacturer 
to grant the increase and to set a precedent 
lor the others.”’ 

They held a hasty conference and decided 
to go out in a body, and stopped their 
looms, put on their hats and coats, and 
walked out. At Harmony Hall they held a 
meeting and appointed another committee, 
which was sent back to inform the bosses 
that the weavers were firm and that they 
would never give in or return to work until 
they were granted the increase. 

There was a rumor this morning to the 
effect that Pelgrim & Meyers's weavers 
had struck because the rirm had retused to 
accede to their demands for higher wages. 
This proved untrue. The committee of 
weavers went to the mill to see the mem- 
bers of the firm. They had a~conference, 
the result of which will not be made known 
until to-morrow night, when the weavers 
meet at Rich's Hall. It has been given out 
by the weavers, however, that Pelgrim & 
Meyer are paying about the best wages in 
this city for ribbon weaving, within 10 per 
cent. of the scale of 1895, which differs 
materially from the New York scale of 1Si)4.

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the money on the check, which she had hid- | 


den away so long, and said that she had it, 
and would like to know what he was going 
to do about it. She was defiant, and told 
him she intended to leave him, and two 
weeks later, it was alleged, carried her 
threat into execution.

BRITISH METHODS DENOUNCED. 


Mr. Dillon Says Not Since the Days of 
the Romans Has a War Been Waged 
Like That in South Africa. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, on the resumption of the 
debate on the address in reply to the King’s 
speech at the opening of Parliament, John 
Dillon (Irish Nationalist) said: 

‘*Not since the days of the Romans has 
an army made a habit of capturing women 
and children, as the British Generals in 
South Africa are doing.”’ 

This, Mr. Dillon added, was cruel and cow- 
ardly. To put Boer women on half rations 
because their husbands had not surren- 
dered, as was the undenied practice in the 
reconcentrado camps, was worthy of the 
worst brigands of Sicily and Greece. This 
plan of starving women and children had 
been adopted by the War Secretary, Mr. 
Brodrick. 

Mr. Dillon then went over the record of 
the war, referring to the house burnings, 
&ec., averring that in treachery and cruelty 
the balance was against the British. He 
congratulated the Boers on having a dif- 
ferent record. 

Mr. Brodrick replied that the British con- 
duct was humane. It was not true that the 
country had been devastated deliberately 
and by wholesale. Farmhouses had been 
burned for cause, and portions ®f the coun- 
try had been devastated because it had 
been fought over five or six times. In some 
cases the Boers deserted their houses and 
the Kafirs burned them. The Secrétary, 
in the course of his remarks, reaffirmed 
that the Government had not the slightest 
intention of giving way in the question of 
independence, 

An amendment offered by Mr. Dillon, ob- 
jecting to house burning and the imprison- 
ment of women and children, was rejected 
by 2483 to 91 votes. 


BATTLE WITH! SOMALIS. 


British Lose Seventeen Men, Including 
Lieut. Col. Maitland—The Na- 
tives Beaten Off. 


MOMBASA, East Coast of Africa, Feb. 
26.—A British expedition of 500 men, after 
eight-day march of 114 miles 
into the Somalis’ country, to punish them 
for killing Sub-Commissioner Jenner, was 
Feb. 19 at Sannasa, 29 miles 
from Affmadu, and lost 17 killed, including 
Lieut. Col. Maitland. 

The Somalis were beaten off with the loss 
of 150 men killed. The cattle captured on 
the march stampeded and were lost. The 
expedition has returned to Affmadu. 


More Germans Appeal to Berlin. 

BERLIN, Feb. 26.—Wilhelm Behrens, a 
German missionary, and six other Germans 
have applied for assistance to the German 
Foreign Office, being prisoners at the Irene 
Refugee Camp, near*Pretoria, although it is 
claimed that they have been strictly neu- 
tral in the South African war. The Ger- 
man Consul General in Cape Town is act- 
ing on their behalf.

EXCITEMENT IN OPORTO. 


Brazilian Government Will, It Is Ex- 
pected, Demand Explanations of 
the Attempted Abduction. 

OPORTO, Feb. 26.—There is much excite- 
ment here in connection with the anti- 
clerical feeling aroused by the attempt to 
abduct the daughter of the Brazilian Con- 
sul here and place her in a convent against 
the wishes of the father. 

The Voz Publica says the present situa- 
tion in Portugal cannot be prolonged, for 
it constitutes a veritable national peril, 
adding that foreign clergy who have en- 
tered Portugal are contributing to the re- 
action which is abasing the country.

A WINDFALL FOR TURKEY. 


Italian Destroys His Ottoman Securities 
and Then Kills Himself. 
LEGHORN, Italy, Feb. 27.—Signor Na- 
giuri, a millionaire, has committed suicide 
here, having previously destroyed Turkish 
securities of the value of 2,000,000 lire 


($380,000) in order that no one might enjoy 
his fortune. 
New Line to Africa and India. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Nine large ves- 
sels have been ordered by a Bremen steam- 
ship company with a view to the estab- 
lishment of a line of German steamers 
from New York to South Africa and East 
India, according to United States Consul 
Monaghan at Chemnitz, in a communication 
He says the pro- 
moters of the enterprise believe that they 
will be able to compete successfully with 
the British lines running to all parts of 
India and Africa. In addition to these plans, 
the Consul says, the same company pro- 
poses to establish a line from New York to 
Mexico and the West Indies. 


American Plant for India Gold Mines. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The State De- 
partment has been informed by Consul Fee 
at Bombay in a recent report that a steam- 
er, plying directly from New York City, 
has arrived with an electric plant dnd out- 
fit and party of engineers and electricians. 
THe party are representatives of a New 
York firm, and are destined for the Kolar 
Gold Fields, near Bamgalore, the capital of 
the native State of Mysore. The power 
necessary to operate this electric plant is 
to be furnished by the Cauvery River, 
which will be conducted across the country 
to the gold fields. The erection of this 
plant will, it is expected, increase the pro- 
duction of the mines and reduce the ex- 
pense of working. It is a new feature in 
gold mining in India. 


American Rivalry in Tinplate Trade. 


LONDON, Feb. 27.—The President of the 
Board of Trade, Gerald Balfour, in the 
House of Commons yesterday, while ad- 
mitting the competition of the United States 


in the tinplate trade, thought the British 
trade was, nevertheless, in a satisfactory 
condition. He said that while the Welsh 
exports of tin to the United States had de- 
clined, exports elsewhere had increased in 
recent years. Mr. Balfour added that he 
had no reason to suppose that representa- 
tions to the United States, suggesting a re- 
duction of the duty on tinplate, would have 
any effect. 


Irish Party Needs Money. 
LONDON, Feb. 26.—The Pall Mall 
Gazette, commenting on the alleged short- 
age of the Irish Parliamentary funds, 
says: “It is becoming a serious matter 
to the party that not a single American 
dollar is reaching the official exchequer, 
and it is generally accepted among the 
Irish members that Mr. John Redmond 
will shortly have to undertake a fresh 
visit to the United States, and try to se- 

cure financial help.”’ 


Increase in Germany’s Population. 

BERLIN, Feb. 26. — The census taken on 
Dec. 1, 1900, shows that the population of 
the empire was 56,345,014, of which number 
27,731,067 were males. Thirty-three of the 
largest towns have populations of over 
100,000 each, or an aggregate of 9,108,814. 
Since 1895 the increase in the population 
of the empire has been about 4,000,000, or 
7.78 per cent., the highest rate of increase 
for any quinquennial period during the last 
thirty years. 


Venezuelan Abuse of Americans. 

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Feb. 26.—Sys- 
tematic and violent abuse of Americans, in- 
stigated by high Venezuelan officials im- 
plicated in the asphalt affair, has begun in 
the Caracas press. Everything hostile to 
the United States is seized upon and exag- 
gerated. United States Minister Loomis is 
much attacked for informing Washington 
of events occurring in Venezuela.

LONDON, Feb. 26.—The Duke of Con- 
naught has been gazetted Grand Master 
of the Order of the Bath.

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ROW IN FRENCH CHAMBER NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


Two Deputies Only Just Prevented 
from Coming to Blows. 


The Trouble Started Through a Quota- 
tion from Savary About the “ As- 
sassination” of Louis XVI. 


PARIS, Feb. 26.—To-day’s session of the 
Chamber of Deputies ended with an up- 
roarious scene buch as had not been wit- 
nessed for many months. Heretofore the 
Chamber has discussed the Law Associa- 
tions bill with much moderation and with 
an avoidance of inflammatory language, 
but a word uttered this evening by Baron 
Xavier Reille, Deputy for Castress, pro- 
voked a storm which raged in the Chamber 
for fully half an hour. 

Articles IX., X., and XI. of the, bill 
had been adopted, ‘and the Deputies were 
discussing Article XII., which provides 
that any association composed mainly of 
foreigners, or of which the headquarters 
is abroad, may be dissolved by decree. 
Numerous amendments had been submitted 
to this clause, and Baron Reille moved 
an amendment with a view to legalizing 
any association the management of which 
should be composed of Frenchmen. 

In the course of his speech he quoted 
from Savary, the member of the Na- 
tional Convention, who stigmatized the 
condemnation of Louis XVI. as “ assassi- 
nation.”’ Immediately the Radicals and 
Socialists burst into loud protests, Julien 
Antoine Simyan, one of \the Deputies for 
Macon, shouting, ‘‘ You have to thank 
that ‘assassination’ for the fact that your 
grandfather became a Baron,” alluding 
to Marshal Soult, Baron Reille’s grand- 
father. Others called upon the Baron to 
withdraw the word “ assassination.” 

Baron Reille remained in the tribune 
without replying. The Rightists cheered 
him and the Leftists hooted him. Mem- 
bers shouted one to another across the 
floor of the Chamber. Bernard Cadenat, 
one of the Deputies from Marseilles, who 
is a Revolutionary Socialist, fell into a 
furious rage at a retort from Jean Plichon, 
Moderate Republican, and rushed to strike 
him. The ushers threw themselves be- 
tween the two men, and held back M. 
Cadenat, who gesticulated wildly and 
shook his fist at M. Plichon. 

A veritable pandemonium drowned the 
sound of the President's bell, although 
M. Deschanel! kept ringing it vigorously. 
A number of Radicals and Socialists de- 
manded that he should resign for not 
calling Baron Reille to order. When the 
uproar had somewhat moderated Baron 
Reille, who is a young Conservative, again 
quoted from Savary: ‘ The interest you 
have in vengeance is nothing in com- 
parison with the interests of liberty,” ap- 
plying the quotation to the anti-clerical 
policy of M. Waldeck-Rousseau. 

This created renewed tumult, the Right- 
ists cheering Baron Reille, while the 
Leftists protested, banging the lids of their 
desks in unison and producing an ear- 
splitting din. 

Louis Victor Renou, Revolutionary So- 
cialist, one of the Deputies for the De- 
partment of the Seine, shouted: 

‘*The National Convention punished an 
act of treason.” 

Another Leftist cried: ‘* Vive 
lution! Vive la Convention 
A bas les traitres!’’ 

Finally M. Deschanel succeeded in put- 
ting the amendment to a vote, the Chamber 
rejecting it by 365 against 170. 

Paul Gouzy, Radical Socialist, Deputy for 
Gaillac, who is one of the most venerable- 
looking members of the Chamber, then 
ascended the tribune and said: 

“IT was absent from the Chamber when 
the name ‘ assassin’ was applied to those 
who saved the fatherland and condemned 
a traitor to death, but I take up the in- 
sult because my grandfather voted for 
the death of Louiv XVI.” 

Augustin Fernand de Ramel, 
vative, Deputy for Alais, interpected: 

‘The regicides refused to appeal to the 
people. They committed assassination.” 

The tumult was revived for a moment, 
but it subsided, and M. Gouzy was allowed 


to continue. 

‘“T regret,” he said, ‘‘that the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber permitted such a 
word to be uttered without a reprimand.” 

To this M. Deschanel replied: 

‘‘The lesson to be learned from the in- 
cident is the inconvenience of introducing 
historical digressions into the discussions 
of the Chamber. Every one ought to re 
frain from evoking the passions and 
hatreds which are tearing France as- 
under.”’ 

The hubbub continued during the Presi- 
dent’s remarks, and at their conclusion 
the Chamber adjourned until Thursday.

Edward St. John, an editor for D. Apple- 
ton & Co., is the plaintiff in an. action for 
a separation from Margaret Sharman St. 
John, whom he married May 25, 1881, at 
Port Richmond, in which he charges her 
with long-continued cruel and inhuman 
conduct. Mrs. St. John was yesterday 
awarded $250 counsel fee, pending the trial 
of her husband’s action by Justice McAdam, 
in the Supreme Court. She did not ask for 
alimony. 

Mr. St. John says there are two children 
of the marriage, aged, respectively, nine- 
teen and fourteen. His wife has repeatedly 
in their presence, he declares, referred ‘to 
him as a “dog,” a “liar,” an “ unprin- 
cipled scoundrel,’’ and several other epi- 
thets of a similar nature. 

Mrs. St. John, also, during the years 1895 
and 1899, according to her husband’s com- 
plaint, called her two sisters ‘“‘ beasts’ and 
*“*hogs,’’ her brother a ‘“‘tough,’’ her de- 
ceased father an ‘‘old jackass” and a 
“platant idiot,’’ the plaintiff's sister a 
‘“‘miserable beggar,’’ and his deceased 
father, who was a clergyman, an ‘ald 
lying hypocrite, like all ministers.”’ 

The plaintiff says his wife, in 1889, threat- 
ened to leave for the West and take the 
children with her unless he deeded her a 
house, which he did. In February, 1890, 
she seized him by the throat, he alleges, 
and attempted to force him from the room, 
slapping him in the face all the time. While 
endeavoring to do some writing at his resi- 
dence, New Brighton, in March, 1892, she 
attacked him about money matters, until 
he rose to leave the room and carry on his 
work in the kitchen. Then she grabbed the 
pencil from his hands and tore the paper. 

Mrs. St. John more than/once, according 
to the complaint, said she had been born to 
‘‘ grace a throne,’ but that by marrying 
him she had, unfortunately, placed herself 
in a position where ‘‘she only graced a 
dung heap.”’ 

Mr. St. John says his income is only 
$2,500 a year, while his wife has two houses 
which she bought out of his money, and 
which are worth at least $15,000. 

Mrs. St. John denied her husband's 
charges, and said he had declined to sup- 
port her and her children since November, 
1899, and that she was compelled to go to 
her brother, Frank I. Abbott, Berwyn, 
Cook County, Ill, who is supporting her 
and helping her to maintain her children. 
She demands a separation and the custody 
of the younger child.

Bill Authorizing Morris and Essex Canal 
Company to Abandon Its Franchise 
—Measures Passed and Rejected. 

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 26.—A number of 
important bills were introduced in the Sen- 
ate this morning. 

Senator Hudspeth (Dem., Hudson,) in- 
troduced a measure which authorizes the 
Morris and Essex Canal Company to aban- 
don its franchise to operate the canal in 
whole or in part. It also allows the sale, 
or lease, of the water and land rights which 
the company now owns for railroad or 
other purposes. 

Senator Hudspeth when asked as to the 
purpose of the bill said that the bill spoke 
for itself. <A similar bill was introduced 
last year, and was Killed in committee. It 
is understood that one of the purposes is 
to permit the Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany to acquire a Jersey City terminal and 
that another is to permit Contractor 
Flynn to use the bed of the canal for a 
pipe line to carry out his contract of sup- 
plying Jersey City with a water supply 
from the water sheds along the line of the 
canal. 

Senator Haines (Rep., Burlington,) intro- 
duced a bill to the effect that members of 
the National Guard, when on duty for 
more than thirty days, shall receive pay 
equivalent to that of the regular army. 
The men now get $1.50 daily. 

Senator Johnson of Camden introduced a 
bill permitting trust companies in the same 
county _to consolidate. . 

The Senate passed Senate Bill 21, which 
increases the penalty for an assault, with 
intent to rape, or rob, from seven years to 
twelve years imprisonment and a fine of 
trom $2,000 to $34,000. 

The Anti-Spring Election bill was ad- 
vanced to second reading. 

In the House Assemblyman Lyons, Re- 
publican, Middlesex, introduced a Constitu- 
tional amendment to require voters to have 
a legal residence in voting districts for fif- 
teen days before election, and another 
amendment making terms of County Judges 
five years, with vacancies to be filled for 
the unexpired term only. 

Mr. Blackwell (Dem., Hunterdon,) intro- 
duced a bill to abolish grade crossings. It 
provides that municipalities and railroads 
may agree to the abolishing of grade cross- 
ings and the apportionment of the cost; it 
also provides that new railroads shall not 
build grade crossings, except as permitted 
by the Court of Chancery, and that when 
new streets are opened across existing rail- 
roads they shall not be at grade. 

Mr. Williams introduced a measure pro- 
hibiting savings banks from loaning money 
on notes without collateral security. 

The House passed the House bill imposing 
a fine of $100 on railroads for carrying the 
bodies of persons who had died of conta- 
gious diseases. 

Adverse reports were presented on House 
Bill No. 128, permitting laborers to sue for 
wages in city district courts without paying 
costs, and House Bill No. 135, providing 
that two years’ imprisonment is sufficient 
ground for divorce. 

Both reports were accepted. 

The House passed a joint resolution mak- 
ing an appropriation to present medals to 
the New Jersey soldiers who responded to 
President Lincoln's call for volunteers. 

Although no formal action has been taken, 
it is the general belief that final adjourn- 
ment will take place March 15.

ONE-EYED CONNELLY INSANE. 


He Has Seen Prizefights for Twenty- 
five Years Without Paying a Cent. 

‘One-Eyed Connelly,’’ who despite his 
affliction has seen more prizefights than 
most men with two eyes, and at decidedly 
less expense, was yesterday committed to 
the Kings Park Asylum for the“ Insane, 
suffering with alcoholic dementia. He has 
been a picturesque character for many 
years, and no one was better known by 
those who Jike to gather about the prize- 
ring. : 

Conelly’s chief cause for pride was that 
he had seen every important fight that has 
come off in twenty-five years without the 
payment of a cent for entrance fee.. Just 
at present he is laboring under a hallucina- 
tion that he is a millionaire and is making 


an arrangement for a circuit of prizefights 
all over the country. 

James Connelly was born in England for- 
ty-seven years ago, and came to this coun- 
try when a lad. 

His most famous exploit occurred at the 
time. when Squire Abingdon {Baird came 
to this country with Charles Mitchell. 
Abingdon and Mitchell were sitting in the 
Hoffman House on the night of their ar- 
rival, when Connelly walked in. He posed 
as an English sport, expressed delight at 
meeting two compatriots, and proceeded to 
order wine and cigars. 

“The best hin the ‘ouse ‘aint too good 
for my friends,’ was the way he put it. 

Mitchell and Abingdon were impressed 
with the liberality of their new acquaint- 
ance, whose orders ———— a never-end- 
ing roll of money. e kept them in a 
state of laughter for an hour. 

Then Connelly picked up the accumu- 
lated bar checks and remarked that he was 
going to call on an heiress. A few mo- 
ments later a boy approached Abingdon 
with an envelope on which was marked, 
‘For my friend, the Squire—nothing but 
money.” Opening the envelope he found 
the bill for nearly $50 worth of drinks, 
&c. He paid it, seeming to think it was 
a good joke. 

Connelly was sent, four weeks ago, to 
the Kings County Hospital, where he was 
committed for alcoholism. He did not im- 
prove there, and was trans- 
ferred.

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SAMPSON DENOUNCED 
IN SCATHING TERMS 


Senator Allen Calls the Rear Ad- 
miral Ass and Arrant Coward. 


Discusses Morgan Affair on the Senate 
Floor—Mr. Berry in the House 
Refers to the Matter. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—In both houses 
to-day, caustic comments were made on the 
action of Rear Admiral Sampson in the 
matter of the application of Gunner Charles 
Morgan. Mr. Allen, (Pop., Neb.,) in the 
Senate, asked Mr, Morgan (Dem., Ala.,) to 
yield the floor. 

When Mr. Allen arose he read the letter 
of Gunner Morgan, published recently, and 
the official indorsements of Rear Admiral 
Sampson, to the effect that, while he 
reeognized Gunner Morgan's technical and 
professional ability, he was opposed to ap- 
pointing warrant officers to the grade of 
Ensign because they had not enjoyed the 
social advantages which Admiral Sampson 
held a commissioned officer of the navy 
should have enjoyed in order that he might 
represent properly’ his country, in foreign 
countries particularly. 

Mr. Allen presupposed that the Morgan 
letter and indorsements upon it by admiral 
Sampson were genuine, although he had no 
official information upon that point. He 
took it that the indorsements proved 
beyond a shadow of doubt that there was 
**a snobbish aristocracy in the navy that 
is detrimental to the country and a dis- 
gtace to the country represented by this 
efticer and like officers.”’ 

“If William T. Sampson is the author of 
those indorsements,’’ declared Mr. Allien, 
with vehemence, ‘“‘ he is a conceited ass, 
and he ought to be marked down as such. 
We are not bringing up in this country a 
race of snobs. It I am correctly informed, 
there was a time when Sampson was no 
better than Charles Morgan, the gunner. 
Tie came from no better stock. I am glad 
to repeat that we are not raising in the 
United States a class of braw-jeweled aris- 
tocrats. If this rank and arrant coward 
is to be believed, the time may never come 
in this country when a poor boy may attain 
to such a position as his abilities warrant 
him in holding.” 

As Mr. Morgan rose to resume his specch, 
Mr. Allen remarked: ‘‘I want to say to 
Sampson and to his friends that I am re- 
sponsible for what I say.” 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. 
Mr. Morgan to yield briefly to him, that 
he might reply to Mr. Allen, but as sev- 
eral Senators, among them Mr. Teller, (Sil. 
Rep., Col.,) Mr. Pettigrew, (Sil., 8S. D.,) 
and Mr. Stewart, (Rep., Nev..) announced 
their desire to reply to Mr. Chandler, Mr. 
Morgan declined to accede to Mr. Chand- 
ler's appeal. 

**I beg your pardon,” he said. ‘‘ I'd rather 
have the Admiral's quarrel relegated to a 
time of war than brought up in a time of 
peace.” 

The matter was referred to in the House 
while the second conference report upon 
the Naval Appropriation bill was under 
discussion. The old controversy between 
Samyson and Schley was made the subject 
of comment by Mr. Berry, (Dem., Ky.) He 
referred to the long-standing controversy, 
and said it was still the evident purpose of 
the Navy Department to confer the high- 
est honor upon the man who was “ furthest 
away’ at the battle of Santiago Mr. 
Berry sent to the Clerk's desk and hac. read 


H.,) appealed to 


Admiral Sampson's alleged recent letter to | 


Secretary Long as to the inadvisability of 
giving commissions to warrant officers in 
ihe navy on account of their lack of soctal 
refinement. 

Mr. Berry said that Admiral Sampson, 
who had written the letter, was of ex- 
tremely humble origin himself, and what- 
ever refinement he had obtained had been 
due-to his. service in the American Navy. 
}fe contrasted Admiral Sampson's attitude 
teward the men of the navy with Admiral 
Schley'’s action during the stress of battle 
in sending word to those below that 
went well,’ and when the battle was over, 
in saying that the victory belonged to the 
**men behind the guns.”’ 

Mr. Suizer (Dem., N. Y.,) said he in- 
dorsed everything Mr. Berry had said. He 
went to the Clerk's desk and had read an 
editorial clipping denouncing Admiral 
Sampson.. The incident ended there.

F. A. VANDERLIP RESIGNS. 


Assistant Secretary of the U. S. Treas- 
ury Will Become Identified with 
the National City Bank. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. -The resigna- 
tion of Frank A. Vanderlip, Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, was announced at 
the department to-day, to take effect upon 
the qualification of his successor, not later 
than March 8. Mr. Vanderlip will at once 
become identified with the National City 
Bank of New York, for which institution 
he. will undertake a mission abroad, the 

nature of which is not exactly known. 

Mr. Vanderlip came to Washington as 
Secretary Gage's private secretary. In the 
rush of the first few months of President 
McKinley's Administration he demonstrat- 
ed executive ability of a high order, and a 
capacity in the management of affairs 
which won an Assistant Secretary's com- 
mission, he having been appointed to that 
office in July, 1897, upon the expiration of 
the term of the late Scott Wike. 

Mr. Vanderlip was conspicuously  suc- 
cessful in the management of the details of 
the war loan of 189s, and of the recent re- 
funding operations under the new financial 
law. In speaking of his retirement, Secre- 
tary Gage said: 

‘“*T am sorry, indeed, to have Mr. Van- 
derlip leave us. I realize, however, that at 
his age, for he is still a young man, it is to 
his advantage to engage in the wider oppor- 
tunities which his abilities can command 
in financial and industrial fields.’ 

It is understood that Milton E. Ailes of 
Ohio will succeed Mr. Vanderlip. He is 
thirty-four years of age, and isa native of 
Sidney, Ohio, He entered the Government 
service fourteen years ago as an assistant 
messenge; in the Internal Revenue Bureau 
of the Tr@isury Department. In 1893 he was 
appointed to a special position in the Cus- 
toms Bureau, and later was made private 
secretary to Assistant Secretary Wike. 
During this service Mr. Ailes had excep- 
tional opportunities for acquiring a_ thor- 
ough knowledge of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and its workings, and because of this 
knowledge he was detailed to the Secre- 
tary’s office early in the present Adminis- 
tration, and later was appointed’ private 
secretary to the Secretary of tue Treasury. 

He has written much on financial sub- 
jects, and has been a frequent contributor 
to the popular magazines,

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REPRESENTATIVE LENTZ 
ACCUSES THE SPEAKER 


National House in an Uproar Over 
a Question of Privilege. 


Minority Leader Richardson Offers a 
Resolutiébn of Censure Against 
the Presiding Officer. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The House was 
the scene of a sensational incident late this 
afternoon which threw that body into:a 
violent state of excitement. For an hour 
the storm raged, ending abruptly when an 
adjournment was taken on motion of Mr. 
Payne, (Rep., N. Y.,) the floor leader of 
the majority. Mr. Lentz, an Ohio Demo- 
crat who has created many sensations dur- 
service in the House, stirred the 
Democrats to a fever pitch by rising to a 
question of privilege and alleging that a 
speech he had turned over to the Publis 
Printer under general leave to print had 
been withheld from The Record and had 
been turned over to Representative Gros- 
vcnor (Rep., Ohio,) by Speaker Henderson. 
The nature of the speech was not developed 
during the events that followed, but it was 
learned that it was an attack upon Senator 
Hanna and the methods by which he was 
elected to the Senate. 

Mr. Lentz, in rising to the question of 
privilege, declared that under the general 
leave to print granted some days ago he 
had prepared a speech for The Record yes- 
terday which had not appeared, and upon 
inquiry to-day he had been.informed that 
it had been withheld by the direction of 
the Speaker of the House, and that it was 
“a 
little curious to know,’’ said he iron- 

“whether the Speaker withheld it 
The Record. Is my speech to be ed- 
ited? Is Congress to have a censorship 
such as exists in the Philippine Islands? I 
supposed every member had the right to 
have his speech printed in The Record, but 
my speech has been withheld by the order 
of some one.”’ 

Mr. Lentz was interrupted by the Speak- 
er, who stated that his attention had been 
called to what was said to be a great abuse 


of the privileges of the House under the 
leave to print, and he had asked

held until he should have an opportunity 
to look it over. But the pressure of pub.ic 
business had been such that he had not 
had time to do this, and within the last 
twenty minutes he had directed that it 
should go into The Record. Subsequently, 
if it appeared that the speech contained 
anything wrong or offensive it could be 
corrected by the House. 

Mr. Lentz asserted that no living man 
could have known a word of what hie 
speech contained until 9:30 last, night, and 
that therefore whoever told the Chair what 
it was said to contain had falsified the 
lacts, 

Intense excitement followed. Several 
points of order were made by Republicans, 
but the Speaker declined to sidetrack the 
matter in that way, holding, however, that 
to preeceed a proposition of some kind must 
be before the House. 


THE MINORITY 


The Speaker then said that the matter 
had been brought to his attention by the 
representative of the Government Printing 
Office, Such matters, he said, were repeat- 
edly called to the attention of the Chair. 
Frequently after a hot debate the members 
engaged settled disputes amicably in this 
way. The Speaker said, in conclusion, that 
the discussion could not proceed unless 
something was submitted to the House. 
Amid cries of ‘‘ Regular order’ Mr. Rich- 
ardson, (Dem., Tenn.,) the minority leader, 
read the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Speaker of the House 
has no right to withhold from The Record the 
speech of any member made under general! leave 
to print 

Mr. Cannon (Rep., Ut.,) made. the point 
ot order that the resolution, dealing with a 
genera! subject, did not bear directly upon 
the question of privilege in hand, and there- 
fore was not in order. The Speaker said 
he was loath to rule against a matter sub- 
mitted as a question of privilege, and he 
therefore would hold it to be in order. The 
Speaker added that he had no intention of 
keeping Mr. Lentz's speech out of The Rec- 
ord, but had asked to have it held until he 
could look inte the representations that 
had been made to him. 

While he was making his ruling a half 
dozen members on both sides were on their 
feet. Mr. Lacey (Rep., lowa,) raised the 
question of consideration against the reso- 
lution. Mr. Richardson contended that he 
could not be taken off the floor for that 
purpose, but the Speaker held’ that the 
question of consideration always could be 
raised. 

“It is so late,"’ cried Mr. Richardson, 
Pointing to the clock, “‘ that if you do not 
dispose of this matter now, the speech will 
be kept out of The Record another day.”’ 

“Thal wouid be too bad,’ observed Mr. 
Steele, (Rep., Ind.,) amid laughter on the 
Republican side. 

“You certainly are not going to denv a 
member the right to print a speech in The 
Recore,”’ retorted Mr. Richardson, 

The House voted 118 to 130 not to consid- 
er the resolution. As soon as the result 
was announced Mr. Richardson offered as 
a mutter of privilege affecting the integrity 
of the Hlouse the following resolution: 

Whereas, The speech of Mr. Lentz of Ohio on 
the General Deficiency bill, made in the House 
on Wednesday last, Feb. 20, has been withheld 
from publication in The Congressional Record, 
after the same was delivered to the Public Print- 
er for publication by Mr. Lentz; 

And whereas, Said speech has been turned over 
to the Speaker of the House, who, it is alleged, 
has delivered same to a member of the House 
tor some purpose to the House unknown; 

Resolved, That such action is hereby con- 
demned by the House, and it is hereby ordered 
that said speech be delivered forthwith to the 
Public Printer for publication in The Record.”’ 


SCENE OF WILD CONFUSION. 
Another scene of the wildest confusion 
followed. Party feeling by this time was 
at fever pitch. A dozen members were on 
their feet clamoring for recognition. Mr. 
Payne, the Republican leader, sought to 


make the point of order that the considera- 
tion of the conference report before the 
House could not be interrupted by such a 
resolution, to which Mr. Richardson cried 
out that the matter was one of the high- 
est privilege, affecting the integrity of the 
House. The Speaker ruled that the con- 
ference report, having been voted down, 
was not before the House, and that the 
resolution was in order. 

Again Mr. Lacey raised the question of 
consideration. Members on each side were 
shouting at each other across the political 
aisle. The Speaker pounded vainly for or- 
der. Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. Wheeler 
(Dem., Ky.,) were engaged in a wordy 
duel, but what they said could not be 
heard in the din and confusion. At last, 
when order was restored, the Speaker ruled 
that the question of consideration could 
be raised against any proposition, and the 
vote was taken. Each side voted solidly. 
and the House refused to consider the 
resolution—115 to 127. As soon as the re- 
sult was announced, Mr.: Payne, the Re- 
publican leader, moved an adjournment, 

‘“‘T make the point that the motion 
shouted Mr. Richardson. 

“The Chair overrules the point,’ said 
~ Speaker, blandly, as he put the ques- 
tion. 

By a strict party vote—115 to 101—the 
motion was carried, and at 6:05 the House 
adjourned.

Refuses to Accept Senate Amendment

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Dayton (Rep., West Va.,) pre- 
sented the second conference report upon 
the Naval Appropriation bill.

House and Senate Conferrees 
Agree on a Penalty. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The conferrees 
of the Senate and House have reached an 
agreement on the hazing amendment to the 
Military Academy Appropriation bill. Yield- 
ing to the demands of the Senate they have 
eliminated the provision inserted by the 
first conference at the instance of the’ Dick 
investigating committee, and the House 
conferrees have agreed to accept the 
amendment as originally made by the Sen- 
ate, with modifications and one addition 

The modification limits the time during 
which offenders may be kept out of the 
Army or Navy to two years, the Senate 
making it perpetual, and the Marine Corps 
is added to the organizations to which they 
are rendered ineligible. The provision as 
agreed upon 1s as follows: | : 

“The Superintendent of the Military 
Academy shall make such rules, to be ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War, as will 
effectually prevent the practice of hazing, 
and any cadet found guilty of participating 
in or encouraging or countenancing such 
practice shall be summarily expelled from 
the Academy and shall not thereafter be 
reappointed to the corps of cadets or be 
eligible for appointment as a_ commanding 
ofticer in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps 
until two years after the graduation of the 
class of which he was a member. 

GOVERNMENT FOR BULACAN. 


Taft Commission Is Establishing Civil 
Rule in the Province—Insur- 
gents Still Active in It, 
GUIGUINTO, Bulacan Province, P. I., 
Feb. 26.—The United States Philippine 
Commission has arrived from Manila and 
has organized a Provincial Government for 
this province, whieh until recently was 
controlled by the insurgents. The insurgent 
Col. Morels is still operating with bis band 
of 300 men in a portion of the province. 
Nevertheless, sentiments of peace and sat- 
isfaction with American sovereignty ap- 
pear to be as prevalent here as in the 
provinces in which Governments have pre- 

viously been organized. 

The party arrived here in army wagons 
and native carts, and were driven to the 
military headquarters. As many natives 
as could be crowded into the hall were 
present. The Presidente of the town wel- 
comed the Commissioners, declaring that 
the people of the province, which had been 
watered with the blood of Americans and 
Filipinos, earnestly hoped for the oblitera- 
tion of the marks of war and'for the es- 
tablishment of a peaceful Government, 
guaranteeing personal liberty. 

Judge Tart responded. He said he re- 
oiced at the fact that the people of the 

rovince of Bulacan no longer misunder- 
stood the objects of the American Govern- 
ment, which, solely, were to secure for the 
people the blessings of civil liberty and to 
develop their self-governing capacity. 

During the afternoon there was a big 
meeting in the chapel, and the bill apply- 
ing the Provincial act to Bulacan was pub- 
licly discussed. The discussion developed 
into a contest between Bulacan and Mal- 
olos over the location of the capital. Bula- 
can has always been the capital, but Mal- 
olos is more central. Some of the Malolos 
delegates were recently insurgent officers. 
The Commissioners deferred deciding 
whether to take’ a vote of the delegations 
on the capital question. All the towns 
were represented, excepting Santa Isabel, 
which is the insurgent centre. 

The arguments on the tax and salary 
questions indicated that Bulacan is fer- 
tile, but that the live stock has been deci- 
mated. Labor is scarce, of account of the 
insurrection, and —— wus asserted to 
be the curse of the province. Judge Taft 
replied that the enforcement of the Spanish 
anti-gambling laws depends largely on the 
people. He assured the delegates that the 
vast tracts in Bulacan belonging to the 
friars would not escape taxation. 

All the business of the establishment of 
the Government will be completed to-mor- 
row. 

The next province to be organized is’ Ba- 
taan, which will complete the organization 
of Governments in Gen. Grant's district. 


FILIPINO LEADER KILLED. 


Miranda Meets Death in the Mount- 
nins of Nueva Ecija. 


MANILA, Feb. 26.—Capt. Lowe; with a 
detachment of the Twenty-fifth Regiment, 
has captured a ‘Ladrone camp in_ the 


mountains of Nueva Ecija and killed the 
leader, the notorious Angel Miranda. 

Lieut. Lewis, with a detachment of the 
Third Infantry, has had fiv: skirmishes 
with the insurgents in the Pampanga 
swamps. The enemv was routed and six- 
teen rifles were secured. 


GOVERNMENT TUG WRECKED. 
The Newark, Philippine Supply Boat, 
Lost on Cantaduanes Island. 


MANILA, Feb. 26.—The steamer Newark 
of the Quartermaster’s Department has 
been wrecked on Catanduanes Island. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The steamer 
Newark, reported wrecked on Catanduanes 
Island, undoubtedly .is a small tug, re- 
cently purchased at a cost of about $5,000, 
and used for the transportation of supplies 
in the Philippines. This is the only ves- 
sel of that name in the Quartermaster’s 
Department. 


Cattle Disease in the Philippines. 

MANILA, Feb. 26.—An epidemic of rinder- 
pest exists in the Visayan Islands. The 
disease first appeared on Burias Island and 
spread thence to Ticio and Masbate, and 
it is now appearing on the island of Panay. 
Twenty-five thousand cariboo have already 
died on Masbate Island. The natives are 
dependent upon the cariboo for agricultural 
operaticns; and the disease has minimized 
rice planting and restricted the sugar crop, 
and much suffering is likely to ensue, 
Rigid quarantine measures have been 
adopted. 


Catholics in a New Party. 


MANILA, Feb. 26.—A new party, called 
Conservative, is being organized. Col. 
Blanco, a Macabebe chief, is the leader of 


the movement. The Catholic, Church ele- 
ment is identified with the Conservative 


party.

CUBANS AT WORK ON 
THE AMERICAN TERMS 


Adopt One Referring to Treaties 
with Other Countries. 


Many Delegates Believe Washington 
Dispatches Are “ Fakes” — Gen. 
Gomez Discusses the Situation. 


HAVANA, Feb, 26.—The Cuban Constitu- 
tional Convention this afternoon, after a 
discussion of several hours, adopted one 
article defining the proposed relations with 
the United States, namely, that Cuba would 
not make treaties with any country which 
would endanger the sovereignty of the 
republic or allow the island to be made a 
base of war operations against the United 
States or any other country. 

The last four words, ‘“ or any other coun- 
try,”” were added after a warm debate. 
The advocates of this clause maintained 
that Cuba should remain neutral, a 
war carried on in the island would only 
result in the ruin of its agricultural inter- 
ests, which had already suffered greatly 
and had not yet fully recovered. 

Sefior Giberga said that, in accepting the 
scheme of relations outlined by the United 
States, they would be adopting the only 
guurantees of peace in the island and of 
keeping off other nations desirous of mak- 
ing Cuba a base of operations. 

Most of the delegates openly declare that 
the dispatches from the United States pur- 
porting to set forth the idea of the Senate 
are ‘“‘fake’’ telegrams, sent to influence 
the convention. Those who take this view 
declare that the United States Congress 
will not support President McKinley in 
putting forward a scheme of relations not 
satisfactory to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. In any event, they say, their belief 
will not be shaken until Congress acts oth- 
erwise, 

The conyention held another secret ses- 
sion this evening, and the discussion will 
be continued to-morrow. It is understood 
that a large majority of the delegates are 
still unwilling to admit the right of the 
United States to intervene in Cuba in 
times of peace or to establish naval sta- 
tions: As 

Gen. Gomez visited Gov. Gen. Wood to- 
day and assured him that the stories of un- 
rest and dissatista@ion at the continuance 
of the inttrvention of the United States 


were false, and that he had been misrepre- 
sented in statements to the effect that he 
favored an immediate withdrawal of the 
United States troops, and giving Cuba ab- 
solute independence. If they withdraw now 
he feared there would be bloodshed, beyond 
doubt, Within sixty days the Cubans would 
be fighting among themselves. Gen. Gomez 
added: 

“If the Americans were to withdraw to- 
day, I would go with them.” 

_Gen. Gomez recognized the fact that the 
United States was responsible for the estab- 
lishment of a stable government in Cuba 
and could not withdraw until such a condi- 
tion was brought about. The work of hand- 
ing over the reins of Government to the 
new republic was an undertaking involving 
much time and labor, and a large amount 
of study and experience on the part of the 
Cubans in the work of self-government. 
The General also said the element in con- 
trol of the municipalities was not work- 
ing in the interest of the island. The of- 
ficials were inexperienced and could not be 
given a free hand. It would mean the de- 
struction and ruination of the island. 

Gen. Wood said the greatest difficulty 
experienced was in getting the conservative 
element interested in municipal govern- 
ments. His perneee was to bring the best 
element to the front. The coming muni- 
cipal elections would pave the way for the 
elections to be held under the Electoral 
law, being drawn up by the Convention. 

Gen. Gomez had no objection to the out- 
line of the future relations between the 
United States and Cuba, as recommended 
by the Senate of the United States. He 
thought, however, that it would be better 
for the United States to lease land for 
naval stations, instead of purchasing out- 
right.

INSTRUCTIONS TO GEN. WOOD. 


Mr. Root Says Cuba Should Not Be 
Pressed for an Early Definition of 
International Relations. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Secretary Root 
was in communication with Gen. Wood 
last night, and there was a long conference 
between them on the subject of the Cuban 
amendment to the Army Appropriation bill. 
The communication is by direct wire, and it 
is almost as direct as by long-distance 
telephone. It takes only three or four 
minutes for Mr. Root to receive an answer 
from Gen. Wood. In this way they can at 
any time hold what is practically a con- 
versation, and Gen. Wood is kept as fully 
advised of the proceedings as if he were 

on the spot. 
The conference last night was a pro- 
tracted one, and in it Mr. Root gave the 
Governor the full text of the amendment, 
and gave him-certain instructions, after 
hearing his’ views on the subject. The 
nature of the instructions is not divulged, 
but it is understood that Gen. Wood will 
now cease his efforts to hurry up the con- 
vention in its formulation of a plan of in- 
ternational relations. Originally it was the 
design of the Administration that the first 
proposition should come from Cuba, but 


now that the United States is taking the 
initiative there is not the same motive for 
haste that there was before. 

The principal reason for giving Gen. 
Wood the full text of the resolutions at 
once was to head off comments on the 
American policy which would ‘result from 
a partial report of the amendment in the 
Havana papers to-day. _ : 

An erroneous impression exists regard- 
ing the clause of the amendment which 
postpones the question of the ownership 
of the Isle of Pines, and provides that it 
shall be decided by treaty. It has been in- 
timated that this indicates a purpose. on 
the part of the United States to claim the 
Isle of Pines or to hold it as a club over 
the heads of the Cubans for the exaction 
of further favors. It is stated on high 
authority that the clause was inserted as 
2 concession to the Cubans. 

The American right to the Isle of Pines is 
undoubted, Spain having ceded it to us by 
the Paris treaty. But the Cubans have 
been so frantic at the least suggestion that 
the Isle of Pines was not theirs, and have 
so plainly indicated their desire to possess 
it, that the Administration proposes, as a 
compromise, to let the question go over 
until after the Cuban government shall be 
in operation, when it may be settled by 
arrangement with the United States.

Mr. Slater Will Make Two Bills of 
His Repeal Measure. 








One for Repeal Only, the Other to Con- 
fer Ordinary Powers—Hopes Thus 
to Make It Constitutional.

ALBANY, Feb, 26.—Senator Slater has 
practically decided to split his anti-Ramapo 
bill so as to avoid all possible complications 
and remove all doubt as te its constitution- 
ality. 

The bill will be made two acts, one of 
which will be the original Slater bill, simply 
repealing the act of 1895 conferring special 
privileges on the Ramapo Company. The 
other bill will define the status of the Ram- 
apo Company by explicitly conferring upon 
it the rights granted to similar corporations 
by the Transportation Corporations act. 

This determination upon the part of Mr. 
Slater largely due to the presence here 
of Mr. Limburger, assistant counsel for 
the Ramapo Company, who frankly con- 
fesses that he came up to urge the pas- 
sage of the Senate Judiciary bill, and of 
ex-State Senator Guy, counsel for the Mer- 
chants’ Association, who has all along 
contended that the bill as it stands 1s 
unconstitutional, in that it divides its sub- 
ject. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee's Ram- 
apo bill is the bill which was decided upon 
after numerous conferences on the part of 
the Republican leaders in the Senate as the 
bill which would meet all the demands of

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- KILBURN ON SAVINGS BANKS. | 


Says as a Matter of Justice Capitalists 
Should Be Excluded from Carrying 


Large Deposits in Them. 

ALBANY, Feb. 26.—‘‘ Against the dupli- 
cation of aecounts in savings banks,”’ says 
State Superintendent of Banks Kilburn in 
& report submitted to the Legislature to- 
day, ‘‘and against the practice of accept- 
ing deposits which properly belong in the 
banks of deposit or in the trust companies, 
it would be wise that the officers of the 
banks establish an inflexible rule, and that 
the law should require this from them. 

‘*The immunity from taxation which de- 
posits in the savings banks enjoy under 
the law was not intended to cover invest- 
ment funds, and a wrong is doge to the 
system and to the State if that condition 
is permitted to obtain. This proposition is 
continually borne in mind, and is made 
controlling by many managements, but it 
is feared that on the part of others—not the 
many, but the few—the desire to gain rank 
as a large bank tempts them to disregard 
it. There ought to be some stringent pro- 
vision of law whieh would be effective to 
prevent it. 

The total amount of money deposited in 
the savings banks of the State in 1900 was 
$268,323,518, about $9,000,000 in excess of the 
amount deposited in 1899, The amount 
withdrawn during the past year was $240,- 
013,571, making a net gain in deposits, ex- 
clusive of interest, of $28,310,142. In this 
connection the Superintendent says: 

‘Whether the gain gives occasion for 
congratulation depends upon the _ source 
from which it comes. It is not properly the 
province of these institutions to serve as 
depository, custodian, and investor of what- 
ever funds may be offered them, but only 
to carry the accounts of those whose sav- 
ings are small, or of those who, by reason 
of inexperience or misfortune, are unable 
to invest for themselves adv antageously or 
safely. Every deposit accepted from capi- 
talists or from those who use the savings 
banks merely as a eonyenience tends to 
prejudice the interest of those who may 
legitimately claim the benefit of their 
care.” 

A summary of the reports of the fifty- 
seven trust companies shows a decrease 
during the year in their aggregate capital 
amounting to $900,000, an increase of 
$9,430,361.87 in their combined surplus and 
undivided profits, a gain of $t14,580,200.48 
in deposits, and of $125,792,841.07 in total 
resources, which amount to $797,983,552.84. 


TO AMEND SPECI AL JURY BILL. 


If Passed in Present Form It Would 
Stop Trial of Several Cases. 


ALBANY, Feb. 26.—Senator Elsberg will 
introduce a resolution in the Senate to- 
morrow recalling from the Governor, for 
purposes of amendment, his bill abolishing 
the office of Special Commissioner of 


Jurors in criminal cases in New York and 
Kings Counties. The bill will be amended 
so as to provide that the special panel of 
jurors in New York County, from which 
several juries have been drawn for the 
consideration of various important crim- 
inal cases, shall not be aff€cted by the act. 

It is pointed out that the enactment of 
the bill in its present form would stop 
the trial of several important cases, 


EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY BILL. 


State Federation « of Labor Favors 
Measure Drawn by Senator Dewling. 

ALBANY, Feb, 26.—The Employers’ Lia- 
bility bill, introduced in the Senate by Sen- 
ator Dowling this morning, is a measure 
which meets the approval of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor. The Brackett bill does 
not meet such approval and is opposed 
because of the clause permitting " contract- 
ing out’ by the employer with employe 
for ‘‘ valuable consideration,’ as a waiver 
of damages. They say it seems a compul- 
sory insurance measure, making the em- 
ploye practically fepsedent on the employ- 
er’s decision. The clause compelling the in- 
jured party to prove incompetence on the 
part of fellow-employe is also opposed, as 
it is almost impossible for the injured 
party to secure such proof. 

The Dowling bili overcomes these ob- 
jections and also gives the executor or rela- 
tives of a deceased employe additional 
time after death in which to file notice of 
damages, whereas the Brackett bill gives 
no time after death in which to do so. 





CONEY ISLAND BOARDW ALK. 


Much Opposition to > the Bill for a Pub- 
lic Recreation Ground, 


ALBANY, Feb. 26.—Senator Marshall's 
bill providing for the location of a publle 
recreation ground containing a boardwalk 
on the ocean front at Coney Island, from 
West Thirty-seventh Street to West Fifth 
Street, in the Borough of Brooklyn, met 
with considerable opposition at the hearing 
before the Senate Cities Committee this 
afternoon. 

Frank Tucker, ggneral agent of the New 
York Association for Improving the Condi- 
tion of ‘the Poor, was the first to oppose 
the bill. He declared the measure a scheme 
on the part of land owners, and said that 
its enactment would militate against the 
well-being of thousands of the city's poor 
who are annually given outings along the 
beach where this boardwalk is propsed. 

Francis H. White, General Secretary of 
the Brooklyn Children’s Aid Soeiety, de- 
clared the bill would permit the extension 
of the Coney Island Bowery, and that in 
the event of the construetion of the board- 
walk dance halls and concert saloons would 
spring up. This, he said, would prevent the 
sea breezes from sweeping ever the beach 
where the society's building stands, and 
where thousands of Brooklyn people are 
ministered to annually, 

A. J. Aubrey, representing the Brooklyn 
Business Men's League, protested against 


the bill. It had been framed, he said, by 
the Coney Island Park Association. 'As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Butts of New 
York opposed the bill on behalf of the city. 
He said the city already possessed the 
powers conferred by the bill, except that 
at present they are permissive and not 

mandatory.

ALBANY, Feb. 26.—Senator White of

An 
appeal was taken, but the Chair was sus- 
tained. 

Senator Foley then raised a point of or- 
der that the bills had been passed by, and 
the Senate should proceed to general or- 
ders. Senator Elisworth said that in or- 
der to give Senator Grady a chance to be 
present the bills would be laid aside during 
a recess of three-quarters of an hour, Os- 
tensibly for this purpose, but in reality to 
give the Committee on Engrossed Bills an 
opportunity to go through the formality, 
seldom observed, the Senate took a recess 
until 12:30. 

The Senate reconvened at 12:50, Senator 
Grady not being present. Senator Ellsworth 
then moved that the three tax bills be laid 
aside indefinitely in order to afford Senator 
Grady an opportunity to be heard. 

The Brackett bill amending the insanit 
law, relative to qualifications, terms of of- 
fice and salaries of Commissioners, was ad- 
vaneed to third reading. The Higgins bill 
classifying salaries of clerks and others in 
the State’s employ will be amended to ex- 
cept Supreme Court stenographers, at Sen- 
ator Brackett’s suggestion. The bill was

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS, 


Trunk Line Passenger Committee Acts 
on Rates for the Pan-American— 
Mr. Grau’s Request Refused. 

The Trunk Line Passenger Committee met 
yesterday at its rooms, 143 Liberty Street. 
The first matter discussed was the advisa- 
bility of allowing reduced rates to all regu- 
lar organizations wishing to visit the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo in a body. 
It was decided to grant such applications, 
but the exact rates were left to the Com- 
missioner to work out. All regular bona- 
fide organizations that desire to visit Buf- 
falo during the time of the exposition may 
secure these rates by applying to the rail- 
road over which they decide to travel. 
These applications will be certified to Com- 
missioner Farmer of the Trunk Line Pas- 
senger Committee, who will then authorize 
the issuing of a party ticket and under 
whose surveillance the further management 

of the tickets will remain. 

Another matter which was taken up was 
the application of the Grau Opera Company 
for Goer rates than it had heretofore 
enjoyed. Manager Grau was _ present to 
plead his cause, but the application was 
not granted. 

The question 
rates to Chicago, 
would be reached to-day, 
go over until the next meeting. 

It was learned yesterday that the roads 
of the Trunk Line Passenger Committee re- 
cently decided, at the suggestion of D. I. 
Roberts, General Passenger Agent of the 
Erie Railroad, to honor each other's tick- 
ets to the Pan-American Exposition. This 
means that a return ticket to Buffalo over 
one railroad will be good on the return trip 
over any other railroad without extra 
charge, except over the New York Centr al, 
on which an extra charge of 75 cents will 
be made. This system, it is believed, offers 
advantages to both the public and the rail- 
roads. The public is permitted an abso- 
lute choice of route, The railroads will be 
protected from all cut rates, as a_ticket 

ent will hesitate to offer any reduction 
when there is every chance that he ma 
have to make good the cut poreoneliy if 
the tickets should be Aonoréd by another 
road. Besides, when there is no room on 
one train, Poseensers may be referred to 
another ro whose train may _ not be 
crowded, and thus the railroads will be fre- 
quently relieved from the necessity of run- 
ning their trains in sections with the second 
or third section half empty. This privieg® 
will attach to all excursion tickets to the 
Pan-American Exposition except the so- 
called coach excursions.

rail system would be installed. As a matter 
of fact, such is not the case, and an electric 
third-rail system has never been seriously 
considered, because it offers insurmounta- 
ble difficulties, one of which would be the 
necessity of changing motors at Mott Ha- 
yen, All experienced railroad men to 
whom the question of the possibility of 
such a change of motors was _ submitted 
agree that the traffic could not be handled 

with the loss of time the change would in- 
vonve. The engineer who was quoted in 
the published article declares that he was 
entirely misrepresented. 
On the authority of President Comerey, it 
may be stated that the question of findin 
a suitable motor for running suburban 
rains is no nearer solution than it has 
een for some time, although the New 
York Central’s engineers are constantly 
watching the improvements in compressed 
air, electric, and other motors, in the hope 
of finding what the road needs.

“Well, I see that ‘ Gatling Gun Howard,’ 

as he was génerally called, has met his 

ae 

fate at last,’’ commented one of the army 
officers at the Grand Hotel after reading 
the war news from South Africa. ‘It was 
a wonder to me that he lasted as long as 
he did, for he was an intrepid and abso- 
lutely fearless fellow. Without much mili- 
tary training except such as he got while 
a member of the Connecticut National 
Guard, he was a born soldier,’ and a good 
one for rough and ready work. Originaily 
a machinist and a good rifle shot, he nat- 
urally drifted into the gun manufactories 
of his State and was for a time employed 
by both the Winchester and Colt people 
to exploit the arms of their manufacture. 
He knew a machine gun perfectly, and it 
was his skill! in handling the gun of the 
Gatling make that earned for him his title 
during the Riel rebellion, when he was in 
the Canadian service. Howard was a veri- 
table soldier of fortune, and in his early 
life was crazy to become an Indian fighter 
in our service. He haunted the West as an 
agent for a gun company, and as an ex- 
pert shot-showed their gun all about the 
West and sold hundreds of them. What 
he wanted, though, was fighting. So when. 
the Riel rebellion broke out about ’85 he 
left New Haven and offered himself as 
an expert with the Gatling gun to the 
Canadians. He drilled men in handling the 
machine and handled one himself in some 
of the scraps in the Northwest. My im- 
pression is that he afterward became a 
Canadian through naturalization. He did 
some good service on the frontier as long 
as there was any work for the Northwest- 
ern mounted police te do, and then was in 
charge of an ammunition factory he estab- 
lished. He jumped at the chance to get 

into the South African mix-up, and was 
one of the first batch to leave Canada when 
the cajl for recruits came, taking a bunch 
of his favorite machine guns along with 
him. They were of the sort that could be 
strapped to the back of a mule and toted 
about in that way. He did a lot of effect- 
ive service with them, according to the re- 
ports that have found their way to this 
country. Howard was a fine-looking fel- 
low and a popular one with his men, ac- 
cording to the story of one of my soldiers 
who was on duty with him for a time in 
the Northwest. As I said, he was a born 
soldier, for he devised a drill and _ tactics 
for handling a company of machine-gun 
men. Had he had an opportunity for regu- 
lar military training in our institution at 
West Point he would almost certainly have 
gained distinction in our army. As a scout 
he had a reputation that entitled him to 
distinction, and the country where he was 
killed was just the sort of place for him to 
show to advantage. When Kitchener lost 
him he lost one of his best men, and he 
actually meant what he said when he 
wired to London, ‘I regret to say that 
Major Howard was killed.’ He got to 
know his worth in the guerrilla sort of 
fighting that is going on down there,”

We who are worrying about the crime 
that stalks abroad in our eity have little 
to complain of, compared with the people 
of Chicago, if what a gentleman who has 
just returned from there has to tell is a 
fair sample of the way things go there, “I 
was walking down State Street the other 
morning,’’ says this generally veracious per- 
son, ‘“‘ when I saw the janitor of one of the 
big wholesale business houses come out 
of the door with a mat, a hammer, and 
some spikes in his hand, It struck me as 
rather queer, and I watched him until he 
put the door mat down on the step, took 
out his spikes, and drove them, through 
the mat to fasten them securely in place. 
As I went up to the door to ask him why 
he did that I saw that the step was full 
of holes where the mat had previously been 
fastened, and asked him if his proceeding 
was a joke or if the fastening was done as 
a matter of necessity. 

“** Necessity, boss,’ said he, ‘If I didn’t 
fasten the mat that way some thief would 
have it in an hour, or as soon as business 
opens up. If the stone steps underneath 
these storm steps were not fastened down 
with mortar, and these wooden steps with 
iron bands, some cheap “thief would have 

had them long ago. 

‘“‘And that's no joke,” said a bystander 
who heard the story. I live in one of the 
outlying wards of Chicago myself. The 
other morning I got up much earlier than 
usual and went to the front door to get a 
breath of fresh air. Hang me, if I didn’t 
find three men with a horse and wagon 
who were stealing the turf and dirt out of 


my front yard. And half a block away 
Job. a policeman watching them do the 
ob.”’

Every little while some new story crops 
out about “ Ed" Stokes, and the fear he 
has had ever since that unfortunate little 
affair of his in which Col. “Jim” Fisk 
had rather the worst of it. Stokes is said 
to have a delusion or an idea that some 
one is anxious to take his life, and so he 
has a personal attendant who never sleeps 


when Mr. Stokes does, but watches by his 
bedside to see that no harm comes to him. 
A short time ago, so goes the latest story 
floating about the hotels, some friend sent 
Mr. Stokes a case of imported beer. Un- 
fortunately the donor forgot to send his 
ecard with the present, and the recipient 
was at once a trifle suspicious. He told 
his fears to one of his friends, asking if he 
supposed the beer could have been poli- 
soned and was sent him for the purpose of 
doing away with him. ‘I’m sure I don't 
know, Ed, but I hardly think so. Any- 
way, a safe thing for you to do would be 
to try it on your man, and if he comes out 
all right, why you can drink the rest."" The 
suggestion was made in fun, of course, but 
Mr. Stokes took it seriously and actually 
tried the beer on his negro porter. Con- 
vinced thus that it was all right, he drank 
the rest. 


So much interest is taken in the nature 
studies that are now a fad among educa- 
tors that an entirely new class of enter- 
tainers has sprung up. Ernest Seton- 
Thompson in his very interesting series of 
talks about wild life among animals set a 
pace which he found a very: profitable 
method of entertaining children and even 
people of mature growth who still have a 


fondness for outdoor life and its incidents. 
He has several imitators who are now 
traveling about the country with more or 
less success. The most peculiar of these, 
however, seems to be a man who galls 
himself a “‘ bird warbler,’’ who devotes an 
entire evening to descriptions of the bird 
life of the woods immediately about us. 
Aside from the usual lot of pictures shown 
by a stereopticon, this man imitates with 
wonderful exactness the calls and songs of 
the common birds with which every one is 
familiar. In this field, peculiarly his own, 
he is making a good thing this Winter, and 
an attendant at the Zoological Garden who 
heard him, and who is a “bird sharp 
himself, says the imitations of the calls 
and songs are done so perfectly as to de- 
ceive even the birds themselves. Thus is a 
decidedly unusual gift turned to good busi- 
ness advantage.

Slippery sidewalks that have been the 
rule for the past few days have tended to 
bring out emphatically one of the peculiar 
sides of human nature. No matter how 
much the fall injures a man physically, it 
seems as nothing to the damage to his self- 
esteem if perchance his misfortune happens 
to be witnessed by some one else. The 
first thing the unfortunate does after pick- 
ing himself up is to look all about him 
with an idiotic smile on his face just as if 
he took the whole thing as a joke, but anx- 
ious to see if any one has seen his tumble. 
If there happens to be one near by who 
has witnessed the fall the smile vanishes 
and there is a display of temper that 1s 
ludicrous, It is his hat that suffers.

NEGRO HANGED AND 
BURNED AT TERRE HAUTE 


Had Confessed to the Murder of a 
Young Woman. 














Mob Composed of Unmasked Men Storm 
Jail in Broad Daylight — Three 
Deputy Sheriffs Wounded. 





TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Feb. 26.—George 
Ward, a negro, who confessed to-day that 
he murdered Ida Finklestein, the. young 
school teacher, who was found dying in a 
grove last evening, was taken from jail 
shortly after noon and lynched. Jailer 
Lawrence O’Donnell and three Deputy 
Sheriffs resisted the mob and were fired 
upon, all the deputies being wounded, 
though not seriously. The Sheriff was ab- 
sent when the crowd made its first attack. 

Ward had recently, it is said, been dis- 
charged from an insane asylum as cured. 
In his confession he said Miss Finklestein 
taunted him about his color and then 
struck him in the face. In a fit of anger he 


shot her and then cut her throat. A blood- 
stained knife found in his pocket corrobo- 
rated the statement. Ward, when first 
captured, strenuously denied his guilt, but 
finally confessed. He failed to explain, 
however, how he came to be engaged in 
eonyersation with the victim, and the offi- 
cials believe it was either an wnprovoked 
murder or the deed of a maniac. 

At 12:30 P. M., wrought to a tremendous 
pitch of fury, the mob gathered in front of 
the city jail and battered down the outer 
door, O'Donnell appeared with a shotgun 
and fired over the crowd in a vain effort 
to stampede it. 

Word of Ward's confession was passed 
through the streets, and the crowd, rein- 
forced by hundreds of recruits, redoubled 
its attack on the jail. At 12:45 they suc- 
ceeded in reaching Ward's cell. He was 
quickly dragged out to the street. It is 
estimated that at least 2,000 men took part 
in the lynching. None of them was dis- 
guised. 

Ward was dragged from his cell, a rope 
was placed around his neck, and he was 
dragged down the street to a wagon bridge 
spanning the Wabash River. On the way 
to the bridge, three blocks distant, Ward 
was beaten with clubs and repeatedly shot 
at. He was unconscious, and in all proba- 
bility dead when the loose end of the rope 
was tied to a timber of the bridge and his 
body swung out over the stream. 

A strand of the rope suddenly broke, and 
the leaders, fearing their prey might drop 
into the water, hastily drew the body back 
upon the bridge. It was dragged across to 
the west side. A huge bonfire was quickly 
built, the body was thrown upon the pyre, 
and in a short time was burned to a crisp. 

Ward's body was laid across the fire, 
the feet projecting from one side and the 
head from the other. Members of the mob 
were dissatisfied with the conflagration, 
however, and quantities of oil and turpen- 
tine were poured upon the pile. The flames 
leaped higher and higher, and in a short 
time little was left of the negro. 

A vast crowd witnessed the final act. 
When the mob dragged Ward to the bridge 
and prepared to hang him a great crowd 
collected along the river side. This kept on 
increasing in size as thousands of men, wo- 
men, and children hurried to the scene. 
After it was determined to burn the negro 
a bar was placed across the bridge to pre- 
vent the crowd from pressing closer, and 
when the fire was lighted and the body 
thrown into the flames, the east bank of 
the river, the bridges up and down stream, 
and hundreds of housetops were black with 
spectators, from whom not a word of pity 
escaped, although many depreeated the 
burning of the body. 

The certainty that the wretch was dead 
did not appease the anger of the mob. 
With grim determination they fed _ the 
flames and watched the flesh shrivel to 
cinders and the bones crumble and burn. 

Souvenir hunters were on hand in force 
and fragments of the body are now scat- 
tered broadcast. One man, while the feet 
still protruded from the flames, offered $1 
for a toe from the “ nigger’s foot.’” A vent- 
uresome youth, drawing a knife from his 
pocket, made a dash for the prize. He 
quickly amputated a toe, delivered the 
goods, and got his money, 

As the bones began to crumble and fall 
apart the fragments were drawn from the 
fire and carried away. At 3 o’clock there 
was nothing left of the body except a small 
seetion of the trunk and the back of the 

ea 
Busy hands kept the burning faggots piled 
upon the roasting segment. An old stump 
with spreading roots was placed upon the 
apex of the pyre and was soon aglow. 

Women came to the scene by scores 
and elbowed their way into the inner 
circle of spectators, undeterred and ap- 
parently unmoved by the horror of the 
spectacle. At about % 30 o'clock the bar- 
ricade was removed from the west end of 
the bridge and the crowd streamed across 
and surrounded the fire. They watched 
and waited and came and went while the 
flames did their work, and when the last 
fragment of the body was consumed the 
crowd still lingered, augmented by new ar- 
rivals, satisfied to gaze upon the scene of 
the tragedy. 

Ward was twenty-seven years old and 
leaves a wife and two children. He came 
here five years ago from Circleville, Ohio. 
The statement that he was oné time in an 
insane asylum is denied by his wife. He 
served a jail sentence in 1889 for larceny. 

As public sentiment upholds the ly neching 
no prosecutions are expected. 





INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 26.—When 
Gov. Durbin heard to-day that Ward was 
in danger of -being lynched he telephoned 
the Chief of Police of Terre Hayte and was 
informed there was no danger. The Sheriff 
also told him that he was fully able to con- 
trol the situation. Twenty minutes later 
the Sheriff telephoned that a mob was 
gathering about the jail. 


Immediately an order was issued com- 


manding the Colonel of the militia com- 

pany at Terre-Haute to get his men ready 

and protect the prisoner. The order was on 

the way when another message to the Gov- 

ernor announced that the mob had entered 

pe jail, secured the prisoner, and lynched 
m.

Mr. Morgan Appealed To in Crisis 
Precipitated by Mr. Carnegie. 
After having maintained silence on the 
subject of the new steel combination for 
many weeks and refusing to make any 


statement for publication, J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan yesterday gave an interview to a re- 
porter for Tite NEw YorK TIMEs. ° Mr. 
Morgan was in his office at the time, and 
was reading a publication called Boston 
News Bureau Summary, which contained 
on its first page an article of some length 
entitled “The United States Steel Corpo- 
ration—A Unification of Great Interests." 
Mr Morgan said: 

‘The statement given out here to-day is 
all that there is to be said at present. 
There will be nothing else until our circular 
is issued, and that will not be until all the 
concerns have been brought in.”’ 

Then turning to the publication he was 
reading Mr. Morgan said: 

‘That is the best statement of the situa- 
tion that has yet come to my notice. Had 
I written it myself I could not have stated 
the situation better,”’ 

Mr. Morgan then handed the paper to the 
reporter. The first statement in the arti- 
cle indorsed by Mr. Morgan is as follows: 

The present operations should not be classed 
with promotions of industrial corporations for 
the purpose of converting existing manufacturing 
business into new securities to be floated upon 
the public. The proposed amalgamation means 
nothing more than a unification of existing se- 
curity interests for the better protection and 
more harmonious operation of existing properties. 

The article then makes the following 
statement, which is the first authentic adq- 
mission of the questions which brought the 
consolidation about: 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie recently threatened to 
duplicate the mills of various makers of finished 
productions because enough raw material was 
not being purchased from his mills. The com- 
panies making the finished productions threat- 
ened retaliation into the ¢ negié field, with the 
result that a sort of ind rial chaos was threat- 
ening in the steel and iron trades and in the se 
curity markets of this country.

“A Fool's Paradise,” a three-act piece 
by Sydney Grundy, too obviously theatri- 
cal and artificial to gain public favor in 
this hour, was used by some of Mr. Sar- 
gent’s pupils at a matinée in the Empire 
as a medium for the 
exhibition of their accomplishments. The 
performance was far above the 
amateur standard, and quite as good as 
most of the acting in the ‘‘ popular price ”’ 
stock companies. The young man who ap- 


peared as the wise old physician who re- 
stores Kate Derwent to her matertal 


rights, secures for her a titled husband 
and outwits the wicked prisoner, was al- 
ways obviously a young man, and the de- 
liberateness of his acting was a sign of 
his inexperience. The two ‘women, one 
amiable, tender-hearted, prodigiously gen- 
erous; the other cruel and crafty, yet con- 
cealing a passionate love under a frigid 
exterior, were portrayed intelligently 
enough but manifestly without sufficient 
art. The actors of the three parts, how- 
ever, named respectively Edmund Liston, 
Julia Mary Taylor, and Susan Halpren, 
may reasonably hope to secure advance- 
ment on the professional stage. 

Grundy's play is well known to habitual 
playgoers. It was acted by Henry E. 
Abbey’s company at Wallack’s in 1887,

THE KNEISEL QUARTET. 


Its Third Evening Concert at Mendels- 
sohn Hall Last Night. 

The third evening concert of the Kneisel 
Quartet took place at Mendelssohn Hall 
last night. The programme consisted of 
Tschaikowsky’s F major quartet, Opus 22; 
Dohnanyi'’s sonata in B flat minor, Opus 8, 
for piano and ‘cello, and the Brahms quar- 
tet, for piano and strings, Opus 25, The 
planist:- was Ernst Dohnanyi, whose sonata 
was heard here for the first time. The com- 
position, like the other works of this young 
Hungarian, is still in manuscript. Its four 
movements are arranged in conventional 
order, the scherzo preceding the andantino— 


a not uncommon disposition. The slow 
movement leads direetly into the finale. 
This composition and its composer will be 
heard ot again. The sonata shows a firm 
command of the technics of musical compo- 
sition and no little originality in the details 
of the treatment. The prominence given to 
the piano part and the subordination of the 
‘cello will militate against its popularity 
with ‘cellists and must be regarded as a 
defect in the work. The ‘cello has too little 
opportunity to sing. Its cantilena is not 
heard to advantage till the andantino Is 
reached, and then the flight is short and 
unsatisfying. Sut, aside from this short- 
coming, the ‘cello is used ingeniously, espe- 
cially in the scherzo and in the finale. In 
the scherzo, indeed, the ‘cello is only an ob- 
bligato to the piano part, but it makes color 
and piquancy for a very piquant movement. 
he first movement of the sonata is very 
concise and almost monothematic. The only 
suggestion of a cantabile motive is an aug- 
mented development of the short and incis- 
ive principal theme. Yet the workmanship 
of this movement is good and its form clear 
and symmetrical. It is in the finale, a 
theme and variations, however, that Mr. 
Dohnanyi revea!s his best powers. This is 
a really admirable piece of writing. The 
theme is a fruitful one, and some of the 
variations—for example, that in which the 
staccato of the plano and the pizzicato of 
the ‘cello are employed—are simply master- 
ly. The development of a reiteration of the 
scherzo motive out of the variation theme 
is extremely clever and original. On the 
whole, so much talent is displayed in this 
work as to create a lively hope for the fut- 
ure of its young composer. The sonata was 
admirably played by Mr. Alwyn Schroeder, 
the ‘cellist of the quartet, and Mr. Dohnan- 
yi, though the latter’s tone was unusually 
dry. The work was received by the audi-

DR. H. D. WILBUR ARRESTED. 


Said to Have Been Connected with an 
Alleged Swindling Scheme in 


Brdoklyn. 

Detective Sergeants Rodden and Farrell 
of the Brooklyn Central Office yesterday 
arrested, in the Tenderloin, Manhattan, Dr. 
H. D. Wilbur, who has been sought for 
since Jan. 2 in connection with an alleged 
swindling game carried on at 22 Montague 
Street, Brooklyn. 

Wilbur is said to have taken an active 
part in the operations of a concern known 
as the ‘Vis Vitene Medical Company,” 
which advertised extensively offering em- 
ployment to persons willing to give secur- 
ity in cash for their personal responsibility. 

Wilbur, it is alleged, posed as the head of 
the ‘‘ Vis Vitene’’ company. The method 
of the concern, according to complaints of 
the victims, was to advertise for clerks and 


office assistants. They would promise to 
pay from $60 to $80 a month to all Sper 
cants, but a deposit of several hundred dol- 
lars was required from each before an en- 
gagement was made with him. 

Among those who applied was Frank L. 
Gould of Brentwood, L. He deposited 
8500, and was told to return on the 3d of 
January. When he reached the office on 
that day he found two detectives in charge, 
their attention having been directed to the 
place by numerous complaints. 

Herman L. Cohen, who, it is charged, was 
the manager of the concern, was arrested 
on Jan. 3 and is now in Raymond Street 
Jail. His picture is in the Rogues’ Gallery. 

Wilbur was locked up in the Adams 
Street Police Station, and will be arraigned 
in court this morning.

This is rather peculiar, 
in view of the fact that he knew nothing 
of the matter until I told him and furnished 
the evidence with which he could proceed 
against these men.” 

Mr. Skidmore said that it was quite a 
common practice to allow prisoners to leave 
the Tombs voluntarily in charge of the 
proper authorities when the District Attor- 
ney had need of them as witnesses or ex- 
pected to use them as such. The matter 
was smoothed over whan Mr. Skidmore 
tendered an apology for his unavoidable 
delay in answering the Magistrate’s request 
to come into court with Levene.

The practical difference between our 
plan in regard to Cuba and the Cuban 
plan is this: If the Cuban desire for 
the entirely free hand is gratified the 
door will be left open for troubles about 
treaties, debts, concessions, and disputes 
of all sorts with foreign powers, and for 
the impulses of revolution and usurpa- 
tion to provoke without restraint those 
internal tumults of which so many of 


the Spanish-American republics furnish 
the world with an endless series of ex- 
amples. Whenever these complications, 
internal or external, shall reach and pass 
the 'ine of disturbance to our commerce 
and to be 
compelled to interfere precisely as we in- 
terfered in April, 1898, and by the same 
the 


nation enjoys to protect its own interests 


peril tranquillity we shall 


supreme right, right which every 
and defend its own peace and security. 
Our interference will be forcibly resisted. 
We shall be compelled to blockade the 
island, to reduce by. siege the defenses 
of Santiago, and the much more formida- 
ble forts and coast batteries of Havana, 
to land troops against opposing forces, 


and in general to conduct somewhat ex- 


tensive and costly military operations 
as a preliminary to the second pacifica- 
tion of Cuba. 

If, on the other hand, Cuba consents 
to enter into the engagements outlined 


in the Platt resolution the danger of for- 
eign embroilments will be avoided, and 
our aid for the Suppression of internal 
disorders will not only be invoked and 
given as of right and obligation, but it 
will be much more promptly and effec- 
tively accorded by reason of our posses- 
stations and the absence 
The result 
will be the same in either case. But in 
the latter case the process will involve 
small loss and destruction, while in the 
former all the risks of war will be as- 
sumed by both parties. 

Cubans who have property to protect, 
who have business interests that de- 
mand the safeguards of civil order and a 
stable government, all of that consider- 
able class of the Cuban people whose 
ambition it is to see the industries of the 
island regenerated and its inhabitants 
busy, contented, and prosperous, earnest- 
ly hope for the establishment of close 
protective relations with the United 
States. They would favor a very much 
more intimate relation, indeed, than is 
contemplated in the policy of this Gov- 
ernment, for they view with the utmost 
apprehension the preparations of the 
Constitutional Convention to establish a 
Cuban Government free from all re- 
straining influence. They know that that 
means the destruction of confidence, the 
paralysis of business, and the indefinite 
postponement of the revival of industry. 

Persons who take pains to inform 
themselves as to the sentiment of sober- 
minded, property-owning business men 
in Cuba will learn that we have faith- 
fully presented their opinions and their 
wishes. 

On the other side there are those lead- 
ers of public opinion among the Cubans 
to whom power and personal opportunity 
appear to be the most glorious advan- 
tages of independence. Upon the minds 
of these men, trained in a very different 
school from that in which most of the 
work-a-day American people have ac- 
quired their notions of what constitute 
the chief blessings and the highest glory 
of civil government, the trappings and 
symbols of authority not unnaturally 
exercise a more potent fascination than 
ambition to develop the sugar planta- 
tions and build up the profitable tobacco 
trade of Cuba. It is not reasonable to 
expect these veterans of the long strug- 


gle of the insurrection to look at the in-

terests of the island as we look at them, 
or to see the sound principles of their re- 
lations with us as they appear to the en- 
lightened understanding of their neigh- 
bors already ambitious for the industrial 
future of the island. It is the old strife 
between the military régime and the in- 
dustrial régime, with the initial advan- 
tage altogether in favor of the former. 
We may hope for the spread of enlight- 
enment among the Cuban leaders. Un- 
fortunately, we cannot speak with the 
same confidence of all the Americans 
whose views upon our relations with 
Cuba show that in their judgment the 
obligations of the Treaty of Paris, the 
interests of the island, and the peace of 
the United States should be altogether 
left out of the question.

Like the defeated warriors in the poem, 
the Committee of Five is ‘‘ few and faint, 
but fearless still.” CARLYLE once had a 
good deal of rude fun with the idea of a 
“reforming Pope,’ when Pius Ninth was 
expected to be one. But that is really 
mild compared with the notion. of re- 
forming Tammany. Real reform of the 
city by Tammany, which is the organiza- 
tion of its vice and crime, would of 
course mean the suicide of the organiza- 
tion. Every poolseller, every liquor deal- 
er who breaks the law, every keeper of a 
disorderly house, is necessarily not only 
a sympathizer with the organization, but 
a tributary to it. The going out of busi- 
ness of ‘any one of them would be, to 
that extent, an injury to the business of 
the organization. 

That Mr. Croker should have set a 
committee to work to suppress vice was 
That any five 
adults should have consented to 
take the places of Tammany. purifiers, 
and as such should even have looked for 
practical help from the boss, is a triumph 
of something, though we are not quite 
of what. Mr. NIXON 
asks the publie to believe that that was 
Mr. NIXon seems to be a 
trustful citizen.

TENEMENT HOUSE REFORM. 


No student of the tenement house ques- 
tion can fail to be impressed with the 
moderation and practicality of the re- 
port of the Tenement House Commission. 
The tenement house question is indeed a 
group of including sanitary 
questions, sociological questions, and po- 
litical questions. If all the tenement 
houses in New York were fit for human 
habitation, Tammany Hall would cease 
to exist. It would perish of inanition. 
Mr. Hewitt put his finger on the sore 
spot in this municipality when he ad- 
vised the well-to-do of New York that 
it was not only their duty, but their in- 
terest, as a matter of moral insurance, 
to establish centres of civilization in the 
tenement house districts, which should 
make provision, not only for instruction, 
secular and religious, but also for whole- 
some and decent recreation. 

More than two-thirds of the people of 
Greater New York, according to the re- 
port, live in tenement houses, The com- 
mission does not say so, but it is prob- 
able that quite two-thirds of these two- 
thirds live in conditions unfit for human 
habitation. Why should it not be so? 
The object of the ordinary investors in 
tenement houses is to make as much 
money as possible out of the investment. 
They have found that the regulations im- 
posed by law would reduce income if they 
were enforced. Luckily for them, but 
unluckily for the great majority of the 
population, the responsibility for enforc- 
ing these regulations is so divided that 
scarcely any of them are enforced. If 
they were all enforced, the reduction of 
income by the increase of original cost 
and cost of maintenance would be con- 
siderable. The effect of an attempt to 
enforce a really effective set of restric- 
tions upon new tenement houses would 
be trivial. The great mass of the popu- 
lation would still be condemned to live 
in,places not fit for human habitation. 
The projectors of new tenement houses, 
who include the most provident and 
thrifty of the small investors of the 
community, would resent, and with some 
show of reason, compulsion upon them 
to raise the standard of construction in 
buildings in the rentals of which they 
would be forced to compete with the 
rentals fixed by the habits of living of 
the great majority of tenement house 
dwellers. The public-spirited men who 
have erected really habitable tenement 
houses have to admit that, although the 
return from their investment is as large 
as can be expected from absolutely safe 
securities, it is not so large by much as 
it would be if they had taken advantage 
of the inadequacy of the laws and of 
the laxity of their administration, even 
leaving out of view the difference caused 
by the fact that the owner of tenement 
houses is so often his own agent and su- 
perintendent, and that his gains are 
therefore in part wages as well as profits. 

In these circumstances, the Tenement 
House Commission, made up, for the 
first time, of representatives of every in- 
terest that is entitled to a hearing, has 
done wisely in limiting its demands upon 
the owners of existing tenement houses 
and the projectors of new ones to the 


very minimum compatible with health 





questions, 
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and decency. The prohibition of “air 
shafts”’ is almost the only one of its 
recommendations that can be called sen- 
sational. And of the necessity of this 
there can be no question. The ordinary 
air shaft of the tenement house admits 
neither fresh air nor light, as it is fondly 
supposed to do, but only smells and 
noises and germs of disease. It is not 
meant to conduce to the health or com- 
fort of the tenants. It is meant as a 
pretext of compliance with a well-meant 
regulation, the purpose of which it in 
fact nullifies. The commission does not, 
as we understand its report, maintain 
that tenement houses constructed and 
operated in accordance with its recom- 
mendations would be ‘model _ tene- 
ments’ in any proper sense of the term. 
It merely maintains that the real adop- 
tion of them would work a great im- 
provement in the actual conditions of 
tenement house life in New York, and, 
to insure the real adoption of them, it 
proposes a new municipal department, 
which shall be responsible for the en- 
forcement of all the existing ordinances. 
whether they concern the protection of 
the dwellers in tenement houses against 
disease, against fire, or against vice. 

All this is evidently sensible, moderate, 
and practical, and we have to accept the 
assurance of the commission that it is 
the best there is any real chance of get- 
ting. But, on that very account, it ought 
to be understood, in and out of the Leg- 
islature, that it is an “irreducible mini- 
mum,” and that it would be an act of 
hostility to the majority of the people of 
New York to attempt to reduce it. The 
measure recommended by the commis- 
sion and the Governor ought to pass the 
Legislature, we will not say without the 
dotting of an “i” or the crossing of a 
“t,” but without any impairment of the 
necessary safeguards it imposes against 
cupidity in behalf of a helpless popula- 
tion. 





THE DEVELOPMENT OF FEMININE 
SELF-RELIANCE. 


The release of Mrs. NATION on bail 
from the Topeka Bastile was effected 
just in time to save the male portion of 
the human race from annihilation. A 
Michigan woman had formally notified 
Judge Hazgn, who seems to have been 
the committing magistrate, that if the 
illustrious prisoner was longer detained 
“we propose to raise the greatest army 
of women the world has ever known and 
wipe man out of existence.’’ Considering 
the facility with which armies of women, 
at least large enough to do great dam- 
age ’to property, can be raised in the 
West, it would be in the highest degree 
fatuous to dismiss this threat as idle va- 
poring. It might not be made good to 
the extent of wiping man out of exist- 
ence, but even decimation would be un- 
desirable from the male point of view. 
That a beginning would have been made 
in that direction is extremely probable. 
To the new woman all things appear to 
be possible. An army of them much less 
numerous than St. Ursuwa’s following of 
eleven thousand virgins would be likely 
to give a good deal better account of 
themselves than those unhappy young 
women did at Cologne. Times have 
changed since that sad event “cast a 
gloom over Europe.” At the head of 
eleven thousand new women armed with 
hatchets Mrs. NATIon would have routed 
the Huns without difficulty. 

The principal characteristic of the new 
woman which has hitherto escaped the 
recognition to which its importance en- 
titles it is her exaggerated self-reliance. 
Up to a certain point this is admirable, 
but it can perhaps be carried too far for 
the good of society and the peace of man- 
kind. Time was--and it was not very 
long ago—when the favorite attitude of 
the typical woman was that of complete 
theoretical dependence upon the strong 
arm and masterful intelligence of her 
male protector. We speak of this de- 
pendence as theoretical, advisedly, It 
accomplished its chief purpose in flatter- 
ing the masculine vanity. A favorite 
figure of speech in describing the proper 
and normal relation of the sexes was to 
compare man to the sturdy oak which 
buffeted the storms and wrestled the 
strong winds, and woman to the clinging 
vine which embraced the oak and was 
upheld by it. This was very pretty and 
poetical, no doubt, and it did service for 
a good many centuries, until women he- 
gan to take an interest in botany. Then 
they made the discovery that the figure 
was at least an unfortunate one, since 
the clinging vine, however decorative to 
the rough and scraggy oak, was at best 
a parasite, and that the oak would 
best promote its own well-being and in- 
sure a green old age if it had as little as 
possible to do with vegetables of the 
clinging vine variety. Naturalists had 
pointed out that when the clinging vine 
got its growth its principal business in 
life was to embrace its victim so tightly 
as to squeeze the sap out of it, not in 
exuberance of affection, but because it 
was by nature a constrictor. No woman 
of good judgnient cared to be put in that 
classification; so the clinging vine meta- 
phor was dropped, and the woman who 
should now venture to suggest that view 
of the relation of the sexes in a paper 
before her club would be promptly in- 
vited to resign, as trredeemably ineligi- 
ble for association with any one but 
hopeless old maids—whose views on that 
subject ‘don’t count.’”’ Accepted con- 
ventions permit, and indeed demand, the 
amelioration of unpleasant truths to suit 
the fictions of social amenities. The 
favorite modern figure is safer. It pict- 
ures man as the sun, the source of life 
and light and power, perpetually elimi- 
native of energizing forces; and woman 
as the earth, perpetually absorptive of 
the benefits radiated from the genérous 
luminary which is the accredited source 
of all terrestrial phenomena. This is 
free from objection. The new woman is 
content with the earth and the fullness 
thereof, and makes no objection to any 
amount of solar radiation up to the limit 
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of her absorptive powers. 





Moreover, the 
sun, while conferring inestimable bene- 
fits, remains some ninety-two millions of 
miles out of her way, and demands noth- 
ing in return for what he confers. This 
is as it should be. 

Those who think that the development 
of self-reliance stops at intellectual in- 
dependence, or even at political equality, 
have read history to small purpose. Cir- 
cumstances partly of her own making 
and partly the result of influences which 
have always tended to promote a certain 
degree of artificiality in social relations, 
have operated to réstrain woman from 
participation in much of the world’s 
work which has profoundly interested 
them. It looks now as if this restraint 
was becoming steadily weaker. The 
swing of the arrested pendulum and the 
relaxation of the coiled spring are famil- 
jar phenomena, invariably illustrating 
the law of equality between action and 
reaction, This is a disquieting thought. 
We believe it is a statistical fact that 
there are more women than men in the 
world, 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

——Comment on Admiral Sampson's refusal 
to recommend Gunner MorGaANn for promotion 
to the grade of Bnsign is taking exactly the 
course that was to be expected. The pa- 
pers ang politicians that aim at popularity 
with the unthinking and unintelligent are 
indulging in frenzied denunciation of the of- 
ficer who dared to speak of refinement and 
social graces as necessary qualifications 
for the holding of naval commissions, while 
calmer critics admit the general truth of 
what the Admiral said, and object chiefly 
to his failure to recognize the fact that 
there are exceptions to every rule and 
that the innovation he opposes was de- 
signed to turn one class of exceptions to 
good account. Another error that Admiral 
SAMPSON makes, it seems to ug is in as- 
suming that because the great majority of 
warrant officers are unfit for higher po- 
sitions, the fault, or the misfortune, is 
wholly theirs and is irremediable. Not a few 
young Americans of education and ambition 
enlist as private soldiers, simply because 
that is one of the roads to the attainment 
of the military honors and dignities they 
covet. Hitherto the navy has presented 
no such attraction, and most naturally the 
educated and ambitious young American 
who for one reason or another could not go 
to Annapolis has carefully refrained from 
entering a service in some ways more al- 
luring than the army, With a door opened 
between the berth deck and the ward- 
room, even though the door is a very nar- 
row one, the life of a common sailor on a 
man-of-war would become endurable to 
men who now would enter it only in a mo- 
ment of extreme desperation. This would 
increase the number of those exceptions 
the existence of which even Admiral SAMp- 
SON admits, and in the same proportion de- 
crease the dangers which he fears from a 
letting down of the ancient bars. 

— In the Washington correspondence of 
The Baltimore Sun there appears a sen- 
tence that will cause surprise, we think, to 
a great majority even of those who have 
followed most carefully the various phases 
of the Schley-Sampson controversy. The 
writer, after discussing the Morgan episode, 
says: ‘Officers most kindly disposed to 
Admiral SAMPSON believe that, perhaps, 
like his message after the Santiago fight, 
the letter was prepared by his aide, and 
was sent to the Navy Department without 
the Admiral’s fully appreciating its con- 
tents.”’ Is there, then, a theory that the 
fatal message about the Fourth of July 
present was worded by a subordinate and 
dispatched before it had received much or 
any consideration from the nominal and re- 
sponsible author? The suggestion is more 
of an explanation than of an excuse, how- 
ever, and perhaps its novelty is its most 
important feature, We get another queer 
Sampson story from The Boston Globe. 
**Soon after the end of active naval oper- 
ations around Cuba, in the Autumn of 
1898,"’ says that paper, ‘‘a dinner was 
given in honor of Admiral SAMPSON by a 
Cambridge gentleman distinguished in the 
world of letters, One of the guests when 
introduced to the Admiral, remarked: ‘I 
had the honor of serving under you before 
Santiago, Sir.’ Admiral Sampson looked 
puzzled for a moment and then remarked: 
‘TI thought I knew all the officers in the 
fleet; may I ask on which ship you were?’ 
‘I was a seaman on the Prairie, Sir,’ was 
the reply.”” That incident should have 
taught the Admiral that when the condi- 
tions are right, men who have had “ social 
advantages "’ will enter the navy in hum- 
ble positions and afterward retain unim- 
paired whatever capacity they may have 
possessed for taking part in social func- 
tions. It Is probable, though, that if the 
conversation quoted ever took place, it 
merely confirmed the Admiral’s belief that 
the Naval Militia is a troublesome and con- 
fusing organization, calculated to break 
down the sacred distinctions of the service. 





——Major W. C. GorGas, the Chief Sani- 
tary Officer of Havana, issues each month 
a report of the city’s vital statistics which 
is not only a model of minute detail com- 
bined with brevity and clearness, but is also 
the finest possible commentary on the 
character of the rule with which the Cu- 
bans are so eager to dispense. Havana in 
January had a population of 251,111, and 
its death rate is only 22.75 per 1,000—a really 
remarkable figure, in comparison with 
what the death rate of Cuba used to be, 
and one to be proud of even when the com- 
parison is with that of cities in the tropics 
that have attended to mynicipal sanitation 
for as many years as Havana has months, 
The total number of deaths in January was 
476, the smallest for the month in twelve 
years, the next lowest being 488 for the 
January of 1890, and the highest that of 
1897, which was 1,556. The rate per 1,000 
for the month in 1899 was 638.84, for 1900 
it was 23.90, and in tweive years past noth- 
ing better than 27 in 1894 is recorded. Yel- 
low fever is hardly an appreciable factor 
in the mortality total at present, but tuber- 
culosis, of which nobody talks, claimed 99 
victims, or about as many as any other 
three diseases in the Major’s long list. The 
city’s gain by immigration during the 
month was 1,41), almost 900 of the arrivals 
being Spaniards, and the rest coming from 
all parts of the world. Even the Philip- 
pines contributed one immigrant—a woman. 
No Americans are included in this list, 
though, of course, many of them visited the 
island for business or pleasure, and one of 
them died there, but not of yellow fever. 
The range of temperature for the month 
was from 85, on New Year’s Day, to 50, on 
the 27th. On Jan. 5 the rainfall amounted 
to 5.49 inches, which must have been a de- 
cidedly vigorous shower, but there was only 
one other real rain, and most of the days 
were pleasant. 





-—Those of our feminine readers who 
have resented the advice of “ Artist” as 
to how they should comb their hair devoted 
most of their energy and indignation to 
telling him that men, too, follow the 
fashion even when it leads to ugliness.

SOME MORTGAGE TAX QUESTIONS. 








To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I see that it is proposed by our wonderful 
legislators at Albany to relieve the owners 
of real estate from a portion of the taxes 
which they now have to pay by imposing 
a special tax of half of 1 per cent. on all 
mortgages, and that it is further announced 
with a great ‘flourish of trumpets”’ that 
the law is to be so framed that the mortga- 
gee will be obliged to pay this tax and not 
the mortgagor. May I ask how this is to 
be accomplished? Perhaps the great Krum, 
who appears to be the leader of the Senate 
in matters of taxation, can “ enlighten my 
darkness "’ in this respect. 

How, for instance, can the mortgagee be 
compelled to pay the tax where a mortgage 
is already due, though not called in, or 
where there is a provision in an existing 
mortgage that upon the enactment of any 
law imposing such a tax, the mortgage is 
to become due? Does the great man think 


that it is possible to. compel a mortgagor 
not to call in a mortgage under such cir- 
cumstances, if the mortgagee refuses to 
pay him an amount equal to the new tax? 

f this cannot be done, as must be obvious 
to everybody except Krum and his dis- 
ciples, the mortgagor must either pay the 
tax or be put to the expense and trouble of 
procuring a new loan, if he can. Should he 
choose the latter horn of the dilemma, can 
anybody, even Krum, be foglish enough to 
Suppose that the mortgagor can procure a 
new loan without either paying an addi- 
tional amount of interest equal to the tax, 
or agreeing to pay the tax? 

Nothing can possibly prevent such a re- 
sult except an immediate and enormous 
flow of new capital into the real estate loan 
market, ready to be loaned at rates at least 
one-half of 1 per cent. below the current 
rates of interest, and which the owner 
would be willing to lend without putting 
the borrower to any expense for examining 
his title to his real estate. ‘‘ For, what 
shall it profit a man if he gain” one-half 
of 1 per cent. by reduction of interest on 
his mortgage and pay to brokers and law- 
yers from one-half of 1 per cent, to 24% per 
cent. for obtaining such reduction? 

It is safe to say that more than half of 
the present mortgages on real estate in 
New York City contain a clause whereby 
they become due at the option of the mort- 
gagee upon the enactment of any law im- 
posing such a tax on them, as is proposed 
by Krum, and that of the remainder a 
very large proportion are overdue. So that 
if Krum will show these unlucky rea: es- 
tate owners how they can escape having 
the burden of his new tax added to the 
taxes that they are already staggering un- 
der, he will confer an inestimable boon 
upon thousands of his suffering fellow- 
citizens. If he won't do this, why won't 
he at least let the unfortunate real estate 
owners, of whom I am one, alone? 

As real estate is already taxed beyond 
what it can bear, a large number of its 
owners, under the delusion that they might 
at least be supposed to understand their 
own business, have appealed to the Legis- 
lature to remove the tax on mortgages alto- 
gether, knowing only too well that what- 
ever tax the mortgagee might nominally be 
called upon to pay would really be paid by 
the mortgagor. 

But wisest Krum says no 
This must not yet be so. 


“ Behold, I, even I, in my infinite wisdom 
have decided that you are wrong. Let all 
mortgages stili be taxed, and out of the 
vast stores of my knowledge I will provide 
a way of escape for you, so that ye ma, be 
able to bear it.’’ 

We have asked for bread and are given a 
stone with a vengeance. So that unless the 
almighty Platt shall intervene, it looks as 
if nothing can save us from the assininity 
of our alleged friends. Well may the poor 
real estate owner exclaim ‘‘ The Lord de- 
liver us from our friends.”’

THE STEEL COMBINATION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The editorial in THE Times to-day, ‘ The 
Iron and Steel Combination,’’ must have 
been a reminder to your many readers of 
the magnitude of the problem the people of 
the United States are soon to be called upon 
to solve. 

The power of this gigantic combination to 
control the production of iron and steel” 
in the United States in the various process- 
es from the mine to the consumer and man- 
ufacturer of goods of iron and steel] has 
been demonstrated by THe TIMES, and 
should cause those men who are in control 
of this monopoly to proceed with caution. 
Will they be wise enough to do so? I think 
not. 

This large combination is composed of 
small trusts that in the past have robbed 
the American consumer at every opportuni- 


ty. Why not? The peeps have voted for 
a high protective tariff, and if it did not en- 
able those who produce protected goods to 
charge more in the United States than they 
would have been able to charge under free 
trade there would be no protective tariff for 
the benefit (?) of American labor, Those 
who are prominent in the steel combination 
are all advocates of a high tariff on iron 
and steel. 

Their industry needs protection. To pro- 
tect the consumers of iron and steel in the 
United States, they sell thelr products 
cheaper to foreigners than at home. 

Have those who are high in the coun- 


cils of the Republican Party shown any in- 
clination to take from this trust any of the 
rivileges it now enjoys? Have they not 
ustified the robbery of the people by the 
small trusts that now form this combina-~- 
tion, and are they not now striving to ob- 
tain for this same clique a shipping subsidy 
which is called by many Republicans a 
barefaced steal? 

These men demand a subsidy to encourage 
the construction of steel ships in the United 
States, pose as patriots, and charge the 
opponents of the scheme with treason. 
These patriots who are so anxious to en- 
courage the construction of steel ships in 
the United States sell steel plates for ships 
cheaper to foreigners than to Americans. 
They now ask the people whom they have 
fleeced for years to pay them chipping sub- 
sidies, or, in other words, ask the people 
to pay a part of the freight charges across 
the ocean on steel and iron that they will 
sell cheaper to foreigners than to Ameri- 
cans, to aid in opening the markets of the 
world to foreigners who use American-made 
steel.

They now 
enjoy a tariff monopoly of the iron and 
steel industry, and now only demand that 
a part of the ocean freights on iron and 
steel to foreigners be paid by the Govern- 
ment. Is there anything we should not be 
pleased to offer them? Hurrah for protec- 
tion.

STANFORD UNIVERSITY TROUBLES 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reference to your editorial on freedom 
of speech at Stanford University, let me, 
as a former student of the university 
and as one well acquainted with Presi- 
dent Jordan, add a word. I believe the 
dismissal of Prof. Ross is an insidious re- 
buff to President Jordan’s own great partic- 
ipation in the discussion of current ques- 
tions. I am only surprised that the univer- 
sity’s brave and strenuous President has 
not received direct admonition. His activ- 
ity dates from the battle of Manila, and 
while the welkin split for annexation and 


conquest, his voice thundered out in denun- 
ciation of the new methods. More than 
that, he sowed broadcast his intention to 
vote for Mr, Bryan. 

Under his influence Stanford University 
became a centre of activity against the 
new imperialism. In the Spring of 1899 
he invited me to denounce, in an ad- 
dress to the students, the Philippine iniquity 
as I saw it when a soldier there. After that 
the papers teemed with acrid comment on 
the President of Stanford, and accused him 
of employing the university to promulgate 
‘‘ vagaries.’’ Then Mrs. Stanford returned 
from Europe and,in an interview, expressed 
disappointment at Dr. Jordan’s_ stand. 
About that time—April—I asked Dr. Jor- 
dan if he could not increase his activity 
against the Administration at Washington, 
to which he replied ‘“ No,’’ for he did not 
wish to commit the university. ‘ Why not 
resign for a few months?’’ I asked. He 
thought a moment, and said something 
about neglecting the university. 

Dr. Jordan has chosen tad many thorny 
paths in California for you to aecuse him of 
being ‘‘ vacillating and not consistent in his 
acts and utterances.’ He is the most in- 
domitable and consistent man I ever met. 
But there are times when the ends weigh 
more than the means, and in this case he 
must cater against his wishes to Mrs. Stan- 
ford. For, should Dr. Jordan resign, it 
would mean the breaking up of the univer- 
sity, for, as a student wrote me, every 
member of the Faculty and student body 
would leave with him.

THE FORT GEORGE PARK SITE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have noticed in your columns several 
letters referring to the taking of the land 
at Fort George as a public park, particular- 
ly in your issue of Feb. 21, signed by Mr. 
R. P. Bolton. 

As I have already taken very eonsiderable 
and active interest in this matter, I beg to 
call your attention to the fact that a bill 
for the taking of this land as a public park 
was introduced in the Legislature in 1895 
by Senator Guy, and, as it was not success- 
ful that year, it was again introduced in 
the Legislature in the year 1896 by Senator 
Ford, and that year passed both houses 
of the Legislature; came down before May- 
or Strong, who was then Mayor of the city, 
for his approval; public hearings were had 
on it before him, and after investigating 
the matter Mayor Strong approved the bill, 
and it was taken, with his approval, to the 


Governor, but it was among the thirty- 
day bills, and Gov. Morton, the then Gov- 
ernor, did not sign the bill. Mayor Strong 
told me a short time before his death that 
he thought that Gov. Morton subsequently 
regretted that he had not signed the bill. 
The only opposition to it finally came from 
the owners of the property proposed to be 
taken as a public park, who, apparently, 
felt that the purposes for which the ground 
is now used, namely, beer gardens and the 
like, would afford them more profit than the 
sale of the property to the city. 

The area provided to be taken by the bill 
included two plots bounded on the east by 
Amsterdam Avenue, on the north by Fort 
George Avenue, on the west by Fort 
George and Eleventh Avenues, and on the 
south by a line drawn parallel to West 
One Hundred and Ninetieth Street, distant 
431 83-100 feet northerly from the north- 
erly line of said street. The area so in- 
cluded, which is divided by Audubon Aye. 
nue into two plots, would have embraced 
in the larger plot 190.04 city lots, and in 
the smaller 52.08 city lots. 

As already stated, the bill at the time 
of its final passage met with no opposition 
whatever, except from the property owners, 
though at an earlier stage some of the per- 
sons interested in the restaurants and sa- 
loons in that locality opposed the bill, but 
their opposition was subsequently with- 
drawn. The bill had many arguments in 
its favor, chiefly those arising from the his- 
toric and scenic attractions of the place. 
The high ground included within the area 
described forms, I believe, the site of the 
last struggle between the Revolutionary 
forces headed by Col. Rawlins of the Vir- 
ginia Rifles and the British in the opening 
years of the Revolutionary War, the 
heights being finally captured by the Brit- 
ish on the 17th day of November, 1776, and 
the whole height being subsequently held 
by the British until their evacuation, <A 
map showing the attacks on Fort Wash- 
ington and also on Fort George, with the 
disposition of the American and British 
forces, may be found in Valentine’s Man- 
ual for the year 1861. : 

The scenic attractions of the place are 
equally great, and I earnestly hope that in 
the near future some effort will again be 
made to secure the retention of the place 
as a public park. The lines of the bill al- 
ready drafted by me and passed by the 
Legislature will afford an easy means of 
securing that end, should there be suffi- 
cient public sentiment to demand it.

Per- 
haps in the days to come men will realize 
that the contemplation of this subject is 
barren and profitless, and then they may 
turn to issues more important and more 
pertinent to the welfare of themselves and 
society. How much better off would man 
be if he knew what was to become of him 
after his soul had left his body? Would 
he be any happier for that knowledge? I 
think not. 

There is a peculiar fascination, however, 
in the case of the aged gentleman who 


doubts. If his doubts do not cause him 
mental pain, then the matter as a personal 
problem to him is not worth bothering 
about. If, on the other hand,/these doubts 
cause acute mental suffering and treatment 
is impeiative to allay the fears of the suf- 
ferer, an analysis of the matter must 
prove of service. Of what is this old man 
afraid? Has he, like all other mortals, 
sinned? Has he not been punished for 
these sins in some way? If he has not, 
then does he fear the wrath of an awful 
omnipotent God who will wreak the most 
terrible vengeance on him in. the hereafter 
for the sins committed in the flesh? If a 
God of this conception rules the universe,

then is everything noble in philosophy and 
religion a horrible combination of Hes. 
That men should be born into the world 
through an agency for which they them- 
selves are not responsible, and into condi- 
tions which ter ad no share in making 
and can do little to change; the heirs cf 
the vices of preceding generations, most 
of them doomed to a struggle for exist- 
ence; all of this under the eye of an All- 
Wise one. to whom everything is plain, 
and that these beings should be damned 
little or long in another world for sins 
they could hardly help committing—sins 
punished by society, or «emorse, or both— 
that’ a just God should thus torture a 
puny human is monstrous, is blasphemy, 
and an atrocious libel on the sanity and 
the intelligence of mankind, to boot. No; 
our Soubting friend has nothing to fear 
in the court of a just Judge—even at a 
post-mortem tribunal. 

After all it does seem to the writer that 
this longing for a Hfe beyond the grave is 
the most arrant selfishness, and he has 
yet to hear a satisfactory explanation of 
*‘eternal happiness.” I doubt if any one 
can conceive of such a state or give it 
logical expression if he could. If death 
be the end of all, then all the more should 
we pilgrims work while we have the light, 
and get out of life the best and purest en- 
joyment that it affords. Let us so order 
our lives and our affairs to make this 
world a heaven for ourselves and our fel- 
lows. Let us show in our a lives that 
religion is service for material good, and 
not a fervid, semi-hysterical abstraction be- 
ginning and ending in our own conscious- 
ness and, at bottom, nothing less than self- 
created terrorism. It is too late now in this 
age of man when the sciences, physical and 
moral, have penetrated into every part of 
the knowable for men to _ crouc and 
whimper before a Deity who has created 
them ‘free agents,” according to their 
own testimony. Of what value is the 
homage of a wretch who slinks in fear of 
the thunderbolts of Jove and who refrains 
from cutting his neighbor’s throat either 
because he is afraid of punishment if he 
does, or because he will get a loliypop if 
he doesn’t? 

Has the Great Designer given men brains 
to reason with, or are they to rot away in 
the fetters of barbaric superstition? If 
the man with the muck rake does not see 
the nobler things above him, no less does 
the desire for physical immortality often 
blind men to the noble things below the 
clouds. In striving for an ideal world 
hereafter,**that so far as we know hag 
no existence except in their imagination, 
men have often neglected the gravest mat- 
ters in this world. They have resigned 
themselves to the most unjust condition, 
consoling themselves with the thought that 
justice would be done ultimately in the 
world to come, and have nursed their own 
ignorance and superstition by following the 
advice to be content in their ‘ station of 
life'’ into which they were born. What 
has been the result? The greater part of 
men to-day have come to look on religion 
as a matter of one day out of seven as 
mainly a matter of life service, and letting 
God do the rest. 

However, there is a comforting feature 
of the situation, and that is that, after all, 
the world is better to-day than ever be- 
fore, and love and justice are more abund- 
ant than they were, judged by tangible ey- 
idence. Old men who doubt, and doubts 
should come in youth only, are, I believe, 
getting scarce. Men nowadays either have 
a firm faith in a future existence, in which 
they may or may not have cognition of 
their present life, and the faith precludes 
all doubt, or they look on death as a last. 
a dreamless, and an eternal sleep. If both 
are wise, both will do the best they can for 
themselves and mankind, and as they ap- 
proach the threshold of the great mystery 
they should pass the portal with their 
minds filled with hope and love and peace.

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PUBLISHERS AGREE TO 
ADVANGE BOOK PRIGES 


Fiction Alone Held Exempt Under 
the General Decree. 


FOR THE RETAILERS’ BENEFIT 


Effect Upon Author and Book-Buying 
Public—The Harpers’ Experiment 
—Mr. Scribner’s Views. 


Book prices are to go up. Mayy1 is the 
@ay set for the advance, and the absolute 
reign of the $1.50 book for 98 cents and 
$1.12 will be at an end. No trust has done 
this, but publishers by mutual consent have 
decided that it is to be so, and they have es- 
tablished most stringent regulations to en- 
force their decision. The publishers main- 
tain, too, that this is not so much for their 
benefit as for that of the bookseller—for 
him whom, publishers say, the all-inclu- 
siveness of the department store has almost 
driven out of business within the last few 


years. 

The only books to be exempted nein the 
new plan are works of fiction. For the 
present publishers may sell fiction to book- 
sellers without regard to the discount to 
be offered to the retail purchaser, but if 
the publisher really does not want his price 
cut and puts a net sum at which it shall 
be sold, woe, proclaims the publisher, unto 
the book dealer who cuts the net price. 
Some publishers want all fiction to come 
under the new rule, but others feel that 
this would be too revolutionary a step to 
take at once. They wish to see first how 
the net prices for other books will operate 
in practice. 

While the public will have to pay higher 
prices for the books in stores where rates 
have heretofore been cut heavily, the net or 
retail prices will be lower than heretofore, 
It is expected that there will be a hori- 
zontal reduction of about 20 per cent. in the 
retail prices of all books. The publisher 
will get as much from the dealer as before, 
in that he will offer the dealer a smaller 
trade discount. It is possible that authors 
may be affected in time, as most of their 
royalties are paid upon the basis of the 
gross prices of the books, which are now 
to be cut by the publisher and maintained 
by the dealer. 

MANY PUBLISHERS SIGN. 

The agreement under which all this is to 
be done has just been signed by most of 
the members of the American Publishers’ 
Association, formed last Fall with a view to 
remedying the cut-price bookselling system. 
In this association are most of the leading 
publishers of the country. In their agree- 
ment the following are the chief pro- 
visions: 

That th members of the American pubiahers 
Association agree that all copyrighted books firs 
issued by them after May 1, 1901, shall be pub- 
lished at net prices, which it is recommended 
shall be reduced from the prices at which sim- 
jlar books have been issued heretofore; provided, 
however, that there shall be exempt "from this 
agreement all school books, such works of fic- 
tion (not juveniles) and new editions as the in- 
dividual publisher may desire, and such other 
books as are not sold through the trade. 

That the members of the association agree that 
such net copyrighted books and all others of their 
books shall be sold by them to those booksellers 
only who wll maintain the retail price of such 
net copyrighted books for one year, and to those 
booksellers and jobbers only who will sell their 
books further to no one known to them to cut 
such net prices or whose name has been given to 
them by the association as one who cuts such 
prices or who fails to abide by such fair and 
reasonable rules and regulations as may be 
established by local associations. 

That after the expiration of a year from the 
publication of any such net copyrighted book 
dealers shall not be held to the above restrictions, 
and may sell such book at a cut price; but if, on 
learning of such action, the publisher shall de- 
sire to buy back at the purchase price the copies 
then remaining in the dealer’s hands they must 
be resold io him on demand. 

The agreement provides also that every 
person or dealer who cuts prices shall be 
reported, and a notice sent at once to all 
members of the association. In order to 
facilitate the operation of the new scheme 
in dealing with the retail purchaser, it is 
recommended in the agreement that the 
retail price of a net book shall be printed, 
marked ‘“net,”’ on a paper wrapper cov- 
ering the book. 

The only exception to the rule of main- 
taining the retail price is to be in the case 
of libraries to which access is either free 
or by annual subscription. The “ book 
club” {gs frowned upon, and it is said that 
several of these clubs which have done a 
large business in the past selling books to 
subscribers at greatly reduced prices may 
now be forced out of business. This will 
depend, it is stated, upon how large a pro- 
portion of the business of these clubs is 
done in the current publications. 

In the agreement it is suggested that the 
discount on net- copyrighted books here- 
after be 25 per cent. This matter, how- 
ever, is left entirely to the individual pub- 
lisher. Heretofore it has been customary 
for discounts to run anywhere from 25 to 
60 per cent. It was the rule that depart- 
ment stores, buying novels in large quan- 
tities, could secure books catalogued at 
$1.50 for 81 cents, These books were then 
sold for from 95 cents up, the average 
price being about $1.10. One publisher 
only a few davs ago issued 50,000 copies 
as a first edition of a certain novel, and 
offered it to the trade at 60 per cent, flat 
discount, which was an advance upon all 
other cuttings, because, in addition to the 
flat discount dealers generally expect a 
discount for cash payment. 

THE HARPERS’ TEST. 

The first result of the new agreement is 
a test which Harper & Brothers will make. 
Th-- were sending to dealers yesterday a 
circular, of which this is in part a copy: 

In order to give the earliest possible test to the 
plan to be adopted by the American Publishers’ 
Association to correct the evils connected with 
the cutting of prices on books, we have decided 
to present our forthcoming novel as a net book. 

The plan upon which this book is published 
contemplates the maintaining of the retail price 
to all purchasers excepting in the case of 
libraries, which may. be allowed a discount of 
10 per cent. If we sell the book to others than 
the trade we will add the cost of postage or 
expressage to the retail price. The retail price 
will be $1.20, instead of $1.50, as it would have 
been ordinarily 

As is known to you, the plan referred to does 
mot become effective until May 1, 1901, but we 
see no reason why so wise and just a measure 
should not be carried out at once. It would 
seem to be in our mutual interest to test the 
merits of the plan, and we, therefore, do not 
hesitate to seek your co-operation by requesting 
you not to cut the price of this book. 


Qn the paper cover of this volume there 
will appear the following notice: 

To the purchaser: The price of this book under 
the usual method of sale would he $1.50, from 
which the bookseller would make such deduction 
to you_as he might consider proper, Believing 
that all purchasers should be treated alike, we 
have made the price $1.20 net, which means 
that the bookseller is expected to charge you 
neither more nor less than that amount. 

Col. George B. M. Harvey, President of 
the Harper concern, and one of the prime 
movers in the Publishers’ Association, said 
yesterday that he had already heard from 
a number of dealers with regard to this 
tentative scheme, and that most of them 
seemed to be pleased with it. 

“Our agreement,” ‘said Col. Harvey, 


**gives the publisher the option of setting 
a net price on _ his fiction, as well as on 
other books, and I anticipate that there will 
be a flood of books at net prices when the 
agreement goes into effect, The agree- 
ment simply allows the option to a pub- 
lisher of setting either an old-time retail 
price which couid be cut and the new net 
price which cannot be cut without trouble 
for the dealer. 

**I believe the dealers of the country have 
been hungering for such a step as this on 
the part of the publishers. Our association 
has been formed only a few months, and 
a great many details had to be arranged 
before this agreement could be effected. 
This is the first time there has ever been 
any concerted action among publishers. 
It was felt that we should go slow at first, 
and that is the reason fiction was exempt- 
ed from the agreement, in a measure. But 
as soon as the new. agreement has gone 
into effect and the public has gotten used 
e it, I believe fiction will be added to the 
ist. 

“This plan has proved feasible in Eng- 
land and Germany, and I believe our or- 
ganization is strong enough to ‘make it 
work here The publishers are determined 
to see the matter through. I do not believe 
the large department stores will object 
to the plan. These stores have now be- 
come great book sellers, their book depart- 
ments being no longer mere advertisements 
for the dry goods and other departments. 

| Mil that the department stores now want 
is the assurance that their competitors 
| will not cut the book prices, and I feel sure 


they will be as glad as any one else to keep 
the prices up.’ 


VIEWS OF MR. SCRIBNER. 


Charles Scribner’s Sons is one of the 

irms which expressed a willingness to 
place all fiction on the list of net books, 
though the concern has signed the agree- 
ment as it now stands. Charles Scribner 
himself said yesterday: 

“So far as the books we publish are 
concerned, I should have been willing to 
place fiction on the net list. But the agree- 
ment could not be made unless all were 
willing to abide by it, so we had to make 
a sort of compromise. It does seem that 
it would be revolutionary to stop all cutting 
of prices on works of fiction all at once. 
And some of the publishers would not agree 
to any such regulation at the start. They 
preferred to wait and see how the arrange- 
ment with respect to other books would 
work. I see no reason why all books 
should not be“included in this net arrange- 
ment within a short time.’ 

One publisher, who has not yet signed 
the May 1 agreement, said to a Npw Yor«K 
TIMBs reporter yesterday that he felt very 
strongly that all books should be included 
in the net arrangement. 

“Why,” said he, “should we acknowl- 
edge to the trade that we are not strong 
enough to enforce an agreement of this 
kind regarding all books? It is feared that 
some of the larger dealers would cut fic- 
tion prices, in spite of the publishers, and 
that then publishers would not be willing 
to forego the profit derived from their 
trade simply because they broke an agree- 
ment with some other house. 

‘It is true that to include fiction might 
cut down slightly the sale of such phe- 
nomenally popular books as ‘ David Ha- 
rum’ and ‘Richard Carvel,’ although this 
would be only temporary. In the end, the 
small dealer would be rehabilitated and 
there would be just as much trade as be- 
fore, As it is now, the bookseller, to keep 
his head above water, must make a spe- 
cialty of something besides books. He is a 
stationer or something of the kind, else he 
is earning only a bare existence. The de- 
partment store would not, I think, lose very 
much, and that only temporarily, by sell- 
ing fiction at net prices, and such prices 
would give the book dealer heart again and 
enable him to make enough profit to stay 
in the business.” 

Before rez iching 


its present agreement, 
the Pu iblishers’ 


Association, through George 
P. Brett, its Secretary, addressed to hun- 
dreds of Sobieecliogs a circular, in which 
was the following question, among others: 

Should all new copyright books be issued at 
net prices, or in the beginning would it be bet- 
ter to make only certain classes of books—such 
as perhaps the more serious books—net, leav- 
ing novels and some other popular classes to be 
issued at regular retail prices, as at present? 

The answer to this question, it is under- 
stood, was well-nigh unanimously to the 
effect that fiction, as well as all other 
books, should be sold at net prices. A book 
dealer, in a letter published in the current 
number of The Publishers’ Weekly, thus 
comments upon the agreement just 
re: ac hed: 

“It would seem that fiction—the source 
of most of the trouble of recent years—is to 
be handled in the same distressing way as 
before, with the same disheartening results. 
The trouble that would follow if a change 
is not attempted is proved in advance of the 
testimony of the several hundred booksell- 
ers who have pleaded so continuously for 
the change which it is now proposed to 
withhold from them. It was because of 
their petitions for a change in the matter of 
sale of the fast-selling books—including fic- 
tion—that the present movement was in- 
augurated. And it cannot be that so many 
men, with such varying Interests and envi- 
ronment, are in error in the one judgment 
as to which they are in so full accord. A 
change must be brought about now.”’ 


EX-GOV. PINCHBACK SPEAKS. 


Colored Republicans Give a Dinner in 
His Honor—Ask the Party to 
Reward Him. 

About 200 colored Republicans gave a din- 
ner last night at the West Side Lyceum, 
Broadway and F eee Street, in hon- 
or of ex-Goy. P. B . Pinchback of Louisi- 
ana. The avowe . purpose of the dinner was 
to boom the ex-Governor for a political po- 
sition under the present National Adminis- 
tration. Fred B. Moore was the toastmas- 

ter. 

Charles Ww, 


Anderson responded to the 
toast, ‘‘Our Guest.” In greeting the ex- 
Governor he said, among other things: 

‘ We are here to do honor to the foremost 
living negro in America. He has always 
been faithful to us. He has never been 
accustomed to show the seamy side of the 
negro to gain sympathy from the white 
people, 

‘If our white friends would pity us less 
and study us more they would find out that 
the black man is not so remarkable—he is 
just like anybody else.’ 

Mr. Anderson then introduced ex-Gov. 
Pinchbac k, who in part spoke as follows: 

“Numbering quite ten millions, of every 
shade of color, from jet black to the com- 
plexion of the fairest Caucasian, counting 
those who by reason of their fair com- 
plexion are not identified with the race, 
they constitute at least one-sixth of the en- 
tire population, and guaranteed by the or- 

zanic law of the land every right and privi- 
~ of citizenship and equality before the 
jaw, yet the race is subjected to the most 
odious proscription aid humiliation in sev- 
eral of the Southern States by class legisla- 
tion, which enforces their separation from 
all the other classes of citizens in railroad 
stations and coaches and places of public 
resort. 

“A yvoteless class has no rights that any- 
body is bound to respect. It is noticeable 
that wherever colored men have been de- 
prived of the ballot, unjust class legislation 
has speedily followed, race antagonism in- 
tensified, and lawlessness and outrage 
against the race increased.”’ 

Resolutions were adopted commending 
the ex-Governor to a consideration of the 
Republican Party for a politigal position. 


PRECIOUS PAPYRI FOUND. 


Oldest Fragment of the Gospels Known 
Is Among a Batch Received by the 
Egypt Exploration Fund. 
BOSTON, Feb. 26.—The Rev. Dr, William 
C. Winslow of this city, Vice President of 
the Egypt Exploration Fund, to-day an- 
nounced a remarkable discovery among the 
large number of papyri recently received by 
him for distribution among several uni- 
versities. It is said to be the oldest frag- 

ment of the Gospels known. 

Dr. Winslow states that the papyrus 
contains a large part of the first chapter 
of the Gospel of St. Matthew. It was found 


at Oxyrhynchus, 140 miles south of Cairo, 
near where the famous ‘ Logia,”’ or ‘ Say- 
ings of Jesus,’’ was discovered, and its date 
is placed by some experts at 150 A. D., and 
by the editors of the Egypt Fund publica- 
tions at 50 or 60 years later. Dr. Winslow 
Says it belongs to the same class as the 
famous Sinaitic and Vatican codices, and is 
a remarkable corroboration of those texts 
and of the accepted version. On an impor- 
tant doctrinal point it contains the exact 
accepted language: ‘ Joseph, thou son of 
David, fear not to take unto thee Mary, thy 
wife, for that which is conceived in her is 
of the Holy Ghost.” 

Dr. Winslow states that valuable papyri 
of Homer, Thucydides, and Euclid are also 
in the collection. The papyrus of Thucidi- 
ae awere Chapters 36-41 of his fourth 

00 

Very fortunate, too, says Dr. Winslow, 
is the University of Pennsylvania, which 
gets twenty-nine of the papyri, to now 
possess a splendid papyrus of a large part 
of the fifth book of the [liad in very good 
text. It dates a little later than 200 A. D. 
The accentuation 1s full and Caius | 
unique. 

A petition of a certain Dionysia to the 
Prefect, dated 180 A. D., is a legal docu- 
ment of many pages full of just such refer- 
ences to precedents as ene finds in a peti- 
tion and argument to the United States Su- 
preme Court, Dionysia claims her right to 
property conferred by her marriage con- 
tract and to enjoy the income of it without 
the interference of Chaeremon, her father. 
A bit of Euclid of the third century illus- 
trates Proposition 5 of the second book, 
and Papyrus 290 reveals the fact that pri- 

vate syndicates existed in 88 A. D., for it 
states how a company of residents ‘got to- 
gether to do some banking—of the Nile, 
not of funds—in order to keep their lands 
from being too much watered. 

A Philadelphian last season sent to the 
Egypt Exploration Fund office in Boston a 
check for $750, and Dr. Winslow says that 
is why Philadelphia aps so ndsome a 
return in papyri as wgell as in Antiquities. 
All subscriptions to tWe explorations govern 
pro rata the distribution of the discoveries 
among the museums. 


Vassar “Student "Sees New Star. 


POUGHKEEPSIBE, N. Y., Feb. 26.—The 
brilllant new star in Perseus was observed 
independently at Vassar College by Miss 
Ida Watson of Newark, N. J., @ student in 
the Department of Astronomy, on Thurs- 
day evening at 11 P. M., Eastern standard 
time. While looking at Algol she discov- 
ered the new star, and fgund it to be of the 
first magnitude, ‘and nearly as bright as 
Capella. The next observation, made Feb. 
25, showed it to have diminished in bright- 
ness, It was then found to be of the same 
magnitude as Pollux,

ART NOTES. 


The exclusive exhibition of foreign pict- 
ures by some of the clubs has nettled Amer- 
ican painters from time to time, although 
the reason for such apparent neglect of the 
local artists in most cases may be sought 
in the fact that it is easier for the Art Com- 
mittee of a club to borrow from the private 
galleries of members than to go about to 
the artists for exhibits. There are few col- 
lectors who have large American galleries 
from which drafts can be made. The 
Lotos Club has made an effort to reach the 


artists themselves, and among the pictures 
in the present exhibition are a number of 
good pieces. Frederick S, Church has a 
woman's and a panther’s head painted in a 
broader style and with deeper tones than 
usual; Charles Rollo Peters supplies a noc- 
turne from Monterey, and Henry Lee a 
shore view, with pleasing color effects. 
Rather hard but likely to improve with 
time is the torrent, crag, and cloud piece 
from Maine by Julian Rix. The most — 
landscape is a French farm scene by L. P. 
Dessar, which was so much liked that it 
was bought at once by the club for the per- 
manent decoration of the lounging rooms. 
It is an early Autumn view, with low-lying 
farmhouse, flock of sheep, blue-coated shep- 
herd, and screen of tall trees. The picture 
would be improved by lightening the cur- 
tain of cloud along the horizon behind the 
row of tall trees and toning down the blue 
of the shepherd's coat, changes which are 
very easy to make and will improve vastly 
the effect of the landscape. The color 
scheme in other respects is most attractive. 
This picture marks a change in Mr. Des- 
sar’s methods, from a rather heavy but 
still attractive brush work to a lighter and 
more refined handling of paint, in which 
the brush work is far less obtrusive.

The successful aueten for the monument 
to the crew of the Maine is more architect- 
ural than sculptural, as it was certain to 
be from the start, The pedestal for the 
quadriga, with its erect goddess, is a mas- 
sive piece of masonry, sixty feet high, that 
a good deal more than suffices to uphold 
the seahorses and symbolical figures of Co- 
lumbia, and is more than necessary as a 
support and background for the winged 
Victory and other figures on the deck of 
the galley on the lower or fountain plane. 
Mr. Magonigle, the architect is a young 
man who has won prizes at the Archi- 
tectural League; the sculptor, Piccirimi is 
a native of Rome, less than forty years of 
age, who has resided many years in New 
York. There are ten pieces of bronze stat- 
uary in this design, two of which, on the 
fountain plane, represent the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans by reclining human figures 
to the right and left of the pedestal.

At Tiffany & Co.'s a notable example of 
forged iron work is on exhibition, after 
having formed one of the centres of inter- 
est in the German exhibit of the late Paris 
Exposition, The design is by Prof. Fritz 
Hausman, and the forging was done by 
Armbruster Brothers. A wingless dragon, 
a sort of iguana, is wound about a crag, 
and an eagle with outspread wings has 
alighted on the back of the scaly beast. 
An arrangement of electric bulbs permits 
a gleam of fire to issue from the open 
jaws of the dragon. The group is of great 
size, the dragon being 22 feet in length 
when measured along its coils, while the 
eagle is 12 feet from tip to tip of the wings. 
Each feather is separate and seemingly 
welded on. As a feat in forging, the group 
excites astonishment, but as a piece of 
art there is less to be said. Obviously the 
symbolisms of liberty and truth by the 
eagle and oppression and superstition by 
the dragon are forced symbolisms. They 
are like the designs by the Emperor Will- 
iam, which make one smile at their inept- 
ness. The eagle is not an alert or intelli- 
gent-looking bird. Prof. Hausman has 
modeled a dragon looking sleepily up at a 
feathered creature which’ has dared to op- 
pose its unprotected body to the scaly ar- 
mor and enormous jaws of the reptile. 
There can be no question of the outcome 
of a battle between the bird and the beast. 
The bird will soon be inside the dragon.

Letters of Administration Granted ona 


Personality of $500,000. 

Letters of administration have been 
granted by Surrogate Abbott to Mrs. Sarah 
C. Tracy and Charles FE. Dusenbury, on the

Former Democratic | Leader of Queens

Paso, Texas. 

The family of John P. Madden, the for- 
mer Democratic leader of Queens Borough, 
received word yesterday that Mr. Madden 
was dying at El Paso, Texas, whither he 
had gone in the hope of restoring his health, 
Mr. Madden has been suffering from con- 
sumption for a long time. He has been ab- 
sent from his office for a number of months 
at Denver, Col., and recently went to El 
Paso, thinking that the climate there might 
be beneficial. 

It has been claimed by friends of Mr, 
Madden that his sickness was not of a crit- 
ical character, but it has been generally 
understood that, although the Democratic 
leader was of stalwart frame, being 6 feet 
4 inches in height, he was nevertheless a 
victim of consumption.

He went to the 
convention from his Colorado resort.

On 
Saturday night last Miss Madden received a 
letter from her brother stating that he was 
doing well, and the shock of the telegram 
stating that he was dying was more severe 
on this account.

WILLIAM J. McMANUS DEAD. 


Was a Secret Service Agent and Fig- 
ured in Many Big Cases. 

William J. McManus, a Secret 
detective in the employ of the United 
States, died yesterday afternoon in St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, Baltimore, from a com- 
plication of diseases. He had been ill 
since the first of the year. He was forty- 
seven years old, and leaves a wife. Six- 
teen years ago he joined the United States 
Secret Service Bureau, and since that time 
has taken part in many celebrated cases, 
notable among them being the recent coun- 
terfeiting cases in Pennsylvania, which re- 
sulted in the conviction of the gang and 
the sending of their lawyers to the peni- 
tentiary. 

The latter, Ellery P. Ingham, former 
United States District Attorney, and his 
law partner, Harvey K. Newitt, attempted 
to bribe McManus to betray the prosecu- 
iion. McManus accepted the money, turned 
it over to the United States authorities, 
and testified against the lawyers. 

McManus’s mother, who is living in this 
city, is said to be at the point of death. 


William H. French Found Dead. 

RUTHERFORD, N. J., Feb, 26.—William 
H, French, thirty-eight years old, the New 
York manager for Dexter, Lambert & Co., 
silk manufacturers, whose office is at 33 
Greene Street, was found dead in his bed 
at his home at 121 Feronia Way, this place, 
when his daughter called him at 8 o'clock 
this morning. The gas jet in the room was 
partly turned on. Coroner Hoffman has 
given a burial permit, in which he gives 
aecidental death from gas asphyxiation as 
the cause. Mr. French is survived by a 
wife and one daughter. He had been with 
the silk concern twenty-four years, having 
entered its employ when a boy. 


Death of an Old Watchmaker. 

Hubert Tanis, the oldest watchmaker in 
New Jersey, died in Paterson yesterday on 
his ninety-second birthday, His death was 
sudden, and preparations had been made for 
a celebration by a family reunion in honor 
of the anniversary. Mr. Tanis came from 
Holland in 1853. He married 62 years ago, 
and a widow, eighty years old, and four 
children, surivive him.

Ex-Police Justice Francis McKenna. 

Ex-Police Justice Francis McKenna of 
Newtown, L. I., died Monday at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. Michael Laughran, 
683 Willoughby Avenue, Brooklyn. He was 
born in Ireland seventy-two years ago, and 
in 1849 came to America and settled in 
Maspeth, L. I., where he at first became a 


contractor and later embarked in the gro- 
cery and feed business, He took an active 
part in politics, and was elected a Police 
Justice, serving several terms. 

He continued to take an active part in 
politics in Queens County until the consoli- 
dation of Greater New York, He then re- 
tired, and made his home with his daugh- 
ter in Brooklyn. 

Three years ago while carriage riding a 
trolley car crashed into the vehicle at 
Fresh Pond and he never fully recovered 
from the injuries sustained. He sued the 
railroad company for $10,000, and in order 
to testify was carried to the courtroom 
upon a stretcher. The jury gave him a 
verdict of $8,000. 

He belonged to the Friendly Sons of St. 
Patrick and the Supreme Council of the 
Catholic Benevolent - Legion in Newtown. 


Dr. Abbott Hodgman. 

Dr. Abbott Hodgman, who had been for 
the last forty years a practicing physician 
of this city, died yesterday at his home, 141 
East Thirty-eighth Street. He was in his 
sixty-ninth year.

He 
was twice married; first to Miss Martha 
Eugenia Keen, who died in 1880, and then 
to Miss Rosetta E. Lewis. The latter wed- 
ding took place on Jan, 8, 1892, the first 
having been celebrated in 1859.

WHY HALE LEFT YALE.

NEW HAVEN, Feb. 26.—Closely follow- 
ing the announcement in THE Trmes that 
Perry Hale, the full back of the great team 
last year, will not return to Yale next Fall 
comes the real reason for Hale’s retirement 
as an amateur, as given by his friends here. 
The Dean of the Scientific School said this 
morning, in answer to a question regarding 
Hale's standing, that there had been no of- 
ficial severing of the relations between the 
school and Hale, but that the football play- 
er had not been seen about the school for 
some time, 

Hale's retirement from the Yale football 
team was the result of his failure to receive 
the Captaincy of the team last Fall when 
the season closed, according to close friends 
of his here. Hale's work was in some re- 
spects the most remarkable of any man’s 
on the championship team of 1900, and he 
thought, as many frienas of his did, that 

} the Captaincy of next year’s team belonged 
to him. When he lost the election he stat- 
ed that he should not play next year, and 
within a few weeks has reiterated that re- 
mark. While he is still in town, the state- 
ment of the Sheffield Faculty member 
quoted that Ha'e is not working in his 
classes to any extent shows that Hale has 
already carried his intention into effect. 
With Hale and Bloomer gone from next 
year’s team and Sharpe expecting to teach 
in the West next year, the 1901 football 
team starts out with poor material to work 
from. It is also stated that Dick Sheldon 
will not return to play next year, though 
this is not assured, and every endeavor is 
being made to keep Sheldon here.

; play. Hale has now done this very thing,

BILLIARDS BY TELEGRAPH. 








Billiard games by telegraph are a novelty 
in the sporting world, although long-dis- 
tance tournaments in chess and some other 
sports are by no means new. If the plans 
of Wayman C. McCreery, the champion 
billiard amateur of St. Louis, can be carried 
out, the first billlard competition by tele- 
graph will be held next month between 
McCreery and Martin Mullen of Cleveland. 
McCreery was unable to play in the recent 
Class A tournament. and, although very 
anxious to meet Mullen, neither man can 
take the time to meet the other in personal 
encounter. Mullen won the Class A cham- 
pionship in 1898, but has not competed in 
that event since. McCreery has played 
Mullen three times and won two games, 
and efforts have been made for the last 
four weeks to arrange a fourth game. Mec- 
Creery believes he has solved the problem 
by challenging the Cleveland champion to a 
game by telegraph and is now awaiting his 


reply. The plan is for each man to begin 
playing at the same moment, upon the 
same-size table, with the same weight 


balls, and all other particulars. as nearly 
identical as possible. 

After spotting the balls each man is to 
play until he misses, which will close his 
inning. The balls will then be respotted, 
and play continue as before until five in- 
nings are finished, when the score of each 
will be telegraphed to the other. There will 
be a referee at each table, and dn umpire 
for the absent player. While there can be 
no such thing as safety play in a match 
by telegraph, it is believed the games can 
be so arranged as to sustain a continuity 
of interest, and provided the projected 
match takes place and is successful, Mc- 
Creery believes that intercity team billiard 
contests could be managed on the same 
principle. 

McCreery has also stated that he will 
be willing to ony a game on the same 
method with champion Wilson P. Foss of 
this city. The St. Louis billiardist is evi- 
dently playing a strong game at présent, 
for in a recent match he ran out 300 points 
at fourteen-inch balkline in twenty-one in- 
ings, making a high fun of 73 noints. 

The billiard match between Foss and 
Frank A. Keeny. which was to be played 
last evening at the Creseent Athletic Club, 
Brooklyn, was postponed until to-night.

A NEW DIAMOND FOR COLUMBIA. 


Made Possible by President Low’s Gen- 
erosity to the Baseball Interests. 


A first-class baseball diamond will be 
laid out by Columbia’s baseball manage- 
ment on South Field, the athletic practice 
grounds of the university. This advantage 
has been obtained through the generosity 


of President Seth Low, who has contrib- 
uted enough to put South Field into excel- 
lent shape for the nine’s use. The trees 
toward the western part of the plot, which 
interfered badly with the outfielders’ work 
last season, will be cut down. The fence, 
on the southern side, which separates the 
football field from the tennis courts, will 
be removed, and a clear playing space ob- 
tained.

In addition to his contribution to remodel 
the field, President Low is reported to have 
made a substantial gift toward liquidating 
the indebtedness incurred by last year's 
team. 

The scheme of improving South Field has 
stimulated interest in the project for its 
purchase by the university or by the grad- 











uates. The field is large enough to accom- 
modate athletic grounds, dormitories, and 
other educational buildings.

N. Y. A. C. Hockey Captain Protested. 
Apart from the playing skill of the hockey

BALL PLAYERS GAIN A POINT. 


National League Recognizes Their As- 
sociation and Grants Demands. 
The National Baseball League, after hav- 
ing ignored studiously for a long time the 
existence of both the Protective Associa- 
tion of Professional Baseball Players and 
“Ban” Johnson’s American League, Yes- 
terday at the League's annual Spring meet- 
ing in the Fifth Avenue Hotel practically 

committed itself to recognition of both. 

The acknowledgment of the players’ or- 
ganization came through the demand of 
the league’s committee in return for con- 
cessions to the players, that the players 
furnish a guarantee that the league would 
be protected, and this guarantee, the com- 
mittee stated in positive terms, the league 
was ready to accept from Charles Zimmer, 
President of the Players’ Association. 

In the same demand the league committee 
admitted that the conflict with Johnson's 
American League is assured, and that in 


preparation for the fight the National 
league wishes to have the ball players as 
allies. The matter reached the stage of 
the National League ane concessions 
to the players on condition that the players 
stand by the National League and decline 
to play with the opposing baseball organi- 
zation. The agreements remain to be rat- 
ified to-day. 

The first matter in which concessions 
were made to the players were regarding 
the option clause, the anoiishment of which 
the committee will recommend, the old re- 
serve rule to be substituted for it, thus giv- 
ing the clubs the privilege of holding play- 
ers from year to year instead of indefinitely 
as was formerly the practice. 

The League committee also agreed to 
recommend that the club owners shall 
cease to farm, sell, and lend players from 
one club to another, unless the players so 
to be transferred shall be consulted and 
shall agree to the changes. 

Finishing the conference, the League rep- 
resentatives asked Zimmer what guaran- 
tee the Players’ Association would give 
that the players will live up to the con- 
tracts they have made and the terms of 
the agreement. Zimmer then drew up the 
following, which, as President of the Play- 
ers’ Association, he said, would be binding 
and which: he will submit to the League 
representatives to-day: 

As President of the Protective Association of 
Baseball Players, and as its authorized repre- 
sentative. I hereby agree, in return for the con- 
cestions granted by the National League and the 
American Association of Baseball Clubs, this 26th 
day of February, 1901, that all National League 
and Bastern League players who may sign 
American League contracts will be suspended 
pending action of the Players’ Protective As- 
sociation as a body. CHARLES ZIMMER. 

The league went into regular session at 
7 o'clock and remained behind closed doors 
until an early hour this morning. The only 
business considered, it was said, was re- 
ee to proposed changes in the playing 
rules. 

Several representatives of the American 

Association, the baseball organization 
whose formation was fathered by the Na- 
tional League, with the purpose of creating 
a rival for Johnson’s league,» were about 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel all day, but the 
regeived little notice from the League club 
oWners. 
@The association men now are very un- 
easy, for the belief is general that the 
National League, having failed to frighten 
Johnzon out of .the field by creating an 
opponent for his league, will have no 
further use for the American Association 
and will drop it entirely. In that case the 
new association will die an early death. 
Another matter that is cousing trouble 
is that owing to the failure of the Inter- 
State League to comply technically with 
the terms of the National agreement, the 
players of many of the clubs have been 
drafted to Western clubs. As matters 
stand, if the drafts hold good, the Inter- 
State League will be very short of players 
this season.

The Seawanhaka-Corinthlan Yacht Club 
met last night at Sherry’s and unanimous- 
ly adopted the new rule of measurement 
which special committees of the New York, 
the Larchmont, and the Seawanhaka-Cor- 
inthian Yacht Clubs recommended for 
adoption. The rule is to take effect from 
Jan. 1, 1902, any boats built after July 1 
next to come under the rating.

The committee on the new 
rule of measurement, however, was made 
permanent, with power to act in order to 
modify the rule or to elaborate on it in 
case a change seems desirable.

“On all yachts launched after July 1, 
1901, there shall be placed by the owner 


or his agent, on every vessel to be entered 
for racing, marks on each side of her to 
indicate the water !ine and other marks 
vertical to and three inches above the first 
named. These shall be placed immediately 
over the largest cross section of the sub- 
merged part of the vacht. 

“The owner shall furnish to the measurer 
a certificate of the draught to the water- 
line as above indicated, and shall also in- 
clude a statement of any greater draught 
whether the same is at a place or places 
forward or aft of this point. The certificate 
shall also state the measurement of the 
yacht’s breadth on the load water line and 
the area of the submerged section when 
measured to the marks at the water line, 
and also to the marks three inches above it. 
These marks shall be kept on hand at the 
clubhouse and shall be furnished to all who 
require them; shall be small disks of non-

The measure- 
ment furnished by the owner to be subject 
to verification by the club's measurer 
when called into question, by protest or 
when required by the Racing Committee. 

‘““Any yacht launched before July 1, 1901, 
whose measurement made under the rule 
of the previous year, brought her within 
the limits of a.class shall be eligible to race 


in such class, although when measured 
under the rule of 1901 she may exceed the 
limits of such class. or may fall below 


it, and such yachts shall be rated for time 
allowance at their actual measurement. 

Yachts launghed after July 1, 1901, shall 
receive no time allowance except in Class A 
of schooners and G of sloops, and from 
yachts launched prior to that time whose 
measurement shall exceed the maximum 
class limit. 

Yachts launched after July 1, 1901, shall 
give time to smal'er yachts launched prior 
thereto, all yachts being rated for time al- 
lowance at their actual measurement. 

Strike out the first part of Paragraph 2 
down to “class” in the third line. Ad- 
vance the numbering of Paragraph 3 to 4 
and of 4 to 5.

A Eulogy on American Sailmaking.

The 
Yachtsman incidentally pays a tribute to 
American sailmaking, which may find em- 
bodiment in the sails of the Shamrock Il. 
when she comes over to “lift that cup.

It is pointed out that hereto- 
fore sailmakers designed their sails so as 
to set well when stretched regardless of the 
fit when first bent. The case of the Nava- 
hoe in her races abroad is cited against the 
new theory. In her first race the Navahoe, 
with brand-new sails setting like gloves, 
crossed the line and easily led the fleet on 
the first round. All the time her sails were 
stretching, and on the second round they 
went entirely out of shape, and remained 


The Yachtsman goes on to say: “At 
the time of the last cup races we were told 
that the American sailmakers were now 
in favor of somewhat baggy sails. This 
does not mean, we believe, anything more 
than that the sail should not be rigidly 
flat. but that a slight swell is permissible 
in the mainsail. and we thought Columbia's 
mainsail admirably exemplified the idea.”’

SMELTING FLOATING DEBT. 


Finally the. managers of the American 
Refining and Smelting Company take offi- 
cial notice of. the abounding reports in cir- 
culation concerning the property's affairs. 
Owners of the company’s securities have 
been made very anxious by statements— 
some of them filed: under oath in court— 
representing grave financial conditions. 
President Nash issues the following state- 
ment, ‘‘to warn stockholders not to be 
driven or frightened into parting with their 
stock "’: 


The company’s annual business amounts to 
$75,000,000. It is borrowing only $5,000,000. 
None of this matures until April, and then only 
$350,000, and it has on hand, subject to check 
$1,000,000 in cash. The remainder matures at 
later dates upon time paper. Thé company could 
liquidate its entire debt in thirty days without 
inconvenience, using only its gold and silver, or 
using only its copper and lead on hand, since, 
while ‘its debt is $5,000,000, its quick assets 
amount to over $14,000,000. The company's pa- 
per is eageriy, and g2nerally sought after on 
terms most favorable to borrowers. 

The company’s net quick assets, over and above 
all indebtedness, represented by gold and silver, 
copper and lead, is approximately $9,000,000. 
The company has increased its original working 
capital to this amount by accumulation of earn- 
ings, besjdes paying off a million and a quar- 
ter of mortgage bonds, subject to which it took 
over its plants, and having put $2,000,000 into 
new construction. 

Its net earnings for the year ending Oct. 31, 
1900, exceed2d $4,500,000. For the months of 
November and December, 1900, they exceeded 
$1,200,000. The January éarnings are not yet 
in. The plants and property of the company 
ware,never in better condition; its earning ca- 
pacity was never so great; its prospects of a 
profitable business were never so good and its 
financial condition was never stronger.

This statement came as a surprise, no of- 
ficial attention having hitherto been given 
to the series of grave charges made by 
Deacon S. V. White and others. One of 
these allegations is that the Smelting Trust 
has a floating debt of $7,000,000, and that it 


has no available working capital. Mean- 
time there are bulletins of new smelters to 
be erected in opposition to the trust, and 
the fight on the Stock Exchange becomes 
much more animated by the disposition 
which finally officers of the company show 
to help the bulls on the stock. Some con- 
spicuous Wall Street brokerage houses are 
heavily loaded with smelting issues, hav- 
ing bought heavily on the theory that the 
Guggenheim consolidation would add vastly 
to the company’s prosperity. During the 
latter part of last year Wall Street was 
fairly deluged with tips to buy the stock, 
and the resignation of Leonard Lewisohn 
and H. H. Rogers of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany from the Smelting Board of Directors 
was the first intimation that reached the 
Stock Exchange district that there was 
trouble. 

One effect of President Nash's statement 
was to advance the stock’s quotations; the 
common shares, after falling below 46, 
closed at 49%, showing thus only a fractfon- 
al loss for the day.

Discussing the official Statement issued 
by President Nash, Jesse Lewisohn, speak- 
ing for Leonard Lewisohn, who resigned 
from the Directorate of the Smelting Com- 
pany, said yesterday: 

‘We are now making, and will continue 
for some time to make, a thorough survey of 
the field for the purpose of determining 
whether there is a market which will war- 
rant the building of smelters and refining 
plants.

Commanding officers of precincts are hereby 
ordered to report to me in writing, with returns, 
Friday mcrning, March 1, 1901, the names of 
all proprietors or keepers of gambling houses, 
poolrooms, or other places in which the law is 
habitualy violated within their precincts, with 
the character the business carried on there 
and the street and number. x 

M. C. MURPHY, 
Commissioner and Chief 


This order is in consonance with that part 
of Commissioner Murphy’s address to the 
superior officers of the force on Monday 
which called upon them to be “ very care- 
ful’’ to enforce Rule 45, which embodies 
an order to report on each Monday on the 
illegal resorts referred to in the general 
order. It also chimes in with a declara- 
tion made yesterday by Col. Murphy, that 
he would cause such resorts to be closed 
and that he had acted on several com- 
plaints about such places and invited aid 
in his efforts in complaints other than 
anonymous. On this subject he was very 
positive last evening.

COL. ERHARDT’S REMEDY. 


Would Turn Entire Police Force Out of 
Office and Reorganize It. 


Joel B. Erhardt of the Committee of Fif- 
teen was asked yesterday his opinion of 
the police situation. He handed the re- 
porter an interview in a Philadelphia news- 
paper. In it he is quoted as saying that 
the new law creating a single police head 
Was a complete failure. 

‘* All we have as the result of the law,’’ he 
is quoted,”’ is a removable Commissioner at 
the head of an irremovable force.

Chief Devery, whom we had hoped to get 
rid of.

BARKER OUT ON BAIL. 


Man Who Shot the Rev. Mr. Keller Re- 


turns to His Home. 

Thomas G. Barker, who shot the Rev. 
John Keiler at Arlington, N. J., on Sunday, 
Feb. 3, is now at his home. He was re- 
leased from the Hudson County Jail at 1:30 
o'clock P. M. yesterday, though he was 
not formally set at liberty until 2 o'clock. 
This occurred at Judge Blair’s private of- 
fice, in the Weldon Building, in lower Jer- 
sey City. 

A great crowd had gathered at the Court 
House, on the Heights, in anticipation of 
the proceedings and to get a look at the 
prisoner. Whether by design or accident 


could not be learned, but all the sightseers 
were disappointed. Judge Blair left the 
Court House at | o’clock. Half an hour 
later Constables O’Brien and Egan took 
Barker out of jail by the rear entrance. 
The trio walked up Pavonia Avenue to 
Summit Avenue, where they boarded a beit 
line trolley car running directly past 
Judge Blair's office. 

They were met at the door of the Weldon 
Building by Marshal Van Winkle and Al- 
bert C. Ball, Barker’s counsel. They es- 
corted him to Judge Blair’s rooms. There 
the Judge, Prosecutor James S. Erwin, and 
Barker's bondsmen were awaiting his ar- 
rival. These were Robert Malloy of East 
Orange and George Sumner and Robert G. 
Victor of Arlington. As bail had been pre- 
viously fixed at $5,000, little time was wast- 
ed on preliminaries. Prosecutor Erwin did 
ask that the amount be increased, but 
Judge Blair said he thought, in view of 
the fact that Dr. John H. Exton had certi- 
fied that Mr. Keller was out of danger, 
$5,000 would be sufficient. The sureties 
then qualified in $10,000 each, as required 
by law; the bail bond was signed, and 
Barker was released. He went at once to 
his home, accompanied only by his bonds- 
men. They traveled by a Newark trolley 
ear. Barker refused to be interviewed by 
the few reporters who had learned of the 
changed programme,

Experience of the Citta di Messina 
and the Jupiter. 


Lull in Raging Gale Attributed to Provi- 
dence — Jupiter’s Officers on 
Board and Adrift. 


“It is necessary to believe in God to

that was raging in midocean, about 1,000

Though there were very few prisoners | 
vesterday at the Jefferson Market Court, | 
the morning session was protracted until | 
after 1 o'clock, and the afternoon session 
lasted until 5:20. 

It has been the rule of all the Magistrates | 
to take up first those who were arraigned 
on a charge of intoxication that the 
officers could return to their posts, but 
Magistrate Pool said that all women should 
arraigned first, no matter with what | 
they were charged. He also said that it 
was an outrage that these poor creatures | 
should be made to stand while waiting for 
their cases to be called, and he ordered 
that a bench be brought in and placed next 
to the rail on the right and the women 
were seated. The women were much 
elated. 

When the first of their number was ar- | 
raigned the Magistrate asked Detective |

She said that she had 
spoken to a lawyer in the hallway, but 
since she had come to the court she thought 
she would see the Judge. 

“You did right to see me,"’ said the Mag- 
istrate. ‘‘ These lawyers who hang around 
the police courts are a thoroughly unscru- 
pulous lot. Have nothing to do with them.” 

A few minutes later he again surprised 
the lawyers by issuing an order: 

“Don’t let any one sit on that bench to 
the left except the lawyers. Lawyers are 
entitled to some consideration, and I am 
going to see that it is shown them. Keep 
that front bench outside the rail for their 
use also.”’

Davis got through the aperture on the 
floor of the little balcony there and pre- 
vented Reid from following him by kicking 
him on the_ head. Callahan, however, 
reached past Reid and grasped Davis's foot, 
and after a brief struggle succeeded in fol- 
lowing the fugitive to the platform on the 
fifth floor. There he clinched, and for a 
few moments both men were fighting des- 
perately. In their struggles they upset a 
box filled with eggs, milk, and butter. Its 
contents were poured over Reid's head as 
he was coming up the fire-escape again, 
and his head and shoulders were completely 
covered with a mixture of dairy products. 

He climbed through, however, just in time 
to prevent the two men from falling 
through the opening. With his assistance 
Davis was soon overpowered and taken to 
the station house. He was arraigned in the 
Harlem Police Court on a charge of grand 
larceny and held in $1,000 bail.

The injuries occasioned to the 
plaintiff were occasioned by ‘ poison’ or by 
‘contact with poisonous substances,’ with- 
in the meaning of the certificate.’’ Mrs. 
Pfistler has been twice tried for assault, 
the jury disagreeing both times. Her story 
was that the acid was thrown at her by 
Meehan, and in defending herself with an 
umbrella the liquid was splattered over him. 
Justices Andrews and O'Gorman concurred.

NEGLIGENCE OF FELLOW-SERVANT.—Frank 
Di Vito, who had been in the employ of 
Donato A. Crage and others for several 
months, was directed on Aug. 18, 1895, by 
their foreman to gather loose pieces of rock 
that should be found along a bank where 
they were engaged in blasting away a por- 
tion of the face of a rocky cliff, upon the 
eastern shore of Niagara River, so as to 
render the continuance of blasting safe. 
While engaged in so doing a large stone 
which had been thrown on the top of the 
bank by a previous blast, in the prosecu- 
tion of the general work, and had rested 
there until the accident, which Crdge's 
foreman had been directed to remove, fell 
and struck Di Vito, causing severe inju- 
ries. A judgment was rendered in Di Vito's 
favor on the trial of his suit against his 
employers, and that decision was sustained 
by the Fourth Appellate Division, but has 
been reversed by the Court of Appeals, 
Judge Martin writing the opinion. The 
Court holds the injuries were the result of a 
risk which the plaintiff assumed as an in- 
cident to the employment in which he was 
engaged, and, if the result of any negli- 
gence, it was that of the foreman, a fel- 
low-servant, for which the defendants 
would not be responsible.

CLAIMED DAMAGES FOR TORN TROUSERS.— 
Borden’s Condensed Milk Company was 
successful yesterday in its appeal from a 
decision of the Eleventh District Municipal 
Court awarding Louis D. Prager $30 for 
injuries done to a pair of trousers he had 
only worn for a month, which caused the 
loss of a suit that had cost him $35 a 
month before. The Appellate Term of the 
Supreme Court handed down a decision re- 
versing the judgment of the inferior tri- 
bunal, on the ground that a new trial had 
been held by the Municipal Court Justice, 
on the ground of newly discovered evidence, 
the Municipal Courts having no Jjurisdic- 
tion to grant a new trial for such a rea- 
son.

Moore. } ejville & Stetson, 
Lawyer Appeals to the Court to Find a 
Missing Witness in a Case. 

There was a flurry in the Queens County 
Court House yesterday morning, when a 
lawyer went running about the building de- 
claring that a witness had been kidnapped 
from him while in the courtroom. The 
matter was brought to the attention of 
Judge Moore, but the Court could do noth- 
ing for the lawyer. 

The witness was William Johnson, whom 
District Attorney Merrill subpoenaed on 
Saturday last to testify for the people in 
the disorderly house casé against Maria 
Jaccbs, a hotel keeper of Rockaway Beach. 
Mr. Merrill had the boy in court yesterday 
morning, and was busy tn his office, when 
his detectives reporfed to him that Arthur 
H. Cameron 6f Brooklyn, counsel for Mrs. 
Jacobs, was conversing with the lad. Coun- 
ty Detective Sullivan and another officer 
were summoned and sent to the courtroom 
to bring the boy out. They took the lad 
out. Mr. Cameron tried to prevent it, but 
Detective Sullivan interposed his figure 


and pocketed the lawyer so that the boy: 


was gone before the lawyer could tack 
around the officer. 

The lawyer and his friends started a live- 
ly hunt for the lad, but he had been hidden 
Judge Moore ascended the bench and to him 
Mr. Cameron appealed, claiming that the 
boy was his witness. Mr. errill was 
cailed before the Court and explained the 
boy was his witness, and claimed priority 
of service of subpoena. Judge Moore said 
he could not interfere in the case. Mr. 
Cameron claimed the proceedings amounted 
to kidnapping his witness, but the Court 
held the people had a right to protect their 
witness. 

Mr. Merrill said afterward the boy was 
the principal witness for the people. Trouble 
had been encountered in serving him. He 
was an inmate of the hotel, having been 
adopted by Mrs. Jacobs, and knew all that 
went on in the place. It took a detective 
and a female employe of his office some 
time to locate the boy. They finally traced 
the hotel people and got the lad, and two 
detectives had since been guarding him and 
would do so until his testimony was given.
